This one-half cent may be passed 
on as a straight half-cent boost in 
the retail price, or may even cause 
retail gasoline prices to move up a 
full cent per gallon. 

In the Toronto area the new 
wholesale price, including the eight 
per cent sales tax, is 21 and one- 
half cents for regular and 23 and 
one half cents for premium quality 
gasoline. The 11 cent provincial 
tax and dealer’s margin are added 
in to bring the retail price te 38 and 
40 cent per gallon ab present.

POUND STANDS--CRIPPS 


Britons Facing 
Further Trials 


British United Press) 

Britain’s attempt to overcome her 
economic crisis may hit the British 
public where it hurts the most --in 
reduced food supplies. 

The warning that the people of 
Britain may haye to tighten their 
belts even more was made today 
by Sir Stafford Cripps. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer went be- 
fore the Commons to tell how near 
the sterling bloc of empire coun- 
tries is to bankruptcy. 

In terms of actual money, Cripps 
says Britain's gold and dollar re- 
serves have fallen 260-million be- 
neath the so-called “safety” level. 

Cripps says ‘he situation de 
mands both immediate and long 
range action. He already has or- 
dered British Government Pur- 
chasing Department to confine 
their buying as far as possible to 
those parts of the world which fall 
in the pound sterling area ... as 
distinguished from the dollar coun- 
tries such as Canada and the Un- 
ited States, 

At the same time he appealed to 
British exporters to try desperately 
to sell more goods abroad .... parti- 
cularly in Canada and the United 
States. Indirectly, he asked the 
United States and Canada to buy 
more British goods, especially raw 
materials. 

If Britain can't hold her own in 
world markets, Cripps said, the 
country will have to get along with- 
out essential supplies .... and the 
standard of life will suffer, 

Cripps said the whole problem is 
being reviewed in conferences with 
the United States and Common- 
wealth countries, The review should 
be completed in September .,..and 
then the British housewife will 
learn whether food supplies are to 
be cut. 

Cripps expressed that possibility 
this way: 

“It may become necessary,” he 
said, “to reduce consumption of 
certain selected foodstuff, which 
are primarily drawn from the 
dollar area’. 

World economic experts had 
awaited his appearance in the 
House of Commons to get a hint as 
to just how the British Government 
hopes to keep from going bankrupt. 
And on one point, Cripps was Posi- 
tive .... there’ll be no devaluation of 
the pound, 

The British Government, he said, 
hasn't the “slightest intention” of 
reducing the value of the pound. 

Only yesterday, in the United 
States President Truman’g mone- 
tary advisers had suggested that 
perhaps the time had come to re- 
duce the value of the pound, And 
in Paris, it was reported that 
French Finance Minister Maurice 
Petsche told American Treasury 
Secretary Snyder that the curren- 
cles of some European countries 
should be devalued, He included the 
British pound sterling in. this clas- 
sification. 


FREEDOM FORCES 
ARE ADVANCING 


Britain's wartime leader -Win- 
ston Churchill --says the forces 
of freedom are advancing steadily 
on a broad front throughout the 
world. 

Churchill spoke in London last 
night. And he said "The great forces 
of the world are growing in 
strength.” He sald “recession marks 
the front of the forces of tyranny 
in eyery land.” (BUP)

TEACH THEM TO BE INQUISITIVE 

A strong and sensible plea to teach children to be 
inquisitive and, to a reasonable degree, challenging in 
its attitude towards radio commentary is contained 
in the following excerpt from the Royal Bank’s Mon- 
thly Letter entitled, “Radio and Society.” . 

“Perhaps”, the Letter writes, “another subject 
should be added to the school curriculum: teach chil- 
dren to demand evidence. Teach them to ask their 
parents “Why?” when they are told spinach is good 
for them and late nights bad, Teach them to challenge 
advertisers to say plump and plain how good their 
goods are, adding emotional appeal if they like, but 
never omitting the basic truths. Teach them to chal- 
Jenge what they hear on the radio in the way of news, 
comment, analysis, and information: is it objective or 
is it loaded?” 

“History is not only written in words, it is made 
with words. Witnesses could be called readily from the 
ranks of great and good men, but let us look first at 
what was said by a vicious man who nearly brought 
our world down in ruins around us: “The power which 
set sliding the greatest historical avalanches of poli- 
tical and religious nature was, from the beginning of 
time, the magic force of the spoken word alone.” That 
is Adolf Hitler, in Mein Kampf. 

“Tf evil men recognize the power in words, the 
good that can be done by words is also amply dem- 
onstrated. A competent leadership well expressed has 
often raised group thinking and actions to a high level. 
When Winston Churchill told the British people: “I 
have nothing to offer but blood, toil, tears and sweat,” 
he aroused a seemingly defeated nation to fight on. 
That speech was one of the resources of the British 
Empire, along with its men, guns, planes and ships.” 


“One of the greatest benefits to mankind, and one — 


essential to democracy, is to teach people to think— 
which is the opposite of passive acceptance—and to 
reason, which is far removed from being led supinely 
toward someone else’s objective.” 

It might be added that the challenging attitudes 
should not be reserved solely for the spoken radio 
word but for the printed word as well.

pire’s patent bias—and how fast the Summer is going.

Cancer of Lower Lip 


During the hot weather it is 
not unusual for men and women to 
find their lower lip painful and 
swollen and to be greatly surprised 
at their failure to cure the condit- 
fou by the usual ointments or sal- 
yes. Their physician, and perhaps 
more often a skin specialist, will 
advice that it is the hot sun burn- 
ing the lip that causes and prevents 
the healing of soreness and swel- 
Ting. They are advised that if they 
will wear a wide brimmed hat and 
put a heavy rouge on the lip they 
will preyent further burning and 
healing will take place. When I 
wrote on this subject a few years 
ago, at that time we did not know 
that this burn on the lower lip 
could become a serious matter; it 
could. develop into cancer. 


In “Radiology” (the X-ray maga- 
zine), Dr. J. A. Del Regato, The 
Ellis Fischel State Cancer Hospi- 
tal, Columbia, Mo,, states that can_ 
cer of the lower lip is considerably 
M™more common in men and there 
is usually a history of chronic ex- 
posure to sunshine. 

Now cancer is cancer wherever 
it is found but fortunately, cancer 
of lower lip is not only discovered 
early but is curable by all three 
methods of treatment, surgery, 
radium and X-ray. 

Dr. Del Regato states that while 
all the three methods of treatment 
of cancer of lip successful, the X- 
ray is the treatment that is taken 
of choice for it assures control of 
the disease while at the same time 
{t gives the best appearance when 
the cure is complete: it has the 
best. cosmetic or esthetic result. 

It is unfortunately only too true 


ip will continue treatments for 
weeks or even months before con- 
sulting their physician or skin spe- 
cialist, under this delay the cancer- 
ous condition can extend into the 
nearby glands in the neck before 


even proper treatment for the ori- 
ginal sore on the lip is started. A 


close follow up of all cases of can- 
cer of the lip treated by X-ray or 
radium, may prevent the need of 
surgery at a later date. 

Remember, sunshine is a fre- 
quent cause of cancer of the low- 
er lip; a wide brimmed hat and 
heayy lip rouge will prevent sun- 
burn of lower lip.

Uelzen, Germany, where an average of 200 Germans straggle into the camp every day, seeking to es 
cape the Soviet zone. They come to ask the bi-zone authorities for sanctuary. On arrival at the 
camp, the refugees are interogated tp determine where they are political refugees, since occupation laws 
forbid Germans to migrate from one zone to another. About 90 per cent of them are sent back to 
where they came from. Those who are cleared as political refugees are given medical examinations, 
and go through a clearing process which takes about two weeks. Then they are sent in the western 
zones, where German officials make every effort to find them jobs and housing. Some of the young- 
sters from the Russian zone have never seen or used soap before, and find it quite a new experience.

from Monday's meeting of Lind- 
say Council: 

Application Received for Sanitary 
Inspector: 


One letter was received from Mr. 
Cc. A. Davies, 85 Bond St., for the 
position of Sanitary Inspector, The 
application awas filed. 


May Sell Old Fire Truck: 

A letter was received concern- 
ing sale of the Fargo truck at the 
Fire Hall. A salesman will be 
coming in shortly to inspect the 
truck and will try to dispose of it. 


Protesting Business Tax; 

Protesting imposition of a busi- 
ness tax on his home, Mr. Russ Lu- 
cas of the Empire Life Insurance 
Co. advised council by letter that 
As an agent who carried on his 
business in the homes of his cust- 
omers rather than from his own 
home, he was not Mable for the 
$100 yearly tax. He quoted a decis- 
jon handed down by a Fort Erie 
judge to that effect and his pro- 
test will be referred to the Court of 
Revision for decision as to refund of 
the tax, 

Cable Still Holding Up Traffic 
Lights: 

Ald. Vince Cote has been going 
to work on the cable question for 
Lindsay's traffic signals, according 
to his report presented to council, 
He was advised by the General El- 
ectric Co. in Toronto, he said, that 
the cable could not be promised 
before August 8; as it takes three to 
four weeks to make. Upon discoyer-

More Meetings: 

In an effort to avoid protracted 
meetings, Council decided last 
month that more and shorter meet- 
ings would be the answer. Accord- 
ingly, they repealed the by-law 
calling for no more than 30) meet- 
ings a year at a fee of $5.00 each, 
and passed another by-law raising 
the ante to 40 meetings. The new 
by-law had its second and third 
readings last night. 

Another by-law was read which 
would fix council meetings as first 
and third Mondays of each month, 
except when there was a public 
holiday or an election, when the 
meeting would be held the evening 
of the day following.

‘’he Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture issued its weekly crop re- 
port Tues., revealing that in some 
parts of the Province, the grain 
harvest is already getting under 
way. 

But because of the drought, the 
straw situation this year is going to 
be slim. The long dry spell over 
most of Ontario's farm lands has 
meant there is very little hay for 
the coming winter and now the 
straw supply has been affected as 
weil. 

One farmer in Wellington county 
reports that he got only eight wa- 
gon loads of hay from a field where 
he had expected to get 35 or 40. 

As for the grain—the crops are 
ripening about two weeks earlier 
than usual. Some of the wheat looks 
good—what there is of {t—but the 
straw {s as little as six inches, where 
it usually 1s at least 18. (BUP).

Mix With 
Old Home Week 
Ends In Riot 


(British United Press) 

Indian blood and fire-water ae 
ed with disastrous results in Des- 
eronto early Tuesday. 

An old home week celebration was 
climaxed in a drunken brawl which 
sent the local police chief, an R.C.- 
AF. police officer and an Indian 
resident to hospital. 

Reports of the affair—which are 
conflicting in some details—indicate 
that the brawl started when police 
chief Albert Marks attempted to 
take a drunken Indian to his home. 

Other Indians in the group ap- 
parently resented the police chief's 
efforts, and the brawl got under 
way. 

The police chief fired three shots 
from his revolver over the heads of 
the mob, and had to beat his way 
back to the town hall. He then lock- 
ed himself inside until help arrived, 

Helping the Civic Police Chief 
Was an R-C-A-F police constable — 
A-C-1 J. P. Theriault—who, along 
with Marks, suffered head’ and leg 
injuries and had to be given hospi- 
tal treatment. 

One Indian resident of the town 
—Joseph Maracle—received a leg 
wound which doctors described as. 
a “puncture”, It’s not clear whether 
this would come from the police 
chief’s revolver, or from the general 
melee that developed in the riot. 

Now, Provincial police haye been. 
sent to-the area to guard aga 
recurrence of the riotous brawl.

Is Tops 


Mr. W. J. Murphy, widely known 
district farmer, was winner of first 
prize for his entry of hay at the 
Grassland Day held near Peterboro 
Wednesday. 

The $100 prize was’ awarded Mr. 
Murphy for his half-ton entry of 
mixed hay, which was a combin- 
ation of timothy and alfalfa, by 
Professor R. G. Knox of the On- 
tario Agricultural College at Guelph

feeding trial, at the college. There 
was a total of 42 entries for the 
class, and Mr. Murphy stated that 
Prof. Knox expressed himself as 
surprised at the quality of all en- 
tries, in view of the general poor 
season for hay.

Colorful Career Climaxed: 


Denounced Goering To Face 


(British United Press) 

Moscow radio has announced the 
death of Premier Georgi Dimitrov 
of Bulgaria, Dimitrov was the num- 
ber one Communist in the Balkan 
area, 

He had been ill for three months, 

Dimitroy died at a Sanitarium 
near Moscow after a long and ser- 
fous liyer ailment. 

Dimitrov was born in the village 
of Kovatchevtsi, Bulgaria. His 
three brothers and a sister were 
also revolutionaries. One brother 
died in Siberia, another at the 
hands of the Bulgarian Police, and 
the third in the Balkan was of 1913. 

But Georgi Dimitrov rose to the 
top of the Bolshevik movement, first 
as head of the Comintern, and after 
the last war as Communist Premier 
and top Communist in the Balkans. 

Dimitrov joined the German army 
in the first world war. He was ar- 
rested by the Bulgarians and spent 
18 months in jail. 

At the end of 1920 Dimitroy reach 
ed Russia by way of Italy, and took 
part in the third Comintern ses- 
sions, At that time he met Nikolai 
Lenin and Josef Stalin for the first 
time. 

In 1923, after an attempted up- 
rising of revolutionaries, Dimitrov 
was driven from Bulgaria. Hp did 
not return for 22 years. The Bul- 
garian Government passed two 
death sentences on him in absence. 

When the Reichstag fire set the 
stage for the Nazi rise to power in 
1933, Adolf Hitler blamed the Com- 
munists, Dimitrov was seized along 
with two other Bulgarians, At 
his trial he was belligerent, a clas- 
sic example with the party of how 
a Communist should act before a 
hostile court, He denounced Herman 
Goering to his face in open court. 

Dimitrov was acquited and he left 
for Moscow. In 1938 he was chosen 
Secretary General of the Executive 
Council of the Comintern, a post 
he held until the dissolution of the 
International in 1943.

that the Federal government is 
drafting a permanent system for 
support of farm prices, 

The idea is to expand the pres- 
ent Agricultural Prices Support Act, 
which farm organization, say doesn't 
provide a formula for relating farm 
prices and incomes to other com- 
modity prices. 

Government draughtsmen may 
take a hook from last spring's pri- 
ces Commission report. It noted that 
prices of important farm products 
had been kept below prices that 
would haye prevailed in qa free mar- 
ket, Farm spokesmen pounced on 
this, but the Commissioners said it 
was good, since it modified swings 
in farm prices, which are always 
more extreme than in other com- 
modities. 

The report did warn, however, 
against parity prices stated in dol-

How Can I 


Q@. When chocolate has a gray 
coating during the hot days, it is an 


* indication that it is spoiled? 


A. No. This usuaily indicates 


. that some of the fat hag melted

Q. How can I remedy a floor mop 
that has become matted and does 
no do its work efficiently? 

A, When this is the case, take a 
clothespin and comb out the mop as 
you would with an ordinary comb. 
It will straighten out the tangles 
very nicely. 


Q. How can I keep the dog in 
good condition during the hot sum- 
mer months? : 

A. It is a good idea during the hot 
weather to keep a lump of sulphur 
Jn the dog's drinking water.

A. Try rubbing the effected part 
with common laundry soap, dipped 
in water to moisten it. 

Q. How can I clean Straw mat- 
ting? 

A. Wash the straw matting with 
a cloth dampened in hot salt water, 
using a handful of salt to a bucket 
of hot water. Wash only a small 
space at a time and wipe dry at 
once. This also prevents the mat- 
ting from turning yellow. 

Q. How can ‘I prevenv salt from 
getting into the ice cream container 
while freezing? 

A. Cover the top of the ice cream 
container with a sheet of waxed pa- 
per before the freezer lid is put on, 
and this will be avoided. 

Q. How can I rmove paint stains 
from the hands ? 

A. First oil the hands thoroughly 
with linseed oil or any fatty oil, and 
then thoroughly wash them with 
soap. This will prove effectove, if 
the paint has not been allowed to 
dry too thoroughly on the hands, 

Q. How can I remedy ingrown 
toenails? 

A. Heat a small piece of mutton 
tallow in the bowl of a spoon, hold 
over a lamp until boiling hot, and 
pour on the sore place as much as 
possible between the nail and flesh.

Eat In The Garden 
For thos: garden suppers s0 
popular right now we'd suggest 
that you make the most of your 
silced meats when serving with 
bread and butter or on a salad 
plate. Cooked ham slices are won- 
derful if spread with chopped egg 
salad or with cold slaw, Roast beef 
slices are delicious with’ a spread 
of horseradish and chopped beets 
combined with salad dressing. Cor- 
nucopias can be made with round 
cooked meat by securing with a 
toothpick and filling with potato 
salad, Devilled eggs take on a new 
flayor when finely chopped or gra- 
ted cheese is mjxed with the yolks, 
salad dressing and chopped chives. 
A dash of prepared mustard is a 
real touch worth mentioning too. 
Thinly sliced chees can be rolled 
with bolona in cornucopia style 
and spread with mustard. Always 
remember prepared mustard for 
any cheese sandwich or such. Cut 
tomatoes in halves through the 
middle and cover with chopped 
green onion and a touch of may- 
onnaise and serye with some of 
theso meat combinations. Left- 
over green beans are a fine in- 
Bredient for those tossed salads. 
Salmon salad mounds to top hal- 
ved tomatoes is another salad in- 
gredient you dont want to over- 
look. Crisp cauliflower can be cut 
into flowerettes and are fine on a 
salad. We always thought they 
should be cooked but they have 
turned out to be a salad ingredient 
to serve raw. Refrigerator crispers 
help the homemaker prepare salad 
ingredients ahead of time and they 
are far nicer for being in the ice 
box. 
Extend Their Services 

One family we know didn’t have 
a grill in thelr garden but found 
they could do wonders with exten- 
sion cords for their electric grills 
and waffle irons. They were easy 
to attach and could toast sand- 
wiches, fry sausages, bacon, etc., 
and make waffles without any 
trouble at all .... Somehow the fam-~ 
ily eats more on the porch mae 
the garden and the fresh air whets 
their - appetites “and makeg* them 
want to help with garden meals. 
Hamburgers are easy on your 
sandwich grill and the buns can be 
heated at the same time.

His first rule is: Don't get an el- 
aborate hair-do, and then plan a 
vacation where you'll be roughing 
it. 

Vito breaks his {deas down into 
types of climates . . -hot and dry, 
hot and damp, and cold. 

He-says if you're going to a hot, 
damp climate, try a curly hairdo, 
preferably, short, because hair 
curls easily in hot, damp weather, 
and is difficult to keep ny stralght, 


Get a good basic hair-cut, before 
you leave—one which brings out 
any natural curl you might have. 

Should you be planning to go to 
@ hot, dry climate ... say Texas 
or Arizona ‘Vito sugersts a 
straight hair-do, preferably short. 
He says that in hot dry weather, the 
hair will lie fairly flat and sleek. 

A straight, sleek hair-do also Is 
recommended for chilly weather. 
For a cool climate, you can wear 
your hair long, because it’s just as 
easily managed as short {f the cli- 
mate is right. 

CARE OF GLASSWARE: 

Your glassware takes a beating 
in summer time, what with all the 
extra amount of cool drinks and 
chilled desserts you serve. 

To help preserve it, home econ- 
omists pass along these tips. 

Sudden temperature changes aray 
responsible for many breakages. Hot 
water should not be poured over 
glass in Washing or rinsing. In- 
stead, lay the glass gently in the 
water, Don't put glassware directly 
from refrigerator to warm dishwat- 
er, In making iced tea or coffee in 
glass, pour the hot beverage slowly 
onto the ice rather than against 
the glass, Incidentally, ice cubes 
shouldn't be dropped carelessly into 
glasses. The force of their fall may 
crack them. 

The time-honored dish-washing 
rule, “glass first, silver second, 
China third,” saves nicks, chips and 
scratches. Glass gets first place be- 
cause it needs clean suds, with no 
trace of grease, to bring it out clear 
and shining.

Why these 
boats virtually faded away doesn’t seem to be quite 
clear. No doubt the advent of the motor car had a 
lot to do with it but this in itself doesn’t seem to be 
sufficient reason because motor cars still won’t travel 
on water, except aboard ferries. Probably a big con- 
tributing factor was the antiquity of some of the 
steamers—--causing the prospective passengers to fear 
for their safety.. Whatever the case it seems strange 
that excursion boats continue to thrive in other parts 
of Ontario but disappeared from the local scene en- 
-tirely... This, in the midst of one of the greatest 
tourist areas to be found anywhere. 

The Post has expressed the opinion numerous 
times in the past that excursion trips through the 
Kawarthas with modern water-craft could be made at- 
tractive and profitable. It still believes it to be true 
and anyone considering attempting a revival of this 


trade could test out the public reaction without a 
very heavy investment. 


WHY NOT INTEREST IN EDUCATION 

A startling disclosure has been made at Hamilton 
as a result of a vote held to elect a Board of Educa- 
tion in that city. It has been related that only 10 
per cent of the eligible voters were sufficiently inter- 
ested in educational matters to get out and vote for 
the people they wished to direct educational affairs 
in that city.

The Montreal Gazette, a Conservative paper, has 
greeted the smashing Liberal triumph as “the best kind 
of victory.” 

The Gazette says the victory does not rest upon 
support from only certain sections of the country. it 
believes that Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent has 
been elected “with a clearer expression of public gon- 
fidence” than ever before in the history of Canada.

The Gazette pays a warm tribute to the elderly 
French-Canadian who had never taken an active part 
in politics until seven years ago.

The editorial in Canada’s oldest daily sounded one 
note of warning. “So sweeping a victory brings with 
it exceptional obligations.’ The opposition was dras- 
tically weakened. The Prime Minister therefore had 
a greater personal responsibility. 

The editorial also takes a look at the position of 
George Drew, the Progressive Conservative Leader. He 
entered the election with 69 seats, came out of the Lib- 
eral landslide with 41. 

The Gazette says ‘He shall have to accept defeat 
without defeatism, and to affirm his leadership among 
his shattered following. His ability to do this will 
establish one of the best claims to public regard in 
years to come.”—British United Press

Mergers are not all they are cracked up to be, 
and the big merger of cement companies in Canada 
a generation ago has had severe disadvantages to 
Canadians, even if one distinguished Canadian secured 
great advantages from it. That Canadian of course, 
Lord Beaverbrook, who made his first fortune and laid 
the foundations to his fame and titles by concocting 
the merger. The Beaverbrook merger resulted in an 
exclusive combine. The local Beaverbrook monument 
to the merger is the large, rather handsome cement 
factory outside Lakefield which was immediately closed 
and has not made an ounce of cement since.

Lord Beaverbrook contrived this magnificent mani- 

pulation before he was thirty years of age and while 
he was still plain Max Aitken and not so very Jong 
out of his father’s parsonage.. One wonders if now 
that he is of riper years he has repented this mani- 
pulation? There is much evidence to show that there 
may be cause for repentance. The shortage of cement 
stares most Canadians in the eye, even if it does not 
meet Lord Beaverbrook’s. :

Before the merger a host of small factories in 
towns and villages across the country made cement. 
After the merger, during which they were bought up 
or forced out of business, the majority of them closed. 
Even the big ones like the then-new Lakefield cement 
plant were closed. That situation might not have been 
grievous had the industry continued to meet Canada’s 
own cement requirements. It has failed to do*so, 
particularly in the last three years: Cement is being 
imported from Belgium and Britain—which is ridic- 
ulous and one would think, a completely unnecessary 
import.—Peterborough Examiner

Mental Attitude of Patient with 


Cancer 


A few years ago, if a physician 
told a patient that the symptoms 
of which he complained were caus- 
| ed by heart disease, the patient be- 
lieved himself doomed, Today, 
| most of us know that even \f we 
have heart disease, we can live 
for years if we follow our doctor's 
advice and “take it easy.” 
Even in cases of high blood pres- 
sure and a vessel carrying blood 
to the heart muscle being clogged 
up or broken (coronary thrombo- 
| sis), it is known that with care and 
rest, diet and exercise, further at- 
tacks may not occur and that if 
they do occur they may not cause 
death. While the words “heart di- 
sease’ and “coronary thrombosis” 
still may strike fear in our hearts, 
it is the word “cancer” that caus- 
|e great fear and continuous worry, 
which really is chronic fear, 
In the “American Journal of 
Psychiatry,” Dr. J. B, Ficarra states 
that the word “cancer” stirs a 
tempest of mental agony. Because 
so many cases of cancer are not 
discovered until too late to save 
life, the family and relatives are 
told of the cancer, but in most 
{s not told al- 
though he may suspect the cause 
of his symptoms. 

Strange as it seems, it ig known 
that the young patient withstands 


the knowledge that he has cancer 
better than his famliy and rela- 


tives; he appears to be able to face 
his fate better than older patients. 


In elderly patients the sense of 


impending death is ever present. 
Old people fear it and are more 
nervous about it than young a- 
dults. 

While some ailments cause ner- 
vous symptoms and the patient 
believes he has heart, kidney or 
other disease, the majority of pa- 
tients who really have concer do 
not “imagine” they have cancer. 
It is often the non-cancerous pa- 
tient who believes he has cancer, 

As cancer stands second only to 
heart “and blood vessel diseases 
as a cause of death, we should al_ 
ways, without fear i, possible keep 
in mind the early signs of cancer 
or the signs that mean that a can- 
cer may “soon” start in the body. 
Remember, the early signs of can- 
cer --persistent horseness, a slow- 
healing sore, chronic indigestion 
as it is curable in the early stages 
by surgery, X_ray and radium.

What we know today is that 
just as the nerves and emotional 
upset can interfere with the nor_ 
mal action of the heart, lungs, 
blood circulation, blood pressure, 
stomach and intestines, so also 
can they interfere with the nor- 
mal action of the skin, which 1s 
just as much an organ as the 
heart or stomach, 

The fact that the skin is an or- 
gap, and therefore a part of the 
body as a whole, means that the 
skin specialist of today treats the 
patient as a whole, besides presori- 
bing the special or specific treat- 
ment for the disease of the skin. 

Where are some individuals "ho 
are allergic to certain substaces 
which affect the skin directly or 
indirectly, and others in which

One of the symptoms now known 
to be caused by the emotions is 
pruritis, itching --not itching due 
to some cause such as itching of 
the lower opening of the large bow- 
el which can be caused by a fungus 
organism, hemorrhoids or other ir- 
ritants, 

In “Medical Clinics of North 
America,” Dr. 8. William Becker, 
Chief of Skin Diseases, Chicago 
Memorial Hospital, states that 
where the patient complaing of 
itching all over the body, there is 
usually no skin condition present 
except where the patient has caus- 
ed scratches and redness by scrat- 
ching, 

The first though in treating gen- 
eral itching of the skin {s to look 
for some general ailment of the 
body such as exhaustion, blood 
pressure disturbances, gout, liver 
and gall bladder disturbances, and 
infection of the teeth, tonsils, gums 
and large intestine. 

While the physician treat, the 
itching with solutions of baking 
soda, phenol or ‘application of drugs 
he carefully investigates the con- 
dition of the various organs by 
means of X-ray, special diets, the 
electro-cardiograph, examination of 
the contents of the stomach and 
of the stool, and other laboratory 
methods. 


Elderly Mental Patients can be 
Helped 

Until very recently when a man 

or woman was nearing the allotted 
70 years, any physical or mental 
symptoms were taken for granted 
simply because they were old or 
getting old. Now thut there are 
more old people than any other 
single group, the family physician 
and the psychiatrist are being con- 
sulted about these physical and 
more especially the mental symp- 
toms. They are finding that elderly 
people do not just have to have 
mental or behavior symptoms- that 
many can be cured or greatly 
helped. 
' Because it is considered a nat- 
ural condition for eldedly per- 
sons to become “old” in their be_ 
havior, Dr. Hollis E. Clow, in the 
New York State Medical Journal, 
studied the cases of 365 patients 
over 60 on admission during ten 
years ending in January, 1946. Most 
of these patients who had symp- 
toms such as depression, believed 
they had real organic ailment when 
None was present. Two years after 
being admitted to New York State 
Hospital, it was found that about 
25 per cent had recovered, about 
twenty per cent were im - 
proved, and about 21 per cent show- 
ed no improvement. The balance 
14 per cent, died of natural causes 
in the hospital. 

In cases where the patient had 
hardened arteries which, of course, 
could not nourish the brain tis- 
sue, little or no improvement oc_ 
curred nor was it expected. On the 
other hand, where there were no 
changs in the brain structure itself, 
the symptoms beig odd behavior, il- 
lusions, obsessions, hallucinations, 
depression of spirits, especially those 
in their sixties and seventies, there 
was real improvement. Of 111 pa- 
tients with above symptoms, 43 per 
cent had recovered and 22 per cent 
were much improved or leaving the 
hospital. 

Inyestigation as to the causes 
that brought on these mental 
symptoms in these elderly people 
showed that home , surroundings, 
domestic and financial problems, 
were a big factor. Similarly when 
these patients now cured or great- 
ly improved, were able to return to 
sympathetic and “secure” circum- 
stances, their improved mental con- 
dition continued, It was found al- 
so that patients in their sixties 
showed a greater tendency to re- 
covery than those in their seven- 
ties and eighties,

New Navy Secretary Is 


Tough As Boss

Washington — (NET) — If any- 
body thinks that the little-known 
new Navy Secretary, Francis Pat- 
rick Matthews from Omaha, Nebr., 
was selected for the job to make a 
good yes-man, they've got another 
think coming. 

The meek-at-first-glance Math- 
ews is every bit as tough as. the 
new aggressive Defense Secretary, 
Louis Johnson. 

And when his fine, Irish dander 
is up—and it can get up — watch 
out. His anger is not the tirade 
type. It takes the form of cold, de- 
vastating logic and quiet acid words 
which don’t attempt to color 
meanings. 

Eyen his affable side isn't what 
you'd call hail-fellow-well-met, A 
cool reserve is his general demean- 
or. Matthews is no great shakes as 
a public speaker or spellbinder and, 
when he gets started talking, he’s a 
little hard to stop, Cardinal Spell- 
man recently visited Omaha to 
make a speech and Matthews, as 
the city’s most prominent Catholic 
layman, was naturally asked to:in- 


ckly made business connections 
through his law practice, amassed 
quite a fortune, lost it in the de- 
pression, sweated out several years 
with tlie Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation and then made a come- 
back, He now owns part of a radio 
station, is a director in one of the 
state's most prosperous lending and 
banking firms and has numerous 
other business interests. 

Politically, Matthews has never 
sought an important public office, 
content to remain an influential 
figure in the background. It was his 
bold support of President Truman 
at the last Democratic National 
Convention, saving his state’s sup- 
port for the President when it was 
wavering, that cemented Matthews’ 
friendship with the national Demo- 
cratic organization. And his sup- 
port never wavered during the 
doubtful days of the campaign. 

Before this appointment Mat- 
thews was perhaps best known na- 
tionally in Catholic circles, Devout- 
ly religious, he has held several 
national offices in Catholic organiz_ 
ations. He was made Secret Papal 
Chamberlain with Cape-Sword by

minutes longer than the Cardinal. 

The new secretary isn't known 
for his humor. And his first at- 
tempt at a joke, after the announce- 
ment of his appointment, looks 
like it’s going to dog him for a 
long time. When a reporter asked 
him what his previous experience 
with naval problems was Matthews 
replied, “I've got a rowboat at my 
summer place.”

Few persons In Washington ever 
remember having seen or heard of 
the 62-year-old Matthews before. 
But there's nothing phony about his 
sudden blooming as a national fig- 
ure from relative obscurity. His 
success story can match that of 
practically any man in public office 
today. And his political skirts are 
snow white. 

He made his money honestly, with 
shrewd, hard-headed business acu- 
men. Trained as a lawyer, he qui-

Vets Effecting Savings 
Under V.L.A. Building 
Supervisor Here Claims 


Something ofthe part that V. L. 
A. 1s playing in Canada’s housing 
problem was explained to the Post 
in an interview with Mr, J. A. 
Wickett, Settlement Supervisor for 
V. L. A. in this district. 

The Land Act is divided into two 
classes, “small holdings” and “full 
time farming.” According to Mr, 
Wickett, holdings in this area are 
divided about 50-50 between the 
two, and in the Small Holding sec- 
tion several veterans have saved 
considerable money in the construc- 
tion oftheir homes by taking their 
own contracts. The Act was amend- 
ed about a year ago to jrmit vet- 
erang needing homes to take their 
own contracts, and many have been 
quick to take advatage of this con- 
cession. Usually these veterans have 
a good general knowledge of build- 
ing, and are possibly skilled in 
plumbing and electrical wiring as 
well. Plans are available for these 
homes for only $10.00 per set, and 
V.L.A. authoritie,; are now prepar- 
ing a booklet containing 25 suggest- 
ed house plans which will be issued 
in the near future 

Mr. Wickett says that Veteran 
C. A. Inglis of Haliburton village 
has recently completed building a 


home under V. L. A. Much of the 
Inglis’ own labour went into the 
home, as well ag some personal fin- 
ancing but he ts sald to have a 
beautiful home, with a resale value 
well in excess of $10,000.00 It is 
finished in stone veneer, and stands 
on a hill overlooking the village of 
Haliburton. 

Two Bobcaygeon veterans, W. 
Mason an G. R, Potts have also re- 
alized a substantial saving by con- 
structing their own homes, and in 
each case the value of the home is 
well in excess of the average cost 
of a standard dwelling today, de- 
clares Mr. Wickett. 

Mr. Wickett says that V. L, A. 
officials insist on the use of a pro- 
per plan and careful building, and 
to this end, a close check is kept 
on homes under construction. In 
charge of inspection work in Vict- 
orla and Haliburton area is W. 
Theobald, Construction Supervisor. 

In a recent judging and inspection 
four, Mr. Wickett found that vet- 
erans were making good use of their 
land, with most of them raising suf- 
ficlent vegetables to meet family 
needs. Some of them, says Mr. Wi- 
ckett, were able to sell surplus crop 
for sums ranging from §$25,00 to 
$30.00.

Canada’s: Welfare Council caus- 
ed a stir today by strongly criticis- 
ing the methods operating the pro- 
yince of Quebec in the adoption of 
babies. 

A prepared statement on the sub- 
ject was put out by Miss Phyllis 
Burns, who is head of the Council's 
Child Welfare Division. 

Miss Burns says that from figures 
based on offiical and private records 


the council believes that between 


75 and 100 illegitimate babies born 
in Quebec are being sent to the 
United States each year for adopt- 
jon. r 

Miss Burns comments on an arti- 
cle in en American magazine 
headed “The United States buys 
Canadian babies”. 

The article claims that about 200 
Canadian babies find homes in the 
United States every “year, and Miss 
Burn, says about half the number 
come from Quebec. ¢ 

She also criticises adoption legis- 
lation in the province. She says: 
Adoption in Quebec are handled by 
church agencics. Miss Burns admits 
that the whole procedure is carried 
out with the best of intentions, but 
she claims it falls far below inter- 
national adoption standards, 


So far @s other provinces are con=" | 


cerned, she says legislation is con- 
templated to supervise adoptions, 

Miss Burns goes on: the illegiti- 
macy situation in Quebec is no 
worse than in many other parts of 
Canada. But, she says, the inability 
of families to absorb unwanted chil- 
dren through adoptions makes the 
export of children stand out in Que- 
bec. 

uebec, according to Miss Burns, 
has become the “Mecca” of unmar- 
ried mothers from other parts. of 
Canada. She says this is due to the 
practice in Quebec creches of com- 
plete anonymity. 

Mis; Burns says the primary con- 
cern of church groups in Quebec is 
to protect the mother ... who once 
she enters an institution to have her 
baby becomes completely anony- 
mous. This anonymity --she points 
out -- extends to the records, where 
mother, father and baby are all 
nameless, - 

This according to the child wel- 
fare expert, results in an increase in 
the Quebec illegitimacy rate and 
creates new placement problems. 

Miss Burns says that the Welfare 
Council has set up an advisory com- 
mittee to study the adoption situat- 
fon in Quebec.

Lucas of the De- 
partment of Pharmacology at the 
University of Toronto for examinat- 
ton of toxicity, The sample secured 
by Col. MacAlpine was found to be 
very toxic. Between 1 to 2 c.c. of 
the water filtered from this sample 
was lethal to mice in a vay few 
minutes when introduced into the 
stomach. The other samples were 
apparently too dilute to show any 
specific ill effects.” 

An official of the Board of Health 
is coming from Toronto today to in- 
vestigate the water from a stand- 
Point of safety both for drinking 
and swimming, according to Mr,

MARK THE WAY CLEARLY ; 
The decision of Town Council to place large signs 
at the intersection of Lindsay and Kent Streets point- 
ing the way to principal cities along the highway route 
has a lot of merit.

ASTHMA AND CLIMATE: 

Some one has said that the way 
to clear up hay fever and asthma is 
to move away from where you now 
live; if in Baltimore move to Wash- 
ington ,and if you live in Washing- 
ton move to Baltimore. Even moy- 
ing next door may be far enough 
away to get one free of the causes 
of asthma. This is because some- 
thing in your home — house dust, 
feathers, furs——may irritate nose 
and throat because you are allergic 
te it. 

While there is no question that 
moying to a dry climate such as 
Arizona gives complete relief to 
most cases of hay fever, asthma, 
and sinus disturbances, it can easily 
be seen that if the family furniture, 
bedding, carpets, dog or cat are also 
moved to this dry climate the pat- 
jent may suffer from his asthmatic 
attacks there just the same. 

In an article on treatment of 
bronchial asthma, Dr. George L. 
Waldbolt in Medical Clinics of 
North America “has this to say a- 
bout climate and asthma.” “Caut- 
fon should be used in making the 
Tecommendation of a change of 
climate to an asthmatic. The 
patient often considers the act of 
breaking up his home and moving 
to a different climate his last resort, 


If this experiment fails, despondency 
and despair follows.” And when de- 
spondency and despair develop, fear 
and anxiety aggravate the sympt- 
oms, 

Before expecting the asthmatic to 
pull up stakes, change his occupa- 
tion and transfer himself and fam- 
ily to strange surroundings, he 
should first be given a’ complete 
physical examination and the usual 
tests for pollen, fungus, foods, furs, 
feathers, If he is sensitive to any 
pollen, dust, fungus present in the 
new climate to which he is moving, 
he should be desensitized before 
he goes. If this is done it is pos- 
sible that he will not have to break 
up his home and move. 

If he is not desensitized to these 
substances before he goes it is most 
unfair to have him move to a cli- 
mate where he will come in con- 
tact with the same substances 
which are causing attacks at home. 

The treatment of an attack of 
asthma is the injection of seven to 
fifteen drops, (minims) of adrenalin 
under the skin. Trying to avoid the 
substances to which patient is sen- 
sitive and trying also to avoid emo- 
tional disturbances should lessen 
the number and severity of the at- 
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Speech

He first started in 
the tobacco business back in 1902 
with Mr. Joe Carroll in a store then 
located next to Geo. Beall's jewel- 
lery shop. He stayed with him un- 
til 1910 and then went to Toronto 
where he worked with A. Olubb & 
Sons for a couple of years. Return- 
ing to Lindsay, he opened business 
with his brother, Lewis, at the pre- 
sent stand in the fall of 1911. The 
partnership lasted until his bro- 
ther’s death a few years ago. 

Mr. Williams has seen # lot of 
changes in the trade since those 
early days. Tobacco prices have in- 
creased about 100 per cent on all 
lines since then, he relates. .Cig- 
arettes used to sell for ten for ten 
cents and now they are 20 for 35 
cents. Taxes are blamed for the 
great increase in prices. . 

-in interesting fact was disclosed 
by Mr. Williams as he recalled his 
experiences in business. It con- 
cerns some of the earlfer business 
life of Lindsay. According to him,

_ ~ Grasshoppers Invade Quebeo 
What's amounting to an annual 
invasion is being countered by farm- 
ers and scientists in Quebec. — 
What they're calling the “enemy” 
is already on the march. It’s al- 
ready devastated a great deal of the 
countryside. Se SN 
The ‘hoppers are on the run-for- 
ward, not backward as most of the 
province’s farm people had hoped. 
The full impact of the invasion: 
will be felt around the end of this 
month or the first week in August. 
By that time the tiny grasshoppers, 
called “nymphs,” will have deyelop- 
ed into fully-grown and extremely 
voracious adults, 

"At any rate, that’s the ylew of ec- 
tomologists attached for the pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
and others employed by firms who 
specialize in trying to rid us of hop- 
per infestation. 

The scientist; explain that the 
grasshopper --while a true insect -- 
doesn’t go through the larva stage 
in Its life cycle. 

The egg hatches into a tiny ‘hop- 
per --or nymph --which immedi- 
ately launches its destructive march 
on food crops. It keeps it up until 
life cycle is completed. 


Like any other form of infestat- 
jon, it goes without saying this all 
ecsts money --millions of dollars, 
in fact, 

There was a heavy grasshopper 
attack on Quebec last summer, Ey- 
en_now, reports still] are coming in 
detailing losses, It’s believed that 
one-million dollars damage was pil- 
ed on tobacco crops alone. 

So far ‘this year, tobacco, potato 
and carrot growers have felt the 
first blows of the attack, And they 
say every indication points to an 
even worse time this year than they 
experienced during the 1948 plague, 
The Agriculture department has 
come up with a suggestion that 
might help control the pests not 
only in Quebec but across the rest 
of the nation. 


It recomemnds use of a bran bait 
containing a fifty percent wettable 
powder of a preparation called ben- 
zine hexachloride, The stuff is simi- 
lar to that used successfully against 
locusts in India and North Africa. 
In preparing the bait, govern- 
ment officials suggest two pounds of 
chemical should be thoroughly-mix- 
ed with 25 pounds of bran, This, ac- 
cording to scientists, is enough to 
treat two acres, 

Enough water should be added to 
make the mixture crumbly. And for 
best results, the bait should be 
Spread around cultivated fields and 
on grasshopper hatching grounds 
like roadsides, stubble ,and weed- 
infested areas.

The big Dutch Constellation alr- 
liner which crashed in India Tues. 
morning came down In a howling 
monsoon. ‘ 

There were 45 on board, includ 
ing 14 top American newspaper and 
radio correspondents. They were all 
killed when the airliner crashed in- 
to a hill near Bombay, 

The mutilated bodies, nine of 
them women, were strewn over the 
hiliside where the four-engined 
transport crashed and disintegrat- 
ed. One wing burst into flames 
when it hit. 

The Constellation was returring 
a party of American and Dutch cor- 
respondents from a tour of Indon- 
esia as guests of the Dutch govern- 
ment, It made four passes at the 
storm bound Bombay Airport, Then 
it wheeled away to destruction on 
a 300-foot slope of the rocky Ghat- 
kopar Hills. 

‘The Royal Dutoh airliner (KLM) 
manager in Bombay says 45 were 
on board, including 14 American 
correspondents and two British 
newsmen.

Toronto July 7 (BUP) It’s reported 
that a cross-country survey shows 
little drop in the sale of houses, The 
Financial Post, a weekly business 
newspaper published in Toronto, 
made the survey.

Glass Gets Hobby Break 


Bottle and Vase Collectors Crash Top 10 List 


New York -(NEA)- During the 
years of war and reconversion, one 
thing America really reconyerted 
was its hobby habits, The first sur- 
vey of hobbies since 1941, just com- 
pleted by the American Hobby Fed- 
eration, shows that, of the top 10 
hobbies, seyen are new to the list. 

Collecting stamps remains num- 
ber one, but the runner-up, collect- 
ing American glassware, is a new- 
comer. Third and fourth «positions 


‘also go to hobbies that just crashed 


the list, woodworking and model- 
making. 

The survey, which took ,one year 
to complete and was made by pol- 
ling over 22,000 American hobby 
clubs, showed that only stamp col- 
lecting, dolls and coins survived 
from the 1941 study. Other new- 
comers are collecting autographs 
and miniatures, and painting and 
needlework. 

Old-established favorites that 
dropped out through the last eight 
years are; collections of books, but- 
tons, arrow-heads and postcards, 
and cooking, model trains and the 
amateur naturalists — butterfly and 
insect collectors. 

Biggest jumps were made by glass 
lovers, who usually specialized in 
things like collecting five-foot-tall 
vases or ruby-colored celery holders 
and the wood-workers, who make 
useful things like toothbrush stands 
and magazine racks, In 1941, the 
glass people ranked 15th and the 
saw-and-hammer boys were down 
in the second 25.

Liquor Commissioner G. A, Welsh 
announced that inspection forces 
will be streamlined. Divisional in- 
spectors will be appointed to handle 
routine matters now overflowing in- 
| to the central headquarters in To- 
ronto. 

And inspectors will be given au- 
thority to crack down on licensed 
premises which do not obey the law. 
The Diyisional Inspectors will also 
keep track of work done by other 
inspectors in their zones, 

Said Welsh—‘We want quick ac- 
tion and we'll cut red tape to get 
it.” 

The Liquor Commissioner also 
said that Municipal Police forces 
will have to do more policing of 
licensed premises. He pointed out 
that 20 per cent. of license fees are 
passed on to the police forces and 
seid that some ofthe municipalities 
aren’t doing their share of the work. 

Premier Leslie Frost intimated 
that if the Municipal Polices Forc- 
es do not do the work for which 
they dre paid, the pay might be 
stopped. 

Welsh satd that the appointment 
of Divisional Inspectors does not 
mean the inspection staff will be 
increased. “He said the present staff 
can handle all the work. 

The Liquor Commissioner said 
that other changes will be announc_ 
ed later-concerning the liquor pol- 
fey.

White says the Soviet attack was 
unprovoked and that the Americans 
were -- in White's word --'Justi- 
fied” in firing back at the Rus- 
sians, 

According to American Officials, 
the American patrol was making its 
way last week along a wooded sec- 
tion between the American and 
Russian zones of Germany.

Suddenly shots were fired from 
the Russian zone.

President Truman today made his 
mid-year report on America’s fin- 
ancial position. 

The president's chief concern is 
the slump in employment and pro- 
duction. But Mr. Truman finds 
comfort in the fact that America’s 
economy is still high, 

He has sorapped his anti - infla- 
tion program of higher taxes in fa- 
vor of running the government in 
the red .... and he proposes a new 
W-P-A ...a nine-billion-dollar pub- 
lic works project to last three years. 


The president calls the economic 
time “a period of transition”, and 
“declining national economy.” 


There’s no indication, says Mr. 
Truman, that a depression is just 
around the corner, But the United 
States must take steps to make sure 
that it isn’t. 


To that end, Mr. Truman urgeg no 

increase in taxes at this time... an 
about face since last January when 
he asked congress to boost taxes 
fourbillion dollars. 


Mr, Truman says this is no time 
to try to balance the budget. Re- 
duction of government spending 
would increase the danger of a de- 
pression, 

Mr. Truman pins on private busi- 
nes as big share of the responsibi- 
lity for stabilizing the national 
economy. His formula --more price 
cuts ... but no cuts in wages. And in 
minimum ‘wage of 75 cents an hour 
instead of the present 40 cents, 


And to help tide the jobless over 
rough times, Mr. Truman proposes 
broadening the Federal State un- 
employment insurance system, with 
benefits ranging up to 30 dollars a 
week for 26 weeks. 

For American farmers, the pre- 
Sident advocates the so-called 
“Brannan” price support plan ..high 
prices for, farmers, lower food prices 
for consumers, with the government. 
absorbing the difference. 


In effect, the president blames 
congress for the present economic 
situation ... pointing out that con- 
gress took no steps to stop in- 
flation, But he makes no mention 
of the wage and price controls he 
wanted last January .... by silence 


now. 

Congress received the report with 
an appeal by the presidentsto the 
nation. Mr. Truman said -- 


“The core of my message to eveny 
American businessman, workers and 
farmer and to everyone responsible 
for, the making, of national policy 
is this; We cannot have prosperity 
by getting adjusted to the idea of a 
depression, We can be prosperous 
only by. planning and working for 
prosperity .... ours is at once a fate- 
ful responsibility and an inspiring 
opportunity to prove “to ourselves 
and to the world that prosperity 
and freedom will endure together”.

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Green Aphids Threaten 
Manitoba Grain Fields 


Green Aphids are threatening to 
destroy crops in 300-thousand acres 
of Manitoba grain fields. 

It's feared that unless a fresh 
supply of a new insecticide can be 
obtained immediately, damage to 
crops is expected tp be extensive. 

Twelve rural municipalities in 
southern Manitoba have been hard- 
est hit by the plant lice. 

Dominion, provincial and private 
chemical companies have been work- 
ing together in an effort to prepare 


a chemical to kill the Aphids. One 
experiment with a newly-compound- 
ed chemical proved effective, but 
@ recent Aphid attack on Ontario 
orchards reportedly exhausted stocks 
of the poison matevial. 

Manitoba agricultural officials 
look upon the situation as “extrem- 
ely serious.’ But it’s believed most 
of the infested areas could be sav- 
ed if chemical supplies are made av. 
ailable within the next ten days. — 
(BUP). 


Should We Have 


Compulsor 


R. J, DEACHMAN 

The people of the Dominion of 
Canada, if I may judge from replies 
to my query, do not want compul- 
sory voting. Frankly they object to 
compulsion in any form. Eyen those 
who give it a passing nod did so 
with regret, they felt there was no 
other way of getting the voters to 
the polls, Here are a few opinions: 
From A Senator 

“JT am a believer in compulsory 
voting, not because I like the idea 
per se but in view of the now al- 
most universal demand for votes 
for every citizen, I feel that the 
other side of the question should be 
taken under review, the right to 
vote should carry some compulsion 
with it.” 5 


From A Toronto Manufacturer 

“I don't like the idea of com- 
pulsory voting any better than com- 
pulsion applied to other things. No 
government would dare pass a law 
making voting compulsory, it might 
bring a protest vote that would | 
kick it out of power.” 


From Two Business Men 

“Much as I dislike the word com- 
pulsion, especially in giving power 
to the state over our personal act- 
ions, I would be in favor of com- 
pulsory voting. The penalty should 
not be In fine but simply the loss of 
hi, vote. There is nothing wrong in 
depriving a voter of a right when 
he refuses to exercise it. 

“The advantages that you point 
out are good but overweighing 
everything else is the encroach- 
ment on freedom. The less com- 
pulsory things we have the better. 
our democracy is a very precious 
thing and while we realize a larger 
vote would be a good thing for de- 
mocracy, yet it smacks too much 
of the ideals of dictators to have it 
made compulsory.” 


An Ontario Farmer -He's Dynamic 
“No, I don't belleye in compul- 
sory voting, There is no law which 
compels a human being to go to 
heaven. He can go to purgatory if 
he wants to. It is that which makes 
heaven what it is - and hell. 

“Demoracy ig a thing of the 
spirit as well as the mind and body, 
The living charcter of democracy 
is as the living character in man, 

“Subject it to compulsion and the 
vital and eternal part of it dies.” 
From a Subtle Humo ist - he lives 
In Toronto 

“It seems to me that as a mem- 
ber of that party to abstain from 
voting, but I can contemplate with 
@ considerable degree of equani- 
mity the abstention of members of 
Parties B, C and D. 

“More seriously I think the ques- 
tion of whether to yote or not to 
vote {s a matter which the law 
should leave alone, since persons 
with different consciences can come 
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ima. 
y Voting: 
to quite different conclusions about 
them .... But if the question of yo- 
ting is a matter of morality it fol- 
lows that it is up to the politicians 
and the party organizers to per- 
suade the yoters to gel out and sup- 
port them, just as it is the duty of 
preachers to persuade their con- 
bregations to lead the good life 
rather than lobby for legislation 
that will make compulsory the ob- 
servance of all the laws to be found 
in Exodus and Deuteronomy.” 


From A Canadian Journalist 

“The cure for apathy in elections 
is not a law to make eyery one vote, 
but a constant effort through the 
schools, the home, the press and 
other media to cultivate an inter- 
est in government, It would be de- 
plorable if a few voters with no in- 
terest at all in affairs, but compel_ 
led to cast a ballot, should blindly 
settle important issues, as in all 
likelihood they do on occasions 
when close issues are fought out 
in countries with compulsory yot- 
ing.” 


Fyom a Retired Business Man 
“Unless Canadians get out and 
vote the very freedom we enjoy will 
he lost to us for generations. If the 
people did get out and vote they 
would han3 a different feeling 
towards politics and politicians but 
I dislike the conception of com- 
pulsion in public life.”

“I do not like to be told I must 
do something but, in this matter, 
it would be preserving freedom by 
making it compulsory for those 
who have the vote to use it.

“The most important asset for 
Canadians in my opinion is a sense 
of personal responsibility. Without 
this I don’t see how Canada can be 
either happy or prosperous. With- 
out that sense of responsibility on 
the part of the individual I do not 
see that his vote is of value to him- 
self or his country.”

In Final 
Stages 


Construction ofthe new Bell Tel- 
ephone dial central office here is 
making good progress, J. E, A. Mac- 
Donald, the company's manager 
said last week according to present 
schedules, Lindsay’s new dial sys- 
tem will be in service next spring. 
The business office, however, is ex- 
pected to be open to the public dur- 
ing the latter part of this year. 

Approximately 3,000 subscribers 
wil change from the familiar 
“number please?” manual operation 
to the dial system at the time of 
the conversion. Initially, sufficient 
dial equipment will be installed to 
service nearly 3,400 subscribers. 

Lindsay’s main telephone diffi- 
culty, at present, Mr. McDonald 
pointed out, with lack of central 
office equipment. Congestion of 
present switchboard facilities will 
be relieved when the new dial cen- 
tral office is inaugurated and all 36 
waiting applicants for whom wires 
and cables are available will receive 
service at that time. 

Crowded conditions at the Lindsay 
exchange were brought about by the 
heavy increase in demand for tele- 
phone service during recent years. 
In-1938, only 17 operators were need- 
ed here to handle a daily average 
of 8,000 local calls and approximately 
250 long distance calls. Today there 
are 44 operators on the staff handl- 
ing a daily average of 18,000 local 
and 1,000 out-of-town calls. 

The exchange building tiow being 
constructed at the corner of Will- 
{am and Bond streets will consist 
of two storeys and basement. A 
business office of modern design 
will be housed on the ground floor, 
Upon completion of the exterior 
construction, technicians from the 
Northern Electric Company will 
proceed with the installation of the 
intricate dial switching apparatus 
‘and long distance switchboards while 
work will begin on the plant depart- 
ment offices and operators’ quarters, 

Mr, MacDonald announced that 
installation of dial-equipped tele- 
phones in subscribers homes and 
offices will begin In the late autumn. 
Instructions on the use of the dial 
telephone will be forwarded to all 
telephone users in due time before 
the conversion next spring. A 
new directory will also be issued at 
the time of the conversion when all 


telephone numbers will be changed.

one-half million dollars. And of 
this nearly 268-and-one-ha)f mill- 
jon dollars went to the West Indies, 
In quoting the figures officials 
were emphasizing how much trade 
Canada can expect to lose tempor- 
arily as a result of the British mar- 
ket request to all colonial govern- 
ments, The British government has 
asked all colonial administrations 
to temporarily suspend imports re- 
quiring payments in dollars. 
Sources In the Trade and Com- 
merce Department doubt if Britain 
can impose a permanent ban on dol- 
lar purchases by its colonies. Can- 
ada and other dollar countries sup- 
ply Eriisia with some goods whicli 
she could not get elsewhere, (BUP)

A quick glance at the interlacing pattern of cords being handled 
by a number of Lindsay’s operators pictured above, will indicate 
that the girls are kept pretty busy connecting the city’s local 
and long distance calls. Since 1939, the number of local calls 
put through the exchange has jumped from a daily average of 
8,000 to more than 18,000. Long distance calls have likewise in- 
creased to 1,000 calls daily as compared with 240 ten years ago. 
The scene will change next spring, however, when the dial system 
comes to Lindsay and local calls will be connected by the dial 
equipment at the new exchange. Operators will still be required 
for long distance, information and assistance calls, however.

Hungary's Court of Appeals has 
refused to free Joseph Cardinal 
Mindszénty (Min’-sen-tee). 

The Catholic prélate had been 
sentenced to life imprisonment on 
charges of treason and black. mar- 
keting. Six other pérsons stood trial 
with him. 

Hungary's high court upheld the 
Cardinal's sentence and that of 
three of his co-defendants. Three 
other defendants had their sen- 
tences reduced. 

In a sense, the court’s yerdict was 
a victory for the Cardinal, On ap- 
peal, the prosecution had asked 
fhat the appeals court increase 
Mindszenty’s sentence to the death 
penalty, (BUP)

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Malmedy Massacre Scene Now a Shrine 


‘THR POST” LINDSAY, ONTARIO 


Nearby St. Vith, Flattened in Bulge Battle, Busily Rebuilds Entire Town

Maimedy, Belgium —(NEA)—Up 
the road from Ligneuville trudged a 
schoolmistress and two dozen pri- 
mary grade children, chattering, 
laughing, hopping and skipping, 

And then they reached a field by 
& crossroads, and suddenly they 
Were serious as they scuffed their 
shoes along a pathway leading to a 
small, open front building with a 
long wall curving away from it. 

A straggler was hauled out of the 
boggy field and then the. teacher 
&ravely explained that it was here, 
on Dec. 17, 1944, during the first 
hours of the Battle of the Bulge, 
that 137 American soldiers died 
under flaming machine guns from a 
German panzer battalion in the in- 
famous Malmedy massacre. 

Malmedy, to American newspaper 
-Teaders in recent months, has come 

to mean a controversy over Amert- 
can military justice. Army officers 
are accused of obtaining confessions 
from the condsmned SS panzer 
Grenadiers by torture and deception. 

But in the soft light of a Belg- 
jan afternoon, Malmedy means onl7 
the sacrifice. The courtroom argu- 
ments are far away. The Belgians 
have erected a simple little shrine 
of wood and stone here. Against 
the back wall there is a crucifix, 
carved from wood after the manner 
of the untaught Ardennes crafts- 
men, and smeared with red on the 
hands and feet to indicate the 
blood. It 4s crudely carved, but ef- 
fective. 

One little boy cried out in amuse- 
ment at the unorthodox Christus 
but was quickly shushed by an eld- 
er. 

Cemented into the six-foot stone 
wall are insets of slate, each bearing 
the name of a victim of the Mal- 
medy massacre .., Collier. . oo 
Goates .. Burney . . Cohen. . Dun- 
bar. It !s a very long wall. 

Down in the village, Don Oray- 
ens of the Nashville Tennessean is

) -k building beside the railroad 
tracks. Here the frozen bodies of the 
Massaored were brought from the 
field when our troops had recap- 
tured it.

Elsewhere in a 300-mile tour of 
the Bulge area, Belgians, French 
and Luxemburgoise are! working in- 
dustriously to rebuild, The most 
astonishing job has been done by 
St. Vith, a little crossroads town 
which was literally levelled when 
the American 7th Armored Division 
made it the hinge on which Von 
Rundstedt's armor broke and flow- 
ed westward. 

Not one building had been left 
standing in St. Vith, Rubble-filled 
streets were even with the house- 
tops. Today, the main street is a 
beehive of construction. New homes 
are being built on the side streets 
A small stone church replaces the 
once beautiful antique ruin 300 
yards away. 

The two massive churchbells have 
been suspended In a wooden cradle 
beside the church, Thy still: bear 
the still bear the inscription, “St. 
Vith,” which was painted on them 
when they were hauled off to con- 
cealment from the Nazis, who might 
have melted them down for brass. 
One Is a relic of 1386, the other of 
1918. 

There’s a shrill clamor of child- 
ren’s voices as school lets out. Down 
the main street come a procession 
of youngsters, the makings of a new 
St. Vith to live and work in the

DIDN'T exactly give him a

Tries To 


Keep Nation Prosperous 


(British United Press) 

President Truman Monday drop- 
ped his demands for higher taxes 
in the United States . . .and he con_ 
ceded that the government will have 
to operate for a while with red ink. 

But the President assured the A- 
merican nation that it could have 
continued prosperity ... if every- 
one pitches in and does his job, 

Mr. Truman discussed the state of 
America’s finances in his mid-year 
economic report to Congress. 

He called the economic times “a 
period of transition” from the post- 
war boom to a more normal rate of 
production. There’s no depression 
immediately ahead, said the Pres- 
(dent, but everyone has to work 
to see that it doesn’t come eventu- 
ally. 

Specifically, the President urged 
no increase in taxes. He urged in- 
stead a nine-billion-dollar public 
works program to last three years 
which would cushion unemployment. 

He said this is no time to try to 
balance the budget. He called on 
American business to keep cutting 
prices . . . but to keep wages high. 
He renewed his demands for a min- 
imum wage of 75 cents an hour in- 
stead of the present 40 cents. He 
asked for increased unemployment 
compensations, 

And he called for approval of the 
so-called Brannan Farm Program 

. high prices for American farm- 
ers, low prices for consumers with 


*|the government, footing the differ- 


ence. 

The President's recommendations 
are a complete reversal of the posi- 
tion he held last January ... the 
position that the United States was 
headed for inflation. 

In January he wanted to raise 
taxes four-billion dollars. Now... . 


No increase at this tlme. In Janu- 
ary, Mr. Truman wanted a balanced 
budget. Now he says it's better to 
work in the red. In January he 
asked for price and wage control 
powers.

nited States marks a historic climax in the history of the nation’s 
hrough which the U. S. grew from a tiny nation 


trying not to concern itself with the Old World’s troubles to its present position of world power and leader- 
ship in the battle of the dexocracies against communism’s aggression. 


America’s traditional “no-cntan- 
gling-alliances” was originally 
established by George Washing- 
ton in his famed Farewell Ad- 
dress in 1766. He warned, in re- 
lation to foreign nations, “to 
have with them as little political 
connection as possible.” 


Japan’s attack on Pearl Harbor 
in 1941 taught America that 
ocean isolation from Europe and 
Asia did not make her invyul- 
nerable. We declared war against 
the Axis powers and soon had 
GI's figh¢ing in the greatest war 
in history 


Real history of American foreign 
policy began with enunciation of 
the Monroe Doctrine in 1823.. For 
the first time the U. S. assumed 
an obligation outside its conti. 
nental limits. Doctrine extended 
U. S. protection to the whole 
Western Hemisphere. 


Since the end of World War HU, 
the U.S. has taken major steps 
toward greater participation in 
world affairs.. First of these was 
entry into the United Nations, 
which the Senate okayed in De- 
cember, 1945, reversing a posi- 
tion after World War I 


America had “little political con- 
nection” with Europe until World 
War I. Germany’s ruthless dec- 
Jaration of unrestricted warfare 
brought us into the war on April

Q. How can I relieve the pain of 
mosquito bites?

New Lamps 

Table lamps designed for modern 
living rooms have been taking up 
a More and more important place 
in the decorating scheme in recent 
years, F 

First abstract designs in the bases 
caught attention, Then there were 
new materials for the shades that 
repeated the design in the living 
room drapes or in the wallpaper. 

And along with this the size has 
been increasing until the modern 
table lamp can almost fill the 
functions of a floor lamp. 

Now, in the showrooms of one 
New York lamp Designing Com- 
pany, all these things have been 
combined with a new low price to 
catch even more attention. 

Most of the lamps shown by de- 
signer Lee Rosen measure around 
40 inches in height. They are made 
with cermic bases in styles that 
usually show up in only a decorat- 
or's show room. But they're made 
to sell for under 20 dollars. 

A year ago, Miss Rosen said some 
lamps sold for fifty dollars. The 
molded and textured bases had to 
be made largely by hand, so each 
lamp was essentially a custom built 
piece. 

Now the art of cermatics has 
been prefected until the same 
lamps are turned out in assembly- 
line numbers. Some of the worl: still 
has to be done by hand, but each 
lamp {g given it’s unusual textured 
effect by special firing process 
in the kiln, 

One of the new low-priced cer- 
matic lamps has an all-over tex- 
tured pattern shading from light 
beige to deep brown and {finally 
to black. The lamp shade can be 
elther fiber glass, parchment or 
straw. It’s one of the modern lamp 
group that’s been designed to fit in 
withperiod furniture as well as 
modern, 

At the other extreme {s a sophis- 
ticated modern design called “pri- 
mitive mask.” The base {s molded 
to suggest one of the old theater 
masks, and it’s finished in an anti- 
que green blaze. The lamp shade 
picks up the green against a dark 
background in a surrealistic design 
-It's one of the shades that has 
been taken from modern wallpaper 
designs. 

In most cases, even though the 
design is extreme in the modern 
ceramic Jamps, the colors are mut- 
ed, Very few bright shades are 
used. And the accent is one greys, 
browns, tans and black. 

On exception is a rectangular 
ceramic base shading from a light 
blue to a dark navy. The shade is 
the same rectangular shape, done 
in an irregular design of white 
circles on a blue background. 
Even when these modern lamps 
reach the 40-inch height, Miss 
Rosen claims they don’t require 
heavy furniture or an extremely

one of the tallest table lamps with 
a sculptured cermatic base and a 
deep round straw shade on 
a delicate low end table. The lamps 
actually take up very little table 
space, since the general lines are 
tall and slim. 

Along with the ceramic bases 
the designers are using imported 
woods in abstract designs for lamp 
bases. One designer claims she can 
put a fairly conservative shade on 
one of these unusual lamps and 
it will fit into any room. 

But one new lamp that’s defini- 
tely for the modern living room is 
designed in a right angle. The base 
is made of pickled walnut-built in 
a right angle so it fits the corner 
of a table. It’s made either with 
a right angle fiberglass shade or 
with two cylindrical shades/ one 
at each end of the right angle. 

Another strictly modern wood- 
based lamp is made of lacquered 
maple pickled oak, nylon string, 
brass and spun glass. The design 
supposedly represents a schooner 
with the nylon string for the rig- 
ging. 

The modern lamp designers ad- 
mit they're interested in making 
their product a dominent decorat- 
ing factor in a room, And a visit 
to their showrooms is convincing 
proof, The fact that the abstract 
sculptured bases and the tall shades 
with the three-dimensional design 
concel a light bulb seems purely an 
afterthought.

The next best thing would be for 
someone to think up a way to make 
it fun to get slim. 

And that's exactly what Betty 
Dean has in mind in her new re- 
ducing resort. Miss Dean has been 
taking off excess inches for some 
of America's most famous figures 
for year. But her reducing salons 
were in New York City — and they 
were strictly for women. 

It's not that the gyms and steam 
rooms and massage weren'} as com- 
fortable and attractive as possible. 
But Miss Dean says that after 12 
years of watching women grimly 
work off extra pounds, she became 
convinced there should be a happier 
way. 

Her solution {s a fancy country 
club resort in Katonah, New York. 
She leaves any mention of diet or 
reducing out of the name—Idlewood 
County Club. And she's carefully 
removed any trace of the milk farm 
atmosphere. 

Her guests usually include about 
an equal number of men and wom- 
en. Sometimes a husband and wife 
arrive together to spend their two- 
weeks vacation getting back their 
slim walistlines. Or sometimes a hus- 
band just comes along to give mor- 
al support to his wife. Miss Dean 
has a separate room for dieters so 
they don't have to watch the trays 
of French pastry going by. 

There's a cocktail lounge and an 
orchestra for dancing in the even- 
ing. Only the reducing guests stick 
to buttermilk or fruit juice instead 
of cocktails.

Miss Dean says there's a double 


advantage to doing your reducing 
along with the men. In the first 
place, the exercises take on a more 
social aspect. Both men and wom- 
en show up barefooted on the land- 
scaped yard every morning and start 
bending to the instructor's count. 
Ther're supposed to exercise between 
eight-thirty and. nine-thirty, and 
then eat breakfast. 


The second advantage to having 
men around is the conversation. 
Miss Dean says that a bunch of 
dieting women. will sit. around and 
talk about recipes and get hungry. 
The men talk about their jobs or 
about world affairs — and the lad- 
ies join thelr conversations. 


Both men and women get the 
same food at the diet tables, Break- 
fast usually starts off with a com- 
bination of prun juice and hot wat- 
er. Miss Dean uses equal amounts 
of the two for the morning juice. 

Then she gives her guests dry 
cereal with skimmed milk, a poach- 
ed egg or cottage cheese and cof- 
fee. Some mornings they get muf- 
fins—but minus any butter or jelly. 

She believes a man or woman can 
take off as much as flve pounds a 
week safely when it’s done in a re- 
sort where they’re carefully super- 
yised and not doing any heavy work. 
But for the person who goes on a 
diet and keeps up his regular work 
—She advises not losing more than 
two pounds a week. She favors mild 
exercise plus massage while the re- 
ducing is going on. And she rarely 
sees the need for doing more than 
cutting out obviously fattening 
things in the meals. The starvation 
diet is far worse than no diet at all 
in her mind. 

As she puts it, “The American 
Women can become too diet consci- 
ous. They'll do anything to lose ten 
pounds in a hurry so they'll fit Into 
a certain dress.” 

She believes men are usually more 
sensible about their dieting than 
women, And sad as it may seem, 
the men also are better sports about 
it. 

Miss Dean says the men at her 
resort eat what's set before them at 
the diet table without complaining. 

If anybody asks for second help- 
ings, it's usually the women, 

And the men, she says, don't 
cheat. When one of the women 
guests says she’s going to take a 
walk to the village and wants to go 
by herself, Miss Dean usually asks 
to go along. 

In her own words, “If you don't 
go along, the woman will end up 
with an ice cream soda or a choc- 
olate bar.”

PICKLED CHERRIES

The Bees Have Been Making Honey 
Sinoe Away Back When... And Man 
Is No Greenhorn At Working Them 

At this season of the year when those of us who 
are fond of honey are just waiting for the new crop 
to come in, it may be interesting to many to learn 
something about the ancient art of beekeeping. Ac- 
cording to “Farm News” beekeeping is a science 

* which has been developing since long before the time 
of Christ. It is known, this authority states to have 
been a flourishing industry in Egypt in 4,000 B.C. and 
probably much earlier. 

This very interesting account of the history of 
beekeeping suggests that: 

“In very early times bees apparently lived in the 
natural state, building their nests in hollow trees or 
other suitable cavities. In warm climates such as 
India, the nests would be found hanging from the 
branches of trees. Wherever the nests might be they 
were hunted for and robbed of the honey and wax 
because in ancient times these commodities were 
highly prized.” 3 

“qt would be interesting to know how man first 
conceived the idea of keeping bees in hives rather 
than hunting them in the forests, but once developed 
the practice probably spread rapidly. No doubt the 
first hives were hollow sections of trees in which 
swarms of bees had established themselves. The hives 
used by the ancient Egyptians were hollow tubes made 
of clay and since that time bees have been housed in 
almost every conceivable thing that could hold them. 
Virgil spoke of hives made of wands and a similar 
hive or skep made of straw is still in use in European 
countries.” 

“The first instructions on the care and manage- 
ment of bees were given by Plato, Aristotle, Virgil and 
others living just prior to the Christian era, These in- 
structions were copied and handed down, with little or 
nothing changed, until about the seventeenth century, 
when Swammerdam, a Dutch scientist devoted part of 
his life to the study of bee behaviour. During the 
latter part of the eighteenth century Francois Huber, 
a blind Swiss naturalist, with the help of his servant, 
Francois Burnens, Jaid bare most of the secrets of the 
hive.” 

“But it was the work of the Rey. L. L. Langstroth 
of Philadelphia who invented the first top opening, 
moyable frame hive, who enabled the beekeeper to 
study his bees and control their activities at will. It 
was his invention that marked the beginning of mod- 
ern apiculture.” 


PARKING METERS 
SHIFTING THE CONGESTION 

When parking meters were first mooted for Lind- 
Say, it was contended that they would alleviate traffic 
congestion on the main street by doing away with 
double parking, Toa great extent this appears to be 
true, but what is equally true is the fact that the 
congestion is being shifted to other streets. 

Residents on Russell and Peel Streets, as well 
as those on other streets immediately north and south 
of the restricted area, are finding that their normally 
quiet streets have become busy lanes of traffic. This 


is especially true during rush periods and on heavy 
shopping days which come frequently now that the 


tourist season is with us. On: Saturday last, for ex- 
ample, Russell street east of William was badly con- 
gested—-vehicles parked along both sides of the street, 
making it impossible for east and west bound traffic 
to move normally, 

Quite apart from the menace this presents to 
pedestrian safety, particularly children living along 
these streets who frequently dash out into the road- 
way to retrieve a ball, the traffic congestion is almost 
certain to be resented by residents. And they have 
some grounds for being incensed, especially since the 
Town installed the meters and has turned down an 
opportunity to provide adequate parking space for 
visitors to Lindsay who do not see fit to use the park- 
ing meters. 

It is quite possible that the proffered lot is still 
available and by putting it into use and banning 
double parking along the streets which are now being 
congested by the meters, much of the trouble may still 
be overcome.

Tf an accident occurs at any time it is aways wise 
to study the circumstances surrounding it with a view 
to doing something to prevent a recurrence. This 
would seem to be true of the near-drowning which oc- 
curred in Lindsay Wednesday. 

It has always seemed to us that the much-fre- 
quented riverbanks in the neighborhood of the Lindsay 
street bridge lacked adequate protection for young- 
sters playing in the vicinity. The water at this point 
is very deep and there is absolutely no chance of a 
child being able to save himself in he falls in because 
their is nothing but sheer cement wall to grasp at. How- 
ever, since we are concerned with forethought and 
not afterthought, it would appear a suitable railing 
along the river banks at this point is needed to afford 
protection to toddlers who happen to stray, unattended, 
into the vicinity. It could be so constructed as not 
to interfere with boat travel and openings for land- 
ing or boarding could be arranged satisfactorily. 

Failing this the area should be placed out of bounds 
to children and perhaps an arrangement could be 
worked out with the lockmaster to police the area. 
The next accident may not have such a happy out- 
come as did Wednesday's. 
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trees which the authorities don’t want destroyed. Not 
many of us are fully aware of the great economic asset 
these forests represent, nor do we realize how handi- 
capped we would be if they were ruthlessly depleted, 

Referring to the expansive forest lands in Ontario 
north at Toronto on Friday, Lands and Worests Minis- 
ter Harold Scott had the following to say which gives 
some insight into their intrinsic value. . 

“This forest is dedicated, with its resources, . to 
multiple use - that is, the use of the forest, water and 
soil for the purposes for which they are best fitted. 
At present more than one hundred million acres are 
under the protection and supervision of the Depart- 
ment. They constitute two thirds of the land area 

of the whole Province, stretching from Manitoba in 

the west to Quebec in the east and from Muskoka to 
Hudson’s Bay. From this area a wide variety of wood 
products bring hundreds of millions of dollars into 
this country. They flow through many channels into 
the pockets of Ontario workmen, who today are pro- 
ducing a large percentage of the total world supply 
of industrial wood products. 

“This, however, is only part of the value of the 
forest to Ontario. The hydro-electric system depends 
upon preservation of forests for its, water supply. The 
tourist industry is dependent upon game and fish which 
require good forest cover, protection of soil from ero- 
sion and other important economic factors require 
adequate forest protection. 

Mr. Scott made this statement in announcing a 
forest inventory which the government now plans to 
make under the “Forest Management Act’ which is 
designed to protect our rich timberlands. 


CRYING BEFORE WE’RE HURT 


It is always interesting to note the reaction of 
people to various reports on crop conditions through- 
out the Dominion from spring through to early harvest. 
Inyariably each year produces its quota of prophets 
of crop doom.. Too little rain, too much heat, etc., 
are interpreted to mean that tragedy is stalking the 
larders of the nation. People begin to worry about a 
shortage of this or a shortage of that and forget all 
about the things which aren’t going to be short. They 
talk about strawberries and raspberries as though 
they were the only fruits on earth when they are a 
poor crop, forgetting that the very climatic condi- 
tions which make for poor yields in these fruits may 
produce bumper crops in others. 

This trait of human nature is exploited for all it 
is worth by the grower. Realizing that the psychology 
of shortage talk is bound to boost sales, they are not 
reluctant to play it up for all it is worth. It has been 
noted on some occasions that cries of shortage! 
shortage! have gone up prematurely only to backfire 
when things turned out alright after all. 

The public is learning to be cagey about these 
shortage cries and are not being stampeded into pay- 
ing big prices for scarce fruit when some other 
varieties, cheaper and in better supply, will serve just 
as well. They are learning that while there may be 
a shortage of some varieties there is always plenty of 
fruit.

NO DEPRESSION IN SIGHT 
The great depression which began with the Wall 
Street crash of 1929 left its mark upon the mind of 
everyone— old enough to remember it, unfortunately 
_ it seems also to have created a belief in some minds 
that another, and worse, depression is always just 
around the corner. Of late there has been some talk 
of depression because employment in many places _ 
has dropped from the high level which it reached dur- 
ing the war and the three or four years which followed 
it. We must realize that those times were not normal 
and do not afford a true standard for the measure- 
ment of employment in ordinary times of peace. Hven 
a comparison with employment in 1938 is unsatisfac- 
tory. We must judge employment and prosperity by 
many things, and we must not allow ourselves to be 
cast down by temporary and local declines in employ- 
ment.

In the U.S.A. there are approximately 60,000,000 
employed people at present, and although this repre- 
sents a decline of over 3,000,000 from last year's 
figure it is nevertheless a remarkable fact. In Canada 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports an employ- 
ment index of 188.6 on May 1 of this year, as compared 
with 186.5 a year ago; this is an increase of one per 
cent only, but it is an increase,, and a cause for con- 
gratulation. Some levelling off in business must be 
expected, and the process has begun. But to mistake 
it for depression is to jump into an unwarranted con- 
clusion.—Peterborough Examiner

Pope: 

The first real struggle with Com- 
munism in Japan is at hand. 

It's being caused by the threaten- 
ed firing of 200-thousand Japanese 
Government Employees, including 
many railway workers, and by a 
sharp pruning of staffs in all Jap- 
anese industry, 

The surplus workers are being 
fired at the direct order of Gen- 
eral MacArthur's experts. 

The idea is to bring the Jap- 
anese budget into some kind of 
balance, end inflation and wipe out 
the black market. 

It's also intended to force Jap- 
anese industries to adopt more mo- 
dern and efficient methods and to 
abandon traditional semi-feudal 
methods. To accomplish this, the 
Japanese government is being com- 
pelled by the occupation authorit- 
jes to drop subsidies on imports of 
coal, jute, iron, kraft paper pulp, 
and asbestos. Subsidies are to be 
cut on imports of copper and soda 
ash. These import subsidies enab- 
led Japanese manufacturers to sell 
goods cheaply and still maintain 
large numbers of extra employees. 

With the subsidies withdrawn, 


to get rid of extra workers that in- 
flate the costs. The Japanese busi- 
mess men, for the most part, are 
fighting against the reduction of 
the working forces, and arguing for 
letting the prices go up and stay up 
when the subsidies come off. But 
General MacArthur's staff is in- 
sisting on the reductions in person- 
nel and getting the prices back 
down so Japanese exports will rise, 

Naturally, this fs a situation made 
to order for the Communists and 
Russian General Dereyyanko, the 
Soviet member of the allied council 
in Tokyo, has moved in fast to take 
advantage of it. The Russians and 
the Japanese Communists are shout- 
ing that the Americans are foster- 
ing slavery for Japanese workers 
and encouraging the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to use police terror to en- 
force the deflation.

The Body Regulates The Weight In 
Most Cases 

When man was created he was 
meant to eat enough food to sup- 
ply his muscles with energy. Man 
is covered with muscles from head | 
to foot and these muscles were 
meant to work, Because to-day so 
much is done for man by electri- 
eity and labor saving machinery he 
does not use his muscles very 
much and does not need as much 
food as if he were working or ex- 
ercising. 

If he were to work, eat, and rest 
a; Nature intended that he should 
he would .maintain his normal 
Weight. Even when he eats more 
food than he needs the weight re- 
gulation processes of the body fs 
so efficient that many men and 
women eat more than they should 


However as the average per- 
son approaches middle age-does less 
physical work or plays less vigor- 
ous games yet retains his appetite, 
eating more than he needs,- ap- 
parently the glands in the body be- 
come slightly less active, particu- 
larly the thyroid gland in the neck, 
and as the body processes work 
less rapidly, slowly but surely fat 
accumulates In and on the body. If 
littel more food than is needed is 
eaten regularly every day with no 
extra work done to use up this 
extra food, the deposit of fat gets 
under way. If thi, extra food is 
Mostly starch, and too much li_ 
quid is also taken, fat accumulates | 
more rapidly. 

While most of us do not drink | 
enough water or other liquids, the | 
individual who puts on excess fat 
drinks too much water because he 
thinks it has no food or fuel value 
and flushes his kidneys and intes- 
tines. Unfortunately fat tissue ab- 
sorbs and holds water like a sponge 
-every pound of fat being able to 
hold three pounds of water. A 
heavy-weight wrestler taking off 
10 to 12 pounds in a bout has that | 
10 or 12 pounds back the next night 
~{f 1s not fat that fs removed in the 
bout, just water. If one pound of | 
fat {s removed, four pounds of 
weight is removed. The wrestler 
must drink lots of water as he 
may wrestie several times a week. |

of meat, mostly lean, but cut down |

Scabies -' The Itch 

While we do not read or hear 
much about it, scabies (the itch) is | 
ful daily care by the patient if cure 
is to be obtained within reasonable | 
time. It is caused by a tiny organ- 
ism, th2 itch mite, which burrows 
into the skin and lays its eggs. 
These eggs hatch and the tiny mites 
come out on the surface of the skin 
and live on scales and crusts until 
they are full developed. These 
mites can be transmitter to oth- 
ers from clothing, beds, and per- 
sonal contact. 

The first symptom i. itching in 
spot on the skin where the itch mite 
started its burrowing, later the 
itching occurs where there is 
Warmth and moisture -under arms, 
under breasts, in groin, buttocks, 
ankles, feet, toes, fingers. The little 
burrow is about one-eighth to one 
half of an inch long. 


For many years sulphur has been

soap from shoulder blades down 
over the whole of the rest of the 
body especially under finger nails 
and toes and in all the “creases” of 
the body. Sulphur ointment is then 
applied over -entire body except 
head and neck.

In the “American Practitioner,” 
Philadelphia Dr. H. B. Sprague 
states that there are a number of 
conditions such as digestion of 
foods, disturbance of movements of 
the intestinees, liver, and stomach 
due to emotional upsetments, that, 
if not carefully investigated, may 
be mistaken for attacks of coronary 
thrombosis and the pain diagnosed 
as angina pectoris which is always 
present .in acute heart attacks. As 
conditions mistaken for angina pec- 
toris, he mentions:_ 1. herpes zost- 
er, shingles, with pain occurring 
several months before the skin 
eruption appears; 2. cardiospasm, 
spasm of the tube (oesophagus) 
carrying food to stomach; 3. ‘ul- 
cer of the oesophagus; and-4. aar- 
dias or heart neurosis when the

In addition to these four com- 
mon conditions that may be mis- 
taken “for coronary thrombosis, Dr. 
Spraue quotes the report of an out- 
standing heart specialist. He named 
twenty-elght conditions that had 
been listed as coronary attacks and 
referred to héart speclallsts.

Feeling Weak When Getting Up in 
The Morning 

.In many large factories and stor- 
es when any one faints .the em- 
ployees are taught to lay the pa- 
tient on his back with feet up on a 
chair; this brings the blood back 
to the head and the individual re- 
gains consciousness. It is usually 
considered safe then to lie down 
wheneyer a feeling of weakness or 
faintness occurs, 

Some men and women tell you 
that whien they first get out of bed 
they feel week and have to lie down 
again for a few minutes. That this 
ds caused by low pressure when the 
individual is standing is stated by 
Drs. Anton S. Yuslis and George 
C. Griffith University of Southern 
California, in “Oalitornia Medicine”. 
Due to the fast that it occurs when 
Standing, it is called orthostatic 
hypotension (low pressure), 

Orthostatic low blood pressure 
should be Suspected if exhaustion 
is felt in the morning and becomes 
less during the day, if faintness or 
dim vision is produced by standing 
but passes away when lying down 
but may fall very low when stand- 
ing. The perspiration {s scanty 
throwing extra work on the kidneys 
and bladder with symptoms of olf- 
furia (insufficient urine). 

In these cases of orthostatic hy- 
potension (low blood pressure) 
when you assume the erect position 
after lying down it has been found 
that the tracings of the heart act- 
jon are not normal and there is loss 
6f rhythm in the sounds of the 
heart. As stated above all the symp- 
toms mentioned -fainting , weak- 
ness, exhaustion, heart sounds -all 
disappear if the individual les 
down, 

. What is the cause of these symp- 
toms brought on by low blood pres- 
Sure when individual is standing? 
These symptoms are caused by a 
lack of tone in the walls of the veins 
which, {f in ‘normal condition, 
would drive the blood up from the 
legs to the heart. Back of this lack 
of tone is the muscular pump which 
should be able to push the blood 
down to the feet with enough pow- 
er to bring the blood back Again, 

While the symptoms will pass 
away if the individual les down he 
should consult his physician about 
strengthening the heart by proper- 
ly directed exercise or by drugs if 
necessary. Dr. Yuskis and Griffith 
recommend the use of paredrine 
hydrobromide before arising.

They've 
been keeping cool in India for cen- 
turies long before anyone ever 
thought of electric refrigerators or 
air conditioning. 

If the hot weather's getting you 
down, you might try some of these 
home made remedies, straight from 
the land where only mad dogs and 
Englishmen ever brave the noon- 
day sun 

The treatment we're going to give 
you know is one okayed by ‘all the 
doctors of an ancient Hindu medi- 
cal system known as Ayurdeva (Aye’ 
-yoor-dey-vuh), All you haye to do 
to get this interior air conditioning 
plan in operation is stock the; ice- 
box with buttermilk, lemons, al- 
monds and green mangoes. 

Sam, down at the corner grocery, 
will probably haye to have the man- 
goes flown here from some corner 
of the world and they'll cost Uke 
sixty but you want to keep cool, 
don't you? 

Okay, on with the program. You 
start the day with a buttermilk 
drink called “Lassi,” It’s the most 
popular drink in aM India during 
the hot months, which means pra- 
ctically all the time. It’s made by 
whipping buttermilk, salt and cold 
water Into a white froth. The result 
Jooks like a milk shake and tastes 
like cottage cheese. 

Hot shot Hindu medics say it's 
good for you because it “cools the 
blood” and “prepared the system” 
for what happens next. ‘ 

Before lunch, you drink a pre- 
paration of lemon juice, water and 
sugar. You may recall this faintly 
old-fashioned American drink called 
lemonade, But it was popular in 
India before Americans knew any- 
thing about lemons. As a matter of 
fact, the believers in Ayurveda say 
lemonade is a popular drink the 
world over and it's no accident that 
it’s so well loved. There's something 
mighty cooling ag well as chilling in 
a lemon, they say. 

Then you eat a very light lunch 
and coast along till mid-afternoon, 
when you down a tall glass of cloudy 
looking stuff called a Delhi cold 
shoulder. Here's the concoction cal- 
ling for almonds, which are soaked 
and peeled the night before they're 
used and then crushed into a soft 
paste, About half a cup will do. You 
put the mashed almond paste in 
the glass, add a little sugar and fill 
the glass with water. 


Down the hatch and, in half an 
hour, you fee) refreshed and invig- 
orated for the next thing on the 
afternoon schedule. You lie down 
and do nothing. Now, that isn’t hard 
is It? 

Around dinnertime, you get up, 
take all the work you didn’t do and 
put it in the tomorrow morning 
basket. Then you eat a light meal 
and, around bedtime, we get to the 
mangoes, 


Just before you drop on the sheets 
you have a mango shake. This is 
not a nervous disease, 

It's a drink made with green man- 
goes, which somebody else has bak- 
ed in the oven until the insides are 
dry and flaky, You crush and pow- 
der this dry mango meat, mix it 
with a bit of sugar and pinch of 
salt and stir’--about half and half - 
Into a glass of cold water. 

Tf you're still hot, the citizens of 
India’ have one more idea, They 
hang mats of grass before doors 
and windows of thelr houses and 
soak these mats with water, Hot 
air passing through them {8 cooled 
several degrees and you haye a 
sort of natural air conditioning Sys- 
tem going for you. 

All this {s no fairy story. The Am- 
erican Ambassador to India has had 
the embassy draped with grass mats 
this summer and says he'll definit- 
ely do hte same thing when he gets 
back to torrid summer, temperatures

There are no accurate means of 
determining how much Billington 
has been able to do about changing 
Akron's moral standards.

A violent foe of the Community 
Chest operations, Dr. Billington un- 
wittingly made himself the Akron 
chest’s biggest contributor in 1948 
when he asked “all the Temple's 
members and followers to give their 
money to the Temple instead of the 
Chest,” 

How much extra the Temple got 
is uncertain but the Chest contribu- 
tions promptly skyrocketed, giving 
much satisfaction to Dr. Billington's 
numerous local detractors.

The Department predicts Ont- 
ario growers will be able. to turn 
out an increased apple, peach and 
pear crop this year. 

Despite thé drought, the apple 
trop in Ontario is expected to be 
37 percent higher than it was last 
year. Pears are expected to be up 
by 47 perdent and peaches; 20 per- 
cent. 

But there's one sour note, The 
department’s analysts say that ber- 
ries, plums and cherries aré expec- 
ted to be in short supply.

Occasionally, how- 
ever, in a milk kept for household 
consumption for ‘putrefactive” bac- 
teria (of which there aré many typ- 
es) get the upper hand and the 
milk “goes bad” instead of souring 
This usually occurs jn a milk which 
has’ been pasteurized, or in a raw 
milk which has been very carefully 
produced. It 1s due to the destruc- 
tion of the lactic acid types, and. the 
survival of a small number of 
putrefactine? types which — usually 
after a period of keeping longer than 
usual—decompose some of the casé- 
in to give objectionable favours. =

HOW WEEDS WINTER OVER: 

It is well that a farmer should 
know the different kinds of weeds in 
order to be able to combat them. 
When growth is checked in the fall 
of the year, the interesting question 
arises. as to what becomes of the 
various weeds at that time. What 
provision is made for the survival 
and renewal the following year? 
This should be known so that suit- 
able opportunity may be taken to 
attack and exterminate them, says 
Geo, A, EMliott, Seed Laboratory Ser- 
vices, Dominion Department of “Ag- 
riculture, Ottawa, 

Weeds aré commonly classified as. 
as annuals biennials and perennials. 
Annual weeds are those. that germ- 
inate im spring or early summer, 
grow amd reproduce before winter, 
dying naturally or when caught by 
autumn frosts, and leaving its pro- 
geny tucked away within seed coats, 
capable of withstanding winder's 
adversitiés. For the annual, there- 
fore, it is the seed that holds the 
strategic position, and its importance 
is well attested by the abundance 
of its seeds as compared with other 
weeds. For most annuals, any prac- 
tice which will hasten spring géerm- 
ination is all to the good. Most an- 
nuals are thus started before any 
crop Is in the way of their destrue- 
tion. Winter annuals are able to 
Survive the winter as seedlings. 
They are soon too sturdy to be eas- 
ily uprooted and some are in bloom 
by the time other vegetation is star- 
ting. Winter annuals include such 
weeds as shepherd's purse, stink- 
weed, tumbling mustard, false flax, 
and chess. 

Perennial weeds, while also produ- 
cing by seed, maintain, themselves

Week-End London-New York Flight ~ 
Produces Luxury in the Air at Last —

New York—(NEA)—At long last 
commercial aviation has produced a 
commodity it has been talking a- 
bout for years — luxury in the air. 

Pan American’s new “President’’ 
week-end service between New York 
and London, in a specially-equipped 
two-deck Boeing Strto-cruiser, is 
the first air service that competes 
with the luxury of a crack ratlroad 
train, or, considering the time and 

- space elements, with that of a mod- 
erately good ocean liner. 

From the beginning, the air lines 
have tried to sell the idea of lux- 
ury. But the thousands of confirm- 
ed air travellers who use planes do 
so for one or both of two reasons — 
speed in getting somewhere, or the 
economy that such speed makes pos- 
sible. Luxury neyer has entered in. 

The “President” service offers that 
speed and economy, since the fare 
bonus across the Atlantic is only 
$10 on top of regular charges. The 
Stratocruiser, with light load, has 
flown non-stop from New York to 
London in nine hours 46 minutes. 

With a full load, on the passenger 
preview flight, {t flew non-stop to 


== 


Shannon in 10 hours nine minutes, 
stopped to permit breakfast, and 
then made London in an hour and 
53 minutes more. Taking off from 
Idlewild at six in the evening, pas- 
sengers were in their London hotels 
for lunch. 

Coming back, with time changes 
in {ts favor, the Stratocruiser left 
London in late evening and land- 
ed passengers at New York about. 
8.30 after a single stop at Gander, 
N.F., in time for almost a full day's 
work. 

This was faster time than any. 
commercial plane can make under 
s{milar conditions, but comfort fea- 
tured the trip much more than did 
the added speed. 

The Stratocruiser 1s big enough 
to be steady and quiet, Its cabin 
fs pressurized for 3000 feet. It is 
big enough so that one can relieve 
boredom. by walking around, or 
even climbing up and down the 
stairway between the two decks. 

The ‘'President’s” seats are spaced 
from 53 to 57 inches apart, instead 
of the 40 inches normal on a long- 
range plane. Those additional 13 to 
17 inches permit the seats to recline 
further, for rest, and there are leg-

AN OPEN LETTER to President 
Dwight D, Eisenhower of Columbia 
University:

I have just left the proudest and 
most surprised man in all France. 
He is Albert Charlot, the business 
manager of the Reims Technical 
College. 

The reason for his pride and am- 
azement is that I have just inform- 
ed him that the spot where he sits 
and smokes his pipe in his living 
room js an historic site. Tt {s ex- 
actly the same spot where four 
years ago you sat at your desk and 
accepted the abject surrender of 
the German armed forces from Col- 
onel-General Alfred Jodl. 

Yes, sir, and you could have 
knocked M. Charlot off his chair 
with the tailfeathers of the tinsel 
storks which decorate his living 
room table! What had been your 
small suite of offices on the second 
floor of the big brick poly-technical 
school of Reims has been converted 
into living apartments for members 
of the school administration. 

I know you've wanted to return 
here for a look-sep yourself at the 
old “SHAEF Forward,” but never 
have found time, so here is the 
description I promised you before 
T left New York. 

You've been pretty well converted 
to peacetime appearance yourself 
with your tweed suits, silk ties and 
light tan Texas-style hats. So it 
should delight you to know that 
your old beehive of military effic- 
jency is now a completely peaceful 
and prosaic apartment. M. Char- 
lot's favorite upholstered chair sits 
where you had your desk. In the 
fireplace there's a green tile stove 
The walls have been papered and 
floor has a high wax polish.

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World Government Plans Aim 


Preventing Russia From Starting 
War, Though Their Methods Differ

New York—(NEA)—The growing 
strength of the “world govenment”’ 
movement is based on disappoint- 
ment with the United Nations —on 
belief that the UN, as now constitu. 
ted, cannot save us from the disas- 

ter of an atomic war. 

Yet the sponsors of the important 
world government movements say, 
with obvious sincerity, that they 
favor the United Nations and want 
4t continued. 

The United World Federalists 
would remodel the United Nations 
into a limited world government. 
The Federal Unionists would re- 
tain the UN as a common meeting 
ground in which communists, fas- 
cists and democrats could blow off 
steam and, perhaps someday, find 
a basis for friendly cooperation. 
They would make thelr Atlantic 
Union a regional pact, such as the 
UN charter not only permits but 
actually encourages. 

Bluntly, each group is offering 
its idea of a way to prevent Russia 
from either starting a new world 
war or making one impossible to a- 
void. All groups recognize that so 
long as Russia has a veto in the 
Security Council, the United Nat- 
ions is incapable of doing much 
more than offering a safety value 
for international emotion. They 
consider this valuable, but not en- 
ough. 

The Federal Union plan of an 
Atlantic Union starts by recogniz- 
ing that a deep cleavage exists be- 
tween the democracies and the to- 
talitarians, both red and fascist. It 
assumes that two things are needed 
to stop war. One is to strength- 
en the democrasies so that Russia 
would not dare fight them. The 
other is to remove, within the dem- 
ocratic camp itself, the traditional 
economic and political causes of 
war. 

There is nothing wrong with 
European democracy today that 
dollars won't cure, the Federal Un- 
jonists- argue. The U. S. cannot 
provide enough dollars, but Europe 
could get. back on her own feet if 
her currency, goods, man-power, 
materials were exchangabl, with 
ours as freely as Rhode Island's are 
with California's. 

They are convinced that the fed- 
eration they advocate could work 
only if it were based on common 
democracy. They feel that its 
strength must come from the peo- 
ple themselves, and the people can- 
not make their strength felt under 
totalitarian government. 

So Federal Union insists that we 
must refuse to admit totalitarians, 
but take in any nation any time it 
proves capable of operating democ- 
ratically. The ultimate goal is to 
haye all nations democratic, and all 
federated. 

United World Federalists insist 
that a government with common 
citizenship and all it implies {s [m- 
possible today. They would try, 
instead, to force Moscow into an 

unbreakable pact, in which the 
will of the majority would govern 
without veto and would provide 
whatever forces would be necessary 
for the majority to enforce its will 
against any rebellious minority. 

Norman Cousins, editor of the 
Saturday Review of Literature and 
a vice-president of UWF, says that 
the record indicates Russla would 
not accept such a revision of the 
UN. charter. Nevertheless, he be- 
lieves the revision should be made, 
and that the Kremlin would then 
be saddled with responsibility if it 
refused, 

The UWF plan, in tabloid, 1s to 
create a new UN that can act with-

out Russian approval — or ours — 
and give it a set of laws, courts and 
an army to enforce its decisions, 
which would be limited-to matters 
of war prevention. 


The Federal Union plan, in tab- 
loid, is to create a demoeratic bloc 
powerful enough so that Russia 
would not dare fight it, and to 
build up that bloc by the same ec- 
onomic and political devices by 
which the United States was built 
up over the decades. 


EDITOR’S NOTE 


The atomic age and the 
east-west split have spurred 
a new cry for world govern- 
ment. What do its advocates 
Propose? How do they hope 
to achieve their aims? How 
about Russia? Here’s the 
third of four enlightening 
dispatches that answer the 
big questions behind today’s 
ideas for global unity. 


The immediate benefits of the 
UWF plan would be creation of an 
international police force—or army 
to enforce peace. 

The immediate benefits of the Fe- 
deral Union plan would be the ec- 
onomie, industrial and social str- 
engthening of the democracies, and 
the absolute guarantep that all 
would fight any war as one. An at- 
tack on Luxembourg, in the Atlantic 
Union, would be just as much as 
an attack on the U.S, as an attack 
on Delaware would be under our 
constitution. 

Nat having to wonder whether 
the others would come to its rescue 
in case of Russian aggression, each 
big nation would stop trying to 
buy a big enough army, navy and 
air force to defend itself without 
help. A single defense setup, sup- 
ported by the 49 states, would be 
ready to defend all. 

As an illustration of what this 
would mean, Federal Union points 
out that we couldscut our naval ap- 
propriations by two-thirds, and still 
the Atlantic Union would have a 
Navy greater than any possible en- 
emy could muster,

To Uproot Many Happy 
Share-Croppers From Their Farms

Agro Romano, Italy — (NEA) — 
Pierrino Renga, 45, and his wife 
Santina, 42, are share-cropers at 
Procoio Nuovo, about 20 miles out- 
side Rome. They may be forced to 
leave their home, 

Santina looked at her husband 
and 12 children sitting at their ev- 
ening meal of home-cured ham, 
cheese and bread, and said: 

“Every night I go to bed and pray 
that nothing will ever happen that’ 
will make us leave this place.” 

The Rengas are able to get from 
the land —with the aid of ERP 
equipment — what many Italians 
rely completely on American help 
for. 

What worries the Rengas is the 
proposed land reform, which would 
break up Procoio Nuovo's 900 acres. 
It would make 8000 landowners sell 
between 30 and 50 per cent of their 
holdings, and about 100 sell more 
than 50 per cent of their land. The 
proposal is to set up a state agency 
which would supervise the sale of 
all land in excess of 247 acres tilled 
intensively or 617 acres under “ex 
tensive cultivation.” Peasants would 
be permitted to buy on instalments 
and would be given technical help. 

Overall, it {s planned to distrib- 
ute nearly 3,000,000 acres, includ- 
ing that belonging to state and 
municipal organizations. Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi says that “the 

@ reform aims at more equal distrib- 
ution of property and better pro- 
duction.” 

Some landowners concede that 
there is room for improvement in 
methods in some sections. But 
every one believes that the splitting 
up of the properties would cut down 
output in the case of well-run es- 
tates like Procoio Nuovo. 

Twenty years ago, the Countess 
Camilla Pasolin! decided to go in 
for farming. By hard work, at con- 
siderable cost, she made a lot of un- 
developed land into a productive 
‘model farm that gives a good living 
to 250 persons Including the Rengas, 
who feel that the land reform prog_ 
tam makes no sense so far as they 
are concerned. 

The Rengas’ living rests on a

Swampy land on the banks of the 
Tiber has been made into rich soil. 
Vines and olive trees have been 
planted; new houses, stables, silos 
and roads have been built. Peasants 
have running water and electricity, 
which many Romans still lack. 


Last year these share-cropping 
Rengas made more than two million 
lire, which 1s almost $3500, before 
paying their half of running expen- 
ses, Eight of their 12 children help- 
ed. 


It is not uncommon for share- 
croppers to save enough to buy land 
and become proprietors, though 
many haye been exploited by other 
peasants and gone back to their 
former way of life. 


Of course this is the best version 
of Italian share-cropping. Countess 
Pasolini is recognized as among the 
most progressive landowners © in 
Italy. Her share croppers are bet- 
ter off than most. But there are a 
lot of other proprietors who are do- 
ing an efficient job of getting the 
most out of the land without ex- 
ploitation. 


As the land reform program is 
planned, it cannot distinguish bet- 
ween those like the Countess and 
those who cannot or will not give 
tenants a break—between those who 
have reclaimed waste land, and 
those who are letting good land 
shirk its productivg. possibilities.

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Second Bank Robber Caught 


$2,500 
Of Loot 
Recovered 


Larder Lake, Ont., July 20 (BUP) 
—Police at Larder Lake early to- 
day caught the second of two men 
who robbed the Imperial Bank of 
an estimated 12-thousand dollars 
and then tried to escape in an 
airplane, 

Twenty-four-year-old Victor Des- 
marais gave himself up to three 
men as they took shelter from the 
rain in a railway shack. 

Twenty-four-year-old Leo Mar- 
tial was captured yesterday, two 
hours after the robbery and re- 
sultant airplane crash. 

Martial told police that his com- 
panion was drowned when he 
jumped from the plane carrying the 
Joot. Neither of the men could 
pilot the aircraft, and it was 
beached without leaving the water. 

Police say they have recovered 
$2500 of the loot. About $12,000 
was in the bank when the men 
made their daring robbery yes- 
terday. 

Police say they hijacked cab dri. 
yer Tony Antoniazo’s taxi in order 
to reach Larder lake left him bleed- 
ing and bound by the roadside. 

At Larder Lake’s Imperial Bank 
they forced four bank employes 
end a male customer into a vault, 
and scooped $12,000 from the tel- 
cage. Then they ‘drove to the 
airport where they tried to force a 
pilot to fly them to Val D'or. But 
they were forced to fly 8 second 
themselves when the pilot 


plane 
outwitted them. Neither knew 
how to fly and the plane crashed. 


Both are in jail at Kirkland lake. 
They are scheduled to appear in 
court Thursday.

Lady bugs are turning the tails 
of their arch enemy — green aphids 
— in the province of Manitoba this 
morning. 

Provincial agréculture officials 
say the aphids — which caused 
over one million dollars worth of 
damage to Manitoba crops, are on 
the run with the lady bugs close 
behind. 

Entomologists say the female 
named insects are the natural e- 
nemies of aphids. 

And the director of the provin- 
cial anti-grasshopper campaign 
Henry Wood, says the increase of 
lady bugs in the past few days has 
definitely halted the advance of the 
aphid army. 

An extensive check across the 
province shows that the aphids 
have not destroyed wheat stands 
to any extent, but damage was 
done mostly to oats and barley 
crops.

THE FACTS ARE COMING TO LIGHT 

After a week of considerable apprehension on the 
part of people who are summering on the shores of 
Sturgeon Lake, the facts concerning the death-deal- 
ing algae formations found in the lake are being fer- 
reted out. This being the second year in which cattle 
have died as a result of drinking the infected waters 
of the lake, it was only natural that the people fre- 
quenting the area become concerned about the safety 
of the water from the standpoint of bathing in it and 
using it for other purposes. 

According to Dr, A. L. .MacNabb, principal of the 
Ontario Veterinary College, the algae formaton that 
has poisoned the waters of Sturgeon Lake at Bob- 
caygeon, is the same highly-poisonous algae that 
caused widespread losses in cattle herds in South 
Africa five years ago. It has been identified as “micro- 
cystus” and has not previously been reported in large 
amounts in Canada. According to the college prin— 
cipal, the algae has also had a lethal effect on rabbits 
and mice when induced into their systems. 

At the moment it is not possible to say whether 
or not the presence of the poisonous algae in the 
water would cause infection in an open wound. How- 
ever, since the water is still poisonous after it has 
been filtered and freed of the actual vegetable organ- 
isms, there would seem to be some room for specula- 
tion in this direction. 

From the information at hand it appears that the 
only sensible course for frequenters of Sturgeon Lake 
to follow, would be to shun using its waters for bathing 
or domestic purposes unless it appeared to be absolute- 
ly clear. While this of itself is no guarantee of immun- 
ity from the infection set up by the algae, it is known 
that where the algae is concentrated it is quite notice- 
able in the water, appearing as a bluish-green sludge. 

In the meantime it is possible that the Ontario 
Veterinary College will come up with some method of 
ridding the lake of algae’s presence as a result of its 
research.

But April deliveries also includ- 
ed 662 million pounds of wheat tak- 
en by the U-S army for occupied 
areas. The army also took 142 mil- 
lion pounds of soybeans, 111 million 
pounds of corn, and 60 million 
pounds of grain sorghums 

In other words, in the same way 
that our own agriculture depart- 
ment is playing its part in helping 


put wartor.n Europe back on a} 


peacetime footing, the U-S Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is playing no 


small part in the occupation of en- | 


emy territory -- it has to put out 
the food.

This 1s both the all- 
time high and equals the high for 
the year. 

According to market experts, it’s 
difficult to say just what effect this 
will have immediately on the retail 
market. 

Retail meat prices are based on 
average wholesale price on several 
markets, And there's also a delay be- 
fore the farmer's price is reflected 
on the retail market. It depends on 
how long the meat bought ‘at this 
price remains in storage before it 
reache, the market. 

But authorities in the livestock 
and meat industry say that if the 
present high price continues, and 
is equalled in several markets ,re- 
tail meat prices are almost certain 
to go up. 

One thing is certain, however -- 
the new price level won't affect the 
export market for bacon, All avyail- 
able supplies of Canadian bacon are 
being shipped to Britain. And those 
sales are being made under Anglo= 
Canadian Food Contracts, in which 
the price is fixed. 

If anything, high prices here in 
Canada may mean more bacon for 
Britain --if there's much consumer 
resistance in Canada to the higher 
prices,

They say it is de- 
finitely poisonous to humans if 
swallowed but they are not cer- 
tain whether or not it would in- 
fect an open wound, such as a 
cut foot, etc. 

A spokesman for the department 
told the Post Tuesday that the al- 
gae formation 1s aggravated in 
times of drought and that the con- 
centration of it seems to be in 


“bays and inlets where there is less 


water circulation. ‘He feels that 
heavy rains and strong winds 
would tend to break it up con- 
siderably. 

The algae is greenish-coloured 
and eleven cattle died on the shores 
of Sturgeon Lake from drinking 
the water last week. 

The Health Dept. official says 
that when the algae is washed 
up on the shore and starts to de- 
cay it gives off a very offensive 
odour often confused with sewage.

SOME FACTS 
ON POLIO 


Although no cases have been re- 
ported locally, the season for polio 
has arrived. Through the kindness 
of Dr. H. J. Gleeson, MOH. for 
Lindsay, the Post presents some 
facts about the disease which ‘appear 
in a pamphlet just issued gy the 
Ontario Department of Health. 

The booklet says that ‘outbreaks 
of polio are seasonal in character, 
commonly coming from the later 
party of July, August and Septem- 
ber, and on through the: firs two 
weeks of October. Wiele the disease | 
is more frequent during this ‘seas- 
onable period, some cases have been 
reported in Ontario during the 
winter months. 

According to the Department of 
Health, polio falls into two types, a 
mild type, in which there is no ac- 
tual paralysis, and a severe type, in 
which paralysis does occur, 

The following are the symptoms| 
of Poliomyelitis: 

Headache 

Temperature 99 ~ 103, 

Apprehensivesness or drowsiness.

The story of a Lindsay veteran 
who is reported in the outside press 
to be facing eviction at the hands 
of his landlord seems, as usual, to 
have another side to it. 

Having read in the Toronto press 
an exaggerated version of what 
Mayor R. I. Moore was said to have 
told Town Council in Lindsay this 
week concerning the affair, the 
landlord has come up with his ver- 
sion of the affair. 

What Mayor Moore is erroneous- 
ly reported to have said to Council 

D is that Ernie Hill, a Lindsay yeter- 
an was facing. eviction from his 
home. The mayor made no specific 
statement in Council while hous- 
ing issue was being discussed and 
merely referred to the situation in 
general terms, However, it develops 
since, that there is one veteran in 

Lindsay, who is facing eviction 
Hill is reported to have told a 
Toronto press correspondent that 
“my landlord has been trying 

to get me out for weeks,” and 
made a number of other statements 
pertaining to the difficulty in ob- 

taining other suitable quarters. 

The landlord, Norman Balfour, 
makes no attempt to deny the fact 
that he i, pressing Hill to get ou. 
He told the Post last Friday that 
he had first asked Hill to leave ov- 
er two years ago, but that Hill did 
not seem to be making much effort 
to find other quarters. 

Mr. Balfour explains his plight 
like this: “I am the owner and in- 
tend to be the occupant of the house 


This veteran, his wife and four 
children, occupy two rooms in the 
downstairs of this house. I have 
asked him for two years to vacate, 
his legal six months expired on 
July 1st, The light and water bills 
have been paid by me, not by the 
tenant. I was charging a very low 
rental and I did not take advantage 
of the rental controls and ralse the 
rent. 

“As there is seven of us to sup- 
port I cannot afford to continue 
paying hydro for a family squat- 
ting on my premises.” 

“With regard to removing the 
front door, as related in the story, 
it was a case of necessity. The front 
door, being the only entrance to my 
upstairs in which I am making al- 
terations and decorating was de- 
liberately locked and bolted by the 
tenant, barring me from my own 
upstairs. To prevent further re- 
petitions I removed the door.” 

Referring again to the door in- 
cident, Mr, Balfour said, “The ten- 
ant informed me in the presence of 
two police officers that his lawyer, 
R. I. Moore, advised him to lock the 
door,” 

Mr. Balfour also claims that his 
tenant said he couldn't have a war- 
time House --he has’ tried for two 
years and can’t rent one. 

The landlord wound up by saying: 
“IT would like to extend a request to 
the Council to yisit the house and 
examine the tenant's rooms and see 
the conditions that exist there. I 
am sure they will then understand

The cause ofethe present emerg- 
ency, as of that of a year ago, is a 
strike of London dock workers. The 
situation js especially serious 
cause the ships tied up by the strike 
are desperately needed to maintain 
Britain's scanty food rations and 
improve its trade balance. 

British gmyernment officials 
many ofthem former labor leaders 
who took part in the 1926 general 
strike — have reacted strongly. 
The government has called the 
strike {Illegal and denounced it as 
treason to both Britain and the 
Labor Party. And Prime Minister 
Attlee has charged that it has been 


inspired by Communists. Govern- 
ment officials also have found 
themselves in the embarrassing 


position of having to use the nat- 
{onal Emergency Act, passed in 1920 
and used during the 1926 general 
strike — a statute that British La- 
bor leaders long have opposed. 

The strike over the dockers’ re- 
fusal to unload two Canadian ships 
But the British press, as’ well as 
the government, apparently is con- 
vinced that Communists are behind 
it all. For instance, the Conser- 
vative London Daily Graphic says: 
“The dockers are fighting against 
the people of Britain, and fighting 
for the Kremlin at the behest of 
lackeys of the Kremlin. They are 
bound to be beaten because public 
opinion fs solidly against them,” 

A Labor newspaper, the Daily 
Herald, also criticizes the strikers 
It points out that the dock workers 
in refusing to unload two Canadian 
ships, are acting illegally and in 
breach of the socalled “Dock Lab- 
or Scheme.” The Herald says: “The 
men are simultaneously breaking 
thelr agreement under the scheme, 
spurning thelr unions and damag- 
ing their country at one of the 
most critical times in {ts history — 
All of which fs a considerable tem- 
porary gain for the agitators who 
are trying to wreck Britain's 
covery.” 

There seems no doubt that the 
government plans to use Sts full 
strength to break the strike. Under 
the emergency powers given tha 
government, it may: 

One—Put troops in the dock area 

Two—Refuse through the post of- 
fice to accept any mall, telegrams, 
or telephone calls, 

Three—Arrest anyone trespassing 
or loitering {n the disputed dock 
area. 

Four—Halt and search any vehi- 
cle and seize any articles. 

Five—Arrest| anyone “on suspic- 
fon of an offense against the regu- 
Jations,”” 

Unless more troops are assigned 
to the docks, the number of ships 
tiled up will increase by eight a day. 
But the government says !t can 
muster as many as 10-thousand 
troops in Britain if the strike lasts 
long enough, And, jf the situation 
gets sufficiently serious, men on

“We are in rather an unfortunate 
position in Lindsay,” said Mayor 
Moore, “the report we had at our 
last meeting was that of the 60 vet- 
erans in this town needing housing 
accommodation, only 34 could qual- 
ify.” 

The Mayor was referring, at 
Thursday's special meeting, to the 
Central Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
poration’s regulation that those vet- 
erans applying for accommodation 
in Lindsay must have an income of 
$160 per month or over. 

“What the Government says, in 
effect,” said His Worship, “is that 
if a man is not making $160 per 
month, he is not entitled to hous- 
ing—yet in few municipalities of 
10,000 population or less does the 
average wage approach this figure. 
What it (the Government) appar- 
ently does not realize is that in 
bad times, the closing of industry 
could empty the houses. 

“Also, I feel we should ask that 
some provision be made for those 
whose incomes are between $140 
and $160. The cost of building 
and maintenance {is probably less 
here than in a good many other 
centres, Wages in Lindsay, for ex- 
ample, are not nearly as high be- 
cause of the lack of unions. Where 
a telephone linesman gets'94c an 
hour here, in Bowmanville he gets 
$1.16. 

“We feel as a council that we 
want to house all our veterans. If 
we can't give them this type of 
house, we will get them good 
houses for $18 to $20 per month, 
The need for houses has been great- 
er since July 1. We, as @ council, 
must be interested in the whole 
community, not only the veterans. 

“There have been quite a number 
of evictions since July first, and 
those evicted are in many cases liv- 
ing under conditions that would 
not allow a happy home life, or even 
promote efficiency at work.” 

Here the Mayor denied emphat- 
‘ically mentioning specifically the 
eviction of Ernie Hill at Monday 
night's council’ meeting. This was 
reported in the oustide press as 
coming from the Mayor in his offic- 
jal capacity in council. This, stat- 
ed His Worship, is a gross mistake. 

Major Scott, representing the 
Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, was then introduced 
by His Worship, and proceeded to 
make clear the position of the hous- 
ing company, which is a Federal 
agency. 

Major Scott’s opening remark was 
that the position does not look very 
hopeful for Lindsay, as it is the 
policy of the Central Mortgage and 
Housing to construct houses’ for 
veterans only. 

Also, the Dominion Government 
has laid down rules governing the 
type of house which can be built, 
said Major Scott, and Central 
Mortgage and Housing is powerless 
to change the policy, either as to 
the type of construction, or the 
qualifications required in order for 
a veteran to be eligible for a house. 

‘These regulations, continued the 
Major, were formulated in view of 
the experience the Government has 
had in the housing field. 

“We have had cases in Ontario,” 
he sald, “where we set out to build 
60 houses and had over 100 quali- 
field applicants, By the time the 
first houses were ready for ocou- 
pancy, the number of qualified had 
dropped so that we had difficulty 
filling them. 

“Lindsay indications show only 
22 applicants actually qualified, that 
is, making a salary of $160 or over. 
We use the rough scale of one 
week's wages representing one 
month’s rent. This regulation is 
enforced so that a man needing 
living accommodation is not forced 
into a house he cannot afford. 

“The rents for these houses run 
at $37.50 per month for a house 
which should cost $6850 to build, 
including landscaping, There is 
also a proviso that if the estimate 
is exceeded, the rent must be in- 
creased by 60 cents for each $100 of 
Increased cost—and we found in 
1948 that estimates were, in most 
cases, exceeded, 

“It 1s easier to come within the 
estimate with a larger number of 
houses,” said Major Scott, “and 
the smallest number we can call 
for tenders for is 25. And in one 
case of a 26-house deyelopment, we 
never got a single tender that could 
approach the estimates, and the 
project had to be abandoned. 

“As a matter of fact, the deadline 


for applications from municipalities | ‘This was oonourred in by Mr. Gar-|

for these houses was May 16, al- 
though we might stretch a point if 
there were sufficient applications 
from veterans. But in any case, the 
deadline for commencement of con- 
struction is July 31. Any later than 
that date, and you run into oold 
weather, and the cost of building 
goes up, and estimates are accord- 
ingly increased.” 

Major Scott then advised the 
council to work through the press 
and yeterans’ organizations in an 
effort to find more applications for 
the houses, He stated that if the 
town owned suitable land, or could 
get options on some within the next 
four or fiye days, as well as getting 
the recommended number of qual- 
ified veterans—which would mean 
another 25 to 28—something might 
still be done. 

Major Scott then gave an outline 
of the contract offered by Central 
Mortgage and Housing. According 
to the outline, it would be the res- 
ponsibility of the Corporation to 
build, rent, do their own allocating 
and maintain the houses. The 
Town would provide the land on 
which the houses would be built, as 
well as fill and grading to make 
the land satisfactory, and provide 
Tnecessary services, ie, sewers and 
water. In order to assist the town, 
the Corporation advances up to $600 
per house, with interest at 2 per 
cent. 


It was emphasized by the Major 
that the proposed houses in no 
way resemble the older type War- 

time Houses. The new type is 
construgted with full basement, fire- 
resistamt finish, and all cupboards 
and closets are built with doors, The 
house is an entirely permanent type 
of structure and is heated by a 
gravity hot-air system. 

“That is a terrible penalty against 
the town,” said Mayor Moore. “With 
the. low cost of labour here, it 
should be possible to build this 
type of worker's house at much less 
than that, Although the cost of 
building the Wartime Houses shook- 
ed us—especially as green labour 
was employed. Some of those men 
had never driven a nail before in 
their. lives, and yet were paid the 
wages of skilled carpenters,” 

His Worship went on to say that 
although wages in the town were 
low “a man is happier living here 
at $140 per month than elsewhere 
af $160 to $176,” 

Major Scott stated that arrears 
of rents in the Corporation's hous- 
ing projects in Lindsay are rising— 
and are higher than for most other 
developments. By the fifth of the 
month, he said, arrears In the town 
are running about 20 per cent, which 
means that one tenant in five ts 
behind with his rent. 

“Frankly, gentlemen,” he said, 
“the Corporation does not like 
the idea of building houses here at 
all, The type of houses which we 
are forced to build are not suited 
to Lindsay's renting ability.” 

“We are trying to head off trailer 
living and tourist camp living,” said 
the Major. “We are not biting off 
more than we can chew, because of 
the new industries settling in town. 
They will tend to raise the standard 
of wages.” 

At this point Alderman Speers 
jumped into the discussion with the 
pointed statement that ‘people 
can’t rent at $37.50 when they are 
only getting 65c an hour. We 
have to do something to raise wag- 
es around he->, ard I think tie 
town should set an example. The 
Board of Works Js only paying 6&c 
&n hour, and for a 54 hour week, I 
tried to get last year’s council to 
increase these men, but couldn't get 
any support. They raised wages for 
ever other town employee,, but not 
for the men who really get out 
and do the work.” 

Engineer R. O. Mitchell then rose 
and stated that he had heard no 
complaints from the Works Depart- 
ment employees regarding wages. 

“In the first allocation of 100 
Wartime Houses,” stated his Wor- 
ship, “wages earned by tenants 
were of no concern. We were prim- 
arily interested in getting our vet- 
erans housed as quickly as possible. 
Since that time certain adjustments 
have taken place, but there are still 
god workers’ houses in Lindsay 
which I am renting for $18 per 
month because the tenants are vet- 
erans,

Evades Building Permit, 


Owner Must Halt Work 


“I'd hate to put a bathtub up on 
that second floor, and I'd hate worse 
to get into it for a bath”, said En- 
gineer R. ©, Mitchell, referring to 
a house which is being made over 
into a duplex by a local resident. 
No building permit was taken out 
for the alterations, and when it 
was brought to Mr. Mitchell's at- 
tention, he made an inspection and 
found that construction was far 
from complying with Building Code 
Tequirements. A letter to the owner 
in question restraining him from 
proceeding with his building ts to 
go out. 

Mr. Mitchell brought the matter 
before council last week as he 
said he felt he should have the 
backing of the entire group in en- 
forcing building permit require- 
ments, It {s absolutely necessary, he 
said, that a permit be taken out for 
all alterations involying structural 
changes. 


It was moyed by Alderman Cote, 
seconded by Alderman Speers, that 
the Engineer be Instructed to en- 
force the by-law to the letter. 

Also in the permit category, local 
plumbers are to be officially noti- 
fied that it is compulsory to take 
out a permit for all plumbing alter- 
ations, This would not apply, ac- 
cording to Council's decision, to 
mere changes of fixtures in exist- 
ing plumbing installations, but is 
aimed at the property owner who 
is adding to his services. According 
to Engineer Mitchell, he suspects 
that a good deal of undercover 
plumbing is going on in the town a- 
bout which nothing is known, and 
in some cases it may be weakening 
the structure of the homes in quest- 
fon, 

According to Alderman Kingsbor- 
ough, “hot air heating installations 
are responsible for more botches in 
houses than plumbing”.

“There is no doubt that all events 
in Eastern Europe form a carefully- 
planned pattern, directed from Mos- 
cow and aimed at wiping out the 
Catholic Church. Poland is next in 
the Cominform program.”

Priest in Poland. Roman Catholic 
Sources say “the incident may be 
small and there may noc seem to 
be any important’ motive being ‘t, 
but it is certainly the beglining cf 
a struggle for the churca in Pol- 
and,” 

However, the Vatican 
Commuism will haye a 
struggle against the Catholics in 
Poland than it had against the 
Catholics In other iron curtain 
countries. Says a Vatican spokes- 
man: “In each country, what seem- 
ed to be unconnected events all 
stemmed from a general plan in 
which local conditions were to be 
adapted to the needs of religious per 
secution, The conditions in Cath- 
olic Poland are not such that the 
Communists can find a ready-made 
reason for attacking the church. 
But {t Is only a matter of a short 
time until the pretext is found.” 

There are three major faiths that 
&0 under the general name “Cath- 
olic.” One is the Roman Catholic 
Church, or the Church of the Latin 
Rite. Another is the Uniate Church 
or the Church of the Oriental Rite. 
and the third is the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church. In Poland there are 
few persons of any but the Latin 
Rite, Therefore, as the Vatican sees 
it, the Communists cannot’ attack 
the Roman Catholic Church as not 
representing the majority of the 
people, as was done in Romania. 

Here is how the Vatican sums up 
the situation in Poland: 

“The Peasant party !; made up| 
entirely of Catholics and the pop- 
ulation feels its religion so strong- 
ly that even small acts against in- 
dividuals have raised great pro- 
tests. Their resistance to attacks 
against religious liberty is a fore- 
gone conclusion. And when the time | 
g@omes for the struggle, it may 
mark the crucial point in the Com- 
munists’ campaign against the 
Church.” 

That, in a nutshell, is the Vatic- 
an view of the probable coming | 
Struggle .between Communism and} 
the Catholic church in Poland. 

Here is a quick Summary of how 
the struggle between Catholicism

In Romania, the Orthodox church 
was in the majority, followed by 
the Uniate Church and then the 
Roman Church. An agreement had 
heen reached between the Vatican 
and Romania granting religious lib. 
erly to all and recognizing te Orth- 
odox and Uniate Church jointly as 
National Churches. According to 
the Vatican, the Communists de- 
creed the union of the Orthodox 


and Uniate Churches and the min- 


ority Catholic Church of the Latin 
Rite was then disposed of early, 

In Yugoslavia, Catholfe Croatia 
and Slovenia were opposed tradit- 
jonally to rule by Belgrade. This 
feeling was fed by the failare of 
the Belgrade parliament in 1929 to 
yatify an accord between Yugoslavia 
and the Vatican. When Tito came 
to power according to the Vatican, 
his first job was to sub- 
due the rebelious Croats and 
Slovenes. And the Catholic Church 
was chosen as the chief victim of 
& campaign to wipe out opposit- 
ion to Communism, The arrest of 
and sentencing in 1946 of Arch- 
bishop Stepinac was the high point 
of the campaign. The anti-church 
campaign in Yugoslavia now appar- 
ently has slowed down but Vatican 
sources believe Tito is willing to ‘be 
patient and kill off Catholicism 
gradually. 

In Hungary, the Communist cam- 
paign against the church apparently 
has been slowed by world reaction to 


| the imprisonment of Josef Cardinal 


Mindszenty. However, Vatican sour- 
ccs say the “persecution is not yet 
over.” 

Finally, in Czechoslovakia, many 
informants believe the Communists 
intend to set up a national church. 
Such a church was established in 
Czechoslovakia in 1934, and it at- 
tracted 800-thousand members. But 
it was dissolved four years later. 
And now experts think the Commu- 
nists will revive it as Weapon against 
the Catholics. 

Such are the latest reports on 
the Communists’ undercover” war 
on Catholics — a war that soon may. 
Spread to Poland. —A British Uni- 
ted Press Commentary.

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French Rebuiid Liner lle de France | 
in Bid for Valuable Tourist Business

New York —(NEA) — Like any 
self-respecting French glamor girl, 
the Ile de France has to have a 
few changes made now and then to 
keep up with the latest styles, 

This time, the Ile, 44,500-ton pas- 
senger liner, has had the works at 
he Penhoet shipyards, St. Naz- 
ireyen 

When she steams into New York 
harbor July 27, she'll be a new 
woman. She'll have two smoke- 
Stacks instead of three and an en- 
tirely new appearance resulting 
from re-designed upper decks. 

And, on the inside, she’s been 
completely rebuilt after her heroic 
work as a wartime troop carrier. 
Her capacity has been decreased 
from 1548 passengers to 1349, but. 
the quarters have been made more 
luxurious. 

The rebuilding was done along- 
side the battered submarine pens 
built by the Germans at St. Na- 
zaire, and’ now the Ile de France 
will be competing for tourist dol- 
Jars with the two Cunard “Queens” 

hich also were stripped of their 
luxury to carry troops through sub- 
infested waters. Although the big 
French luxury liner Normandie was 
wrecked by fire in New York during 
the war, France will have another 
big ship next year. The ex-German 
Europa, turned over to the French 
as reparations, is now being re- 
built at St. Nazaire. 

Taking a quick look at the latest 
in floating comfort, the De de 
France is now equipped with every- 
thing from Apartments (De Luxe) 
to Writing Room (First Class.)

They are hea- 
ted and have running water and, 
each and every day, a complete 
menu is printed for the doggies, in- 
cluding, each and evéry day a chef’s 
special. Special meals for individ- 
ual pets may be ordered. In the 
past, pampered pooches have de- 
voured such specially - prepared 
treats as rabbit's head stew and 
Toasted chicken with watercress.

»>Want a Job? 


There’s a very interesting thing 
about young job hunters these days 
‘They really want a job! 

Herbert Ross, manager of a New 
York employment agency, puts ‘it 
this way: “A year or two ago, they 
used to come in here only after 
they'd seen all the new movies in 
town.” 

The first thing they wanted to 
know was not what the company 
did, or where it was located. “They 
all asked the same thing, first 
crack out of the box” Herbert says, 
“How much does it pay?” 

Shaking his head sadly, Herbert 
adds: “Why they even came in here 
wearing: sport shirts and ~ white 

D shoes.- ‘What's more, I sent ‘em 
out that way. And what’s still 
more, they got the job.” 

If it's news to anyone, those dear 
days are dead and gone. Another 
Manhattan job consultant, Max- 
well Harper gives some brass tacks 
figures to show what we mean 
Compared with last summer, he 
Bays, average department stores ac- 
ross the nation have cut their 
training programs as much as 80 
per cent. 

“And in indrusty,” Maxwell adds 
“The reductions have been even 
more drastic. A lot of the com- 
panies we used to work for have 
even climinated thelr personnel 
departments entirely. 

However for June graduates who 
haven’t found a job yet, Harper 

B nas a word of cheer. He says: 
“We're not trying to give the im- 
pression thet it’s impossible to get 
a job... but those who start 
hunting just becase everyone’ {s 
doing {t had better get shoes with 
thick soles. 

One of the factors hampering 
this year's graduating crowd is that 
the "eld 1s crowded with older 
workers who have just gotten the 
old heave-ho from their former 
jobs. 

Harper explains that this way: 
“Management in all kinds of in- 
dustry is getting rid of what it 
calls “dead wood,” that {s workers 
who have been judged and found 

Dastice those who aren't likely 
to climb any higher in their jobs, 


As Harper gets it from boss men 
he talks to, this dead timber is 
being pushed out and replaced with 
more likely workers who are not 
only a better bet to succeed but 
who aren't so grabby at the pay 
window. 

Harper estimates that in the 
war years it took an out-of-work 
executive in the five-to-fifteen 
thousand-a-year class anywhere 
from five to ten waeks to find a 
new job. Now, he says, the same 
Man can expect to pound the 
Pavement as long as a year before 
he connects. 

On the lower levels --- the be- 
--- Harper seys as few as two 
to five interviews used to land a 
job in the old days. Now it al- 
most always takes eight to ten and 
may run as high as 25 and 30. 

Job expert Ross says the rules 
of trying for a job haven't changed 
so much, they've simply reverted 
to the days before the war. He 
says a lot of youngsters grew up 
in the days when getting a job 
meant only making it known you 
were available, 

Ross advises you to dress in 
good taste, but he says being too 
conservative can be just as bad 
as oyerdressing. He explains: “A 
girl or man who walks into an 
office dressed more for a funeral 
than seeking a job simply empha- 
sizes the boss’ worries about bus{- 
ness,” 

Get to the point quickly, Ross 
says, but don't blurt out a stream 
of statistics about yourself. Get 
around to mentioning the job you 
came to see about and, without 
getting lyrical, say why you think 
you'd be an advantage in the job. 

Harper seconds that motion. He 
says; “Many a job hunter loses 
on his or her first time at bat 
because he spends his time talk- 
ing about why he needs and wants 
the Job.” 

“Frankly,” Harper adds, “That's 
not very important to the boss 
you're talking to, ° He only wants 
to know why he needs you!” 

Don't be over eager, though.

On the one aide -- the eastern 
side -- will be the Communist- 
controlled World Federation of 
Trade Unions, which has just met 
in Milan. And on the other will 
be the new Democratic World Fed- 
eration, which j, representing the 
western world, and which will hold 
{ts organizational meetings in the 
fall. 

The parent organization -- the 
communist controlled W-F-T-U -- 
is the larger. It claims to rep- 
resent 71-million trade unionists in 
40 countries, The new D-W-F, 
which pulled out of the federa- 
tion because of its red coloration, 
represents 45-million workers in 36 
nations. 

However, there's a real difference 
in the membership. The new dem- 
ocratic group is based on volunt- 
ary membership by workers of the 
world's most advanced industrial 
countries the United States, 
Britain and those of Western Eur- 
ope. On the other hand the back- 
bone of the W-F-T-U is formed 
by, trade unions of countries where 
membership is more or less com- 
pulsory, For instance, the Soviet 
Union contributes 28-million trade 
unionists, and the smaller iron cur- 
tain countries 12-million. 

Both organizations claim to work 
for the betterment of the laboring 
classes, for peace, and for the de- 
velopment of backward countries. 
But the W-F-T-U operates on the 
basis of Lenin's dictum that trade 
unions must be “schools for com- 
munism.” It was this point that 
caused the split in the old W-F- 
T-U which led to the formation of 
the democratic group. 

The new group already has an- 
nounced its intention of keeping 
communists out of trade union or- 
ganizations in the United States 
Britain and the Western European 
Nations. It also has announced 
that {it preposes to “reconquer” 
the trade union movements of 
France and Italy, now dominated 
by Communists. 

Those two. countries will be the 
principal battleground of the com- 
ing fight between the two giant 
groups. The red-dominated W-F- 
T-U will throw all its support to 
the present communist- led major- 
ity labor organizations in France 
and Italy. The new democratic 
group will give no less whole- 
hearted assistance to the French 
“Force Ouvriere” led by 70-year- 
old veteran labor leader Leon Jou- 
haux, and to similar anti-commun- 
ist organizations in Italy. 

The battle also is expected to 
spread outside Europe to the col- 
onial countries, to India and Latin 
America, The W-F-T-U already 
claims to have six million members 
in Latin America, but western la- 
bor leaders think this figure is 
considerably padded. 

The Communist dominated World 
Federation already has clearly 
shown its battle plans, During 
the Milan congress, W-F-T-U lead- 
ers clearly indicated their~ inten- 
tion to build up Communist. minor- 
ity groups sindie the big demo- 
cratic unions, including the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor and 
the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations. Needless to say the 
top management of both these or- 
ganizations will resist strongly any 
attempts at such infiltration, 

Communist leaders hope that. W- 
F-T-U minority groups will be or- 
ganized ultimately in all countries 
where the national trade union 
centers have an anti-communist 
leadership. Communists throughout 
Western Europe already have been 
instructed to set up committees for 
cooperation with W-F-T-U, not 
only on a national basis, but also 
in individual factories and cities. 

The battle lines will be drawn 
this fall. The world-wide rivalry 
between the Communist eas, and 
the Democratic west will be ex- 
tended to the labor moyement. 
Organized labor around the. world 
will have a clear choice between 
Communism on the one hand and 
Democracy on the other.

Labeling Jars 
Instead of pasting labels on all 
jars of preserves and jellies place 
paper bags over them, labeling 
the bags This will keep out the 
dust and dirt, and is claimed also 
to preserve the bright color of the 
jellies and preserves.

Hot water should not be used 
on varnished floors, Wash up with 
a cloth wrung out of lukewarm wat- 
er.

Equal parts of sugar and 
tartar emetic moistened will also 
drive them away.

New beets are a treat 
and do! forget they are good 
plood builders for your family, Cook 
enough to serve hot for dinners and 
cold in a salad for supper, Green 
beans are at thelr best right now 
and there should be a good supply 
the way gardens are growing them 
these days. Time to make pickles 
also if the family likes them. The 
same with beets -- the younger they 
are the finer the pickle. Another 
vegetable you shouldn’t overlook 
is the summer squash. It gives one 
another yellow vegetable to vary 
meals from day to day. Spinach 
doesn’t seem to be so plentiful but 
perhaps the second crop hasn't ma- 
tured yet. Radishes, lettuce, green 
onions, tomatoes are in good supply 
and make excellent salads for sum- 
mer meals. We nearly forgot green 
cabbage and it is one of the most 
economical yegetables and particu- 
larly good this year, Homegrown 
carrots are beginning to come in 
and if you were lucky you have al- 
ready had several feeds of geen 
peas. They were not as good this 
year for the dry weather made them 
hard and not as edible as other 
years. 


Good Crop 

It is good news to hear the rasp- 
berry crop is going to be plentiful. 
However, if the price is like other 
years many may find it a bit steep 
for their pocketbook. While a quart 
box is better than a quart of straw- 
berries -- since the berries are smal- 
ler and pack better --they are too 
expensive at fifty cents a quart box 
for most families, They can better 
than strawberries and many house-~ 
wives will want to put away a num- 
ber of jars if the price is right. 
There is some hope of lower prices 
if the crop is heavy and that is what 
we'll be hoping for in the next two 
weeks. 


Summer Care Of Refrigerator 
Don't blame your hard-working 
refrigerator if it behaves like the 
rest of us in.summer and perspires 
more than usual. Homemaking ex- 
pert, say the sweating inside it is 
an entirely normal process ....and al- 
though it can’t be eliminated, it can 
be controlled. There are three steps 
you can take to control the sweat- 
ing. Cover all liquids and moist 
foods, to eliminate the evaporation 
of moisture from them. Open the 
door as little as possible when you 
need to get food out. This is a two- 
fold benefit ........cutting down on 
power consumption and keeping 
molst, warm air on the outside. And 
it'll help, too, if you keep the freez- 
ing compartment de-frosted. In hu- 
mid weather, say the experts, a re- 
frigerator might need defrosting as 
often as twice a week. ~ 


Dusting Know-How 

If you belong to the school that. 
believes in waxing furniture, here 
are some tips on dusting the waxed 
surface, First off, don’t use oiled 
dustcloths and mops on any waxed 
surface. The oll makes the wax 
sticky and dingy. Home specialists 
suggest a clean, soft lintless cloth 
or dusting mit, or the round brush 
attachment of a vacuum cleaner 
for a waxed surface, After dusting, 
rub the surface with the grain of 
wood for a sheen. 


Furniture may need re-waxing 
once a year ... depending on how 
much use it gets. If paste wax is 
used, place a small dab between 
several layers of cheesecloth and 
rub with a circular motion. Let dry 
for a few minutes and polish brisk- 
ly ... again following the wood 
grain, If liquid wax is used, apply 
with a soft clean cloth, let dry a 
few minutes, and then polish be- 
fore the wax hardens. A soft-thick 
wool cloth or mitt makes for a shin- 
fer polish. 


Household Hint 

Here is today’s household hint: 

You can soften varnish that has 
become sticky in the can by placing 
the container in a kettle of warm 
water. But under no condition 
should the varnish be placed on the 
stove or close to a flame.

Every woman can’t spend the 
best years of her life learning to 
recognize a bargain when she sees 
one. But since all women spend a 
good many hours shopping, Hertha 
Hanssen thinks they’d do well to 
make {t a little more of a science. 
Miss Hanssen has spent the best 
years of her life shopping. For 
24 years she's been a comparison 
shopper for one of the world’s big- 
gest department stores. She's not 
only gone shopping for bargains in 
other New York stores to compare 
values in her own store. But she's 
watched women at the bargain 

counters and the sales racks, 

On some items, they have an 
eagle eye for values. On others, 
she says they make the same mis- 
takes time after time. 

Mothers often do a much better 
job of value shopping for their 
youngsters than for themselves. 
Miss Hanssen says the thinks it’s 
because women rarely buy clothing 
with the idea they're going to wear 
it out. They buy something for an 
occasion or because it’s in fashion. 
When they shop for the kiddies, 
they're looking for something be- 
coming, but something that will 
stand hard wear, 

That business of buying for a 
certain occasion is one of the big- 
gest ‘mistakes in Miss Hanssen’s 
book. It’s also where the men out- 
shine the women. They don’t wait 
until they are invited to a certain

Party and then race to the nearest 


store to buy a suit to wear. 

When a man’s good suit begins 
to look worn, Miss Hanssen says, 
he buys? a suit to have ready for 
special occasions. Or when he sees 
e sale’ of shirts, he may buy as 
Many as a dozen. He knows he'll 
need them eventually, and he may 
have to pay more for them later. 

Women. too often buy a bargain 
for a bargain's sake . . . or because 
they have some special place to 
wear it. Miss Hanssen suggests 
planning your wardrobe early in 
each season and then buying only 
things that fit the plan. As she puts 
it, “If you can’t find just what you 
want and a special occasion is 
coming up, youll be smarter to 
make what you have do and wait 
till you find just what you want.” 

If you've been able to make your 
summer bathing suit.do this long, 
for instance, this is a wonderful 
time to replace it. Or July is a 
good month to buy furniture. The 
stores often have sales of new furni- 
ture when it first arrives in July. 

Another way to save money is to 
learn to look for so-called “seconds” 
in some things. This is usually wo- 
ven merchandize of some kind — 
either sheets or stockings or yard 
goods. Miss Hanssen points out that 
the term “seconds” usually means 
only a slight imperfection in the 
weaving. Chances are it will wear 
equally as well as the “first.” And 
the imperfection won't be noticed. 

For an example Miss Hanssen 
makes use of a markdown of chil- 
dren's socks. They were labelled 
seconds and marked 19 cents. The 
same socks first quality were 49 
cents. She says, “the only imper- 
fection was a slight irregularity in 
a stripe, and that was under the 
turn down cuff.” 

The difficulty, of course, is that 
this kind of shopping takes a lot of 
time. It may mean returning two 
or three times to make the purchase. 

Miss Hanssen says women cust- 
omers are showing more of an in- 
clination to do this now that there’s 
more to choose from on the market: 
and the talk is of business recession, 
They look a little longer and buy a 
little more cautiously, 

But it still takes a lot more than 
a restricted budget to make a good 
shopper. It means looking for qual- 
ity as well as fashion and shopping 
for good values instead of Special 
occasions. 


GUMDROP CAKE 

Someone was asking us for a 
cake one could make which would 
keep for a week or ten days. We 
Scoured our cookbooks and found 
this gumdrop cake which will keep 
three weeks. It ts an economical 
substitute for fruit cake and a uni- 
versal favorite. Gum drops espec- 
lally prepared for use in baking 
may be cheaper than gum drop can- 
dies. Ingredients are > 1 pound 
Sum drops (no black or purple), 
2 3-4 cups or 1 pound seedless. rais- 
ins, 1-2 cup shortening, 1 cup sug- 
ar, 2 eggs, beaten, 1 cup sifted pas- 
try flour, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1 cup 
sifted whole wheat flour, 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon, 1 teaspoon nutmeg, 1 
teaspoon baking powder, 1 cup 
milk. Carefully grease loaf pan 
9 by 5 by 3 Inches. Line bottom and 
sides with double thickness of oiled 
Wrapping paper. Cut (sim drops 
quite finely with scissors. (2 1-3 
cups gum drops tightly packed). 
Mix gum drops and raisins. Thor- 


eggs. Beat well. Sift dry ingredients 
and mix. Sift about 1-3 of dry in- 
gredients over. gum drops and rals- 
ins. Toss Hghtly. Add flour mix- 
ture, alternately with milk to cream- 
ed shortening, sugar and eggs. Add 
floured fruits. Bake at 300 degrees 
for 2 1-2 hours. Cool slightly be- 
fore removing from pan. Then care- 
fully remove paper at once. Com- 
plete cooling on rack. Wrap. Store 
'= tightly covered tin for several 
days before use, Cut as fruit 
cake, 


OTHER USES FOR BLUEBERRIES 

Now that the blueberries are 
with us again, don’t overlook those 
blueberry muffins we liked last 
year. Make a plain white muffin 
batter and use the same as raisins. 
Sprinkle a wee bit of sugar over 
each muffin top before baking and 
the family will just loye you for 
making them. 

In waffles, there is nothing more 
delicious than blueberries. Just 
watch the family eat them up fast- 
er than you can cook them. Waf- 
fle meals are grand for verandah 
suppers for one can have the bat~ 
ter mixed and cook the waffles 
right on the verandah table. ped 
you haven't a waffle iron it is 
one thing to put on your Christmas 
list next year.

EXCHANGE RECIPES 

There's some doubt how the ay- 
erage Canadian husband might re- 
act if he came home for dinner and 
heard he was having Iranian green 
beans and rice, or Chinese style 
pork. 

Those are just two of the recipes. 
in a little pamphlet of United Na- 
tions dishes. It’s just been print- 
ed by the American Red Cross. 

The idea owes its start to Red 
Cross nutrition classes attended by 
the wives of United Nations dele- 
gates. They came to the classes to 
learn American cooking methods. 
Then—as women from any country 
will do —they started comparing 
recipes. 

Understanding between nations 
May be helped by conferences ar- 
ound a diplomat’s table. But sit 
Women from China down to a din- 
ner of Czechoslovakian beef gou- 
lash or serve Latin American dele- 
gates a favorite Canadian rhubarb 
dessert—and ‘the woman put dip- 
lomatic methods to shame. 

Some of the recipes are too com- 
plicated to make good conversation. 
And some of them frankly have a 
doubtful appeal to the American 
palate—Like a dish called “Crust 
Cushioned Flabbiesz. That’s one of 
the Chinese recipes contributed by 
Mrs. Chialin Pan. The result is 
something Uke individual dough 
patties stuffed with ground pork, 
Chinese cabbage and asparagus. 
It's a pretty far cry from the chop 
suey Americans usually attribute to 
the chinese, But some of the oth- 
er recipes in the pamphlet stand 
more chance of winning the popular 
vote. 

Mrs. Sylvia Campbell—wife of one 
of the Canadian delegation em- 
ployees has contributed her favorite 
recipe for rhubarb dessert. 

First she puts three cups of dic- 
ed rhubarb in a baking dish and 
sprinkles one-half cup brown sug- 
ar and one tablespoon of flour over 
the Rhubarb. Then she mixes to-

The Iranian recipe which Mrs, 
Vahid Farryar calls “Green Beans 
and Rice” actually sounds like a 
near eastern version of an Irish 
stew. She browns one pound of dic- 
ed beef stew meat and one diced 
onion in fat, then adds one pound 
of green string beans and one can 
of Tomato sauce and allows the 
mixture to simmer for five minut- 
es, 

‘The rice 1s washed and cooked in 
@ separate pan, Then the Iranian 
recipe calls for sli¢ing one medium- 
sized raw potato on the bottom of 
a four-quart pan. The rice, the 
meat and string beans are added, 
then the pan is covered with a 
piece of cloth and then a lid. Mrs. 
Farryar doesn’t explain why 
they use both cloth and lid for a 
stew covering in Iran. But the 
pan Js placed over a slow fire for 15 
or 20 minutes, or until it's thor-| 
oughly steamed and the potatoes 
are cooked. The” Tranian recipe 
serves from six to eight. 

To go on with the little round- 
the-world dinner party, the United 
Nations ladies have a suggestion for 
a good Swedish Smorgasbord .. . or 
for a more simple Swedish Appetiz~ 
er.

FIGHT FLIES 
There is one war that should never cease--the war 
against flies, states a pamphlet issued by the Edin- 


burgh, Scotland, Public Health Department. 

“Flies are detestable insects because they, have 
dirty habits, live on filth, and soil the food we eat,” 
the pamphlet states.. “They carry disease germs from 

latrines and dung heaps and excrete or vomit them 
on to the food in your larder and on your table, In 
this way flies give people typhoid fever, dysentery and 
worms, to mention a few diseases only. They carry 
the germs of the ‘summer diarrhoea’ which is so highly 
fatal to infants, and may play a part in the spread of 
poliomyelitis.” 

The Scottish publication calls for a never-ending 
war on flies, as does Margaret HB. Smith in an article 
“The Fly: Enemy of Man” in the magazine HEALTH, 
published by the Health League of Canada. Miss Smith, 
who js Director of the Nutrition Division of the Health 
League, says that any liquid or solid food that a fly 
has been in contact with is unfit for human con- 
sumption. 

In regard to the possibility that flies have much 
to do with the spread of polio, Miss Smith quotes re- 
searchers who have found in studied cases that milk 
contaminated by files was either directly or indirectly 
the source of the polio virus; that the house fly and 
the blow fly carried the virus on both the outside and 
inside of their bodies more often than any other 
species of insects investigated. 

Flies breed at such a pace that it has been estimated 

that if only a small proportion survive, the offspring 
of one female house fly will in seven weeks number 
432,000, 

So, swat that fly-get rid of him by an efficient 
means but get rid of him--and, protect your food and 
keep your garbage covered. Flies are filthy insects 
with dirty habits. Dirt spells disease, so--banish the 
dirt and you will banish the dirt disease, 


PERSONAL STIMULANTS 

We rather expect the older statesmen to look 
back with anxious eyes, a little fearful of the days 
ahead, a little homesick for the old, the sure, the 


familiar. Fire dies out in old eyes and adventuring is 
done. 


But in older statesman and former president Herb- 
ert Hoover, no fire has died. His fear is not of the 
future or what it holds, but only that the men and 
women of our day may. forget the qualities of daring

Herbert Hoover, newly made Doctor of Humanities, 
was human enough and wise enough to see the falsity 


of the reasoning that would make security a first 
consideration, It is the death of those vital qualities 
that alone make security possible. He has a caustic 
word for those who urge it as a be-all and end-all. 
“They hold out the attractions that, with this secur- 
ity, you will be furnished with an old age pension 
and your funeral expenses from the government.” This 
is not new, as we believe,, he affirms: “At all times in 
history there have been those who sought to escape 
into security from self-reliance.” 

He urged his hearers not to choose that mean 
and timid course, “that kills the joy that lies in com- 
petition, in individual adventure, new undertakings 
and new achievements — where each step must be 
dictated by some official of the unofficial bureaucrat 
with stop-and-go signals. 

Urging upon his audience that the greatest good 
he could wish for them was to use initiative to achieve 
their own future, he added: “If you observe the work- 
ings of these Newest Eras throughout the world, you 
may notice that the judgment of the Lord on Adam 
has not been entirely reversed, even by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. Moreover, governments 
have not been able to fix the wages of sin. Nor have 
they found a substitute for profit and other personal 
stimulants.” 

Those are brave and wise words from an older 
Statesman who still sees a hopeful future and an un- 
assailable security for those who are ready to earn it.

DANGEROUS DRIVING ON WATER 

Never a summer passes but instances of ‘‘danger- 
ous driving on water’ are reported. This summer is 
evidently no exception and the first report of the sea- 
s0n comes from the Sturgeon Lake resort area. It tells 
of the owner of high-powered watercraft making life 
miserable for all other people who live in the same 
section of the summer settlement. He is reported to 
be careless in his maneouvering of his boat and on 
some occasions downright menacing to the welfare 
of owners of smaller craft and swimmers. 

It may come as a surprise to many people to learn 
that it is just as serious an offense to drive a power- 
boat in a dangerous manner as it is a car. It is only 
necessary to complain to any officer of the Provincial 
Police about cases of this kind to find an effective 
remedy. If, upon investigation, the officer concludes 
that the offender is acting in a way not consistent 
with the public safety, he can lay a charge and bring 
him into court for prosecution. 

This may be the most efficient way of removing 
the danger that these irresponsible boat owners pre- 
sent. Happily there are not many of them and the 
task of putting them in their place would not be great 
but this does not minimize the unhappy possibilities 
of letting them “get away with it.” 

The majority of people using watercraft are cour- 
teous and try to consider the rights of others on or in 
the water. It is unfortunate that a few feel they 
must be different but undoubtedly a brush with the 
law would have a subduing effect on these characters.

NO WING TO THE CHICKEN 


Some American has contrived, after a decade — 


or two of cross-breeding and experiment, to produce 
wingless chickens. He is reported to haye a flock of 
them, and to have so impressed on the strain the 
foolishness of hatching chicks with anything as un- 
necessary to them as wings, that he seems to able to 
guarantee a continuation and extension of the new 
variety. A 

It all seems yery sensible. Domestic fowl are a 
nuisance in the hen-run if they discover their wings 
and start to use them in flight over protective netting. 
Further, the bodies of chickens as now developed are 
so heavy that their wings can barely lift them off 
the ground. Hotels, restaurants and even many homes 
would profit from the wingless variety. With no wing to 
sprout, the chicken’s white meat would have more 
room to grow, and more sap to grow on. There would 
be more meat and less bone. The wingless chicken 


seems therefore to be the desirable bird of tomorrow, - 


and its development now has merely hastened the 
natural process which, through the present bird’s dis- 
use of wings, would have been completed in a few 
thousand years anyway.—Peterboro Examiner

COMMUNITY FORESTS 

The City of Zurich, Switzerland gets a net return 
from its municipal forest of about $12,000 a year, and 
it is yielding today more wood than when it was first 

started, according to Ellwood Wilson, Dean of Cana- 
dian foresters, and a Director of the Canadian Forestry 
Association. ‘ 

“This Swiss forest has been operating for many 
centuries,” Mr. Wilson said, “and it is in better con- 
dition today than it was originally. A number of 
towns in Germany meet all or part of their municipal 
expenses by income from their communal forests, and 
it is possible and feasible for Canadian towns and rural 
municipalities to lighten the tax burden in the same 
way.” 

Ontario was wise enough to start some municipal 
forests long ago, Mr. Wilson said, and now they are 
making their first thinnings and selling them to pulp 
and paper companies. They are just beginning to 
profit by their investment. These forests are planted 
on land which was producing nothing and was only a 
liability to its owners. 

Three or four municipal forests have been started 
in Quebee. The town of Sutton bought a tract of land 
to protect its source of water supply and they are 
planting 20,000 trees to improve it. 

Most of the proyincial governments will supply 
trees for nothing, although the demand is great and 
the supply limited. 4-H Clubs, Boy Scouts and Girl 
Guides can plant trees and in many cases local people 
might be willing to donate the land. 

If a timber tract is available at a reasonable price 
it would, with good management, commence to yield 
a small revenue at once and this would gradually in- 
crease. If one had to start with bare ground there 
would be no revenue (unless there was a market for 
Christmas trees) for thirty years but from then on 
the returns would be continuous. It would not only 
bring in money but it would be a good playground for 
the children and a place for picnics and recreation. 
It could be set aside as a bird sanctuary.

By its very nature. the traffic in beer, as it is 
organized at present, has only one objective in view. 
That is to sell the greatest possible quantity of beer 
in the shortest possible time. There are many hotels 
in Ontario which concentrate nearly all of their at- - 
tention on this high revenue producing business, and 
pay little attention to the other phases of hotel-keep- 
ing. Congested and eyil-smelling quarters, tables 
jammed in as closely as possible, are all too common 
in these places. The only purpose they serve is to 
induce.patrons to see how much beer, they can drink 
during the period when they are open. 


With Major the Rey. Jonn Foote, V.C., M-P-P., in 
charge of the campaign to clean up the beverage 
rooms, it would be logical to expect that he will do a 
good job. He has a reputation for forthright action. 
He could not find a better field in which to use his 
talents and his aggressiveness. And with the Prime 
Minister of the Province giving him full backing in 
his efforts, the people of Ontario have the might to 
expect a yast improvement in conditions. 


CITIES CANNOT AFFORD HOUSING 

Public housing, if it involves any form of subsidy, 
whether open or concealed in the form of “services,” 
is something few municipalities in Ontario can afford. — 

Municipal governments are sharply restricted in 
their sources of reyenue, and most Ontario cities, in- 
cluding Ottawa, have this year a higher tax rate than 
ever before. They simply cannot afford to take on 
housing projects which would mean that existing tax- 
payers would be charged on their properties to help 
pay for homes for other people. With the greatest 
possible sympathy for those now badly housed they 
lack the means to do anything about it on any con- 
siderable scale. 


So if we are to have some new plan of public 
housing it must be the responsibility of the Federal 
or provincial authorities, or of both, if local taxes 
are not to pass the present point of hardship and go 
on to virtual piecemeal confiscation. The senior goy- 
ernments with their far greater resources, and a far 
more flexible tax structure, are the only ones capable 
of dealing with this problem. We never have been 
convinced, however, that private enterprise could not 
deal with it adequately if given the opportunity and a 
free hand.—Ottawa Journal. . :

And less than 10 years later this 
woman who would rather be up in 
the air than anywhere else, had 
three flying records to her credit 

What's more, Ruth Nichols isn't 
letting any grass grow under her 
plane as the air age zooms aloug. 
She's out after another distinction 
—this time she’s on her way to be- 
ing the first woman to help act as 


of a four-engine plane. 
But on her latest trip, the Rye, 


Quaker heritage of 300 years, Is 
‘combining flying with a humanit- 
arian mission. On the leisurely 
round-the-world trip, she'll stop in 
21 countries. to study the plight of 
children left hungry and homeless 
by the war. After Miss Nichols 
wings her way back to New York 
she'll reporb to the United Nations 
International Children’s Emergency 
Fund which she is representing. 
And later, she may make a flying 
tour of the United States to appeal 
for funds to feed and clothe foreign 
youngsters. = 


Miss Nichols has plenty 2f com- 
pany on this trip. The DO-4 
which she !s helping pllot with three 
other crewmen is carrying 30 young 
men and women in the first such 
youth hostling trip of its kind. 

When the big plane took off from 
Bradley Field in Windsor Lock. 


Nichols wasn’t at the controls. But 


during: the two month trip. 

In 1931 Miss Nichols was the first | 
woman to-attempt to fly the Atlan- | 
tic ocean, But she didn’t get very 
far. She crashed at Saint Johns, 
New Brunswick, and was seriously 
injured. 

However, it takes more than a 
crash’ to keep a pilot like Miss Ni- 
chols down. Three, months later — 
wearing a plaster cast to keep her 
broken back in shape — She estab- 
lished ‘the world’s long distance ‘re- 
cord for:women. The flight was 
made in a single-engine Lockheed 
and covered nearly two-thousand 
miles: cross-country, 

Later; Miss Nichols was at the 
controls of the same plane when 
she set an altitude record of 30- 
thousand feet. Following that re- 
cord, which was an all-time mark 
for women pilots, Miss Nichols won 
a third distinction by piloting the 

plane at a speed of 210 miles 
an hour, 


“That was pretty fast in those 
days."—She explains—” but it’s al- 
most a crawl compared with the 
speeds of 400 miles an hour and up 
reached these days.” 

" But speed isn't the only thing 
that has changed in the years that 
Miss Nichols has been at the con- 
trols. She believes it's much eas- 
jer to fly now and also much safer 
because of the great strides in aero- 


Miss Nichols likes to talk about 
all the dials, clocks and gadgets in 
the cockpit of the modern plane. 
But years ago, there was little more 
than a compass to guide the pilot. 

For the passenger, there isn’t so

Miss Nichols must have logged 
many thousands of hours of air time, 
But she doesn’t remember just how 
much time she's spent flying every- 
thing from multi-engined planes to 
simple gliders. She holds a com- 
mercial multi-engine rating and was 
the first woman transport pilot. 
Miss Nichols once flew a single-en- 
gine, eight-passenger transport 
plane for the old New York and 
New Enigand Airlines. She is the 
earliest woman pilot still flying. 

Miss Nichols has spent many an- 
fous movents in the air. She re- 
members the time she sighted a 
funnel-like black mass rising above 
the Texas countryside. 


Fearful of being sucked into a 
cyclone, she did some rapid figur- 
ing so as not to get off her course 
and still avoid disaster. Later Miss 
Nichols learned that the cyclone was 
just an old ofl well on fire.

The wastes or broken down ma- 
ferial, of no further use to the 
pody, will be carried away from the 
damaged part more rapidly and 
thrown out of the body. 

When pain and stiffness appears 
“in the muscles following exercise 
the natural thought is that the mu- 

cles need rest, As a matter of fact 
if the muscles are rested the blood 
will gradually remove all the fatique 
products manufactured in the mus- 
cles by the exercise, but it may be 
a matter of days before all the 
waste products causing pain and 
stiffness are removed. A time-saver 
lies in the application of heat, from 
hot cloths or a hot tub bath which 
will dilate the blood vessels, and 
carry away the wastes in a matter 
of hours. 

Where an individual has. been 
taking regular exercise or doing reg- 
ular physical work and then does a 
great amount of physical work or 
exercise, instead of resting a few 
days, he should do ‘light’ exercise 
the next day and use hot applicat- 
ions or take a tub bath as exercise 
and the hot bath open up the blood 
vessels and keep them open. Instead 
of resting two or three days after 
hard exercise the individual, should 
therefore do light work the follow- 
ing day. 

It i; known by research physoilo- 
gists that exercise is the most pow- 
erful and simplest method of dilat- 
ing or opening up the blood ves- 
sel, and thus getting rid of fatigue 
products which cause pain, cramps 
and stiffness in the muscles. And, 
if after the exercise, a hot tub bath

Sugar And Candy Are Good Foods 
Your dentist will tell you that 
the greatest single cause of decay 
in children's teeth is candy and 
sugar retained on the enamel, es- 
pecially between the teeth. Gradu- 
ally the particles penetrates through 
the enamel and the hard coat 
beneath the enamel to inner struc- 
tures of the teeth. 

The first or baby teeth are im- 
portant and should be preserved un- 
til the second or permanent teeth 
are ready to take over. By keeping 
the baby teeth as long as possible 
not only are places ready for the 
permanent teeth but the shape of 
the teeth and the jaw itself ts pre- 
served, : 

Although sugar and candy cause 
teeth decay, if teeth are brushed 
and spaces between teeth rinsed out 
little if any damage will occur to 
the enarfiel covering. If this care is 
taken there is no reason why chil- 
dren should not eat more sugar and 
candy because sugar gives more en- 
ergy in less time than any other 
food. 

One of my “sweetest” memories 
ig getting home from school in the 
afternoon, eating a slice of bread 
and butter covered with brown sug- 
ar, and playing till time for the ey- 
ening ineal on the energy supplied 
by the bread, butter, and: sugar. 

Sugars are great force producers. 
Experiments in the various armies 
show that large quantities of sugars 
in the diet maintain strength, les- 
sen hunger and thirst, and lessen 
the liability to heat exhaustion. So 
rich is sugar in force or fuel value 
that in the West Indies the negroes 
always grow fat during the sugar 
Season, when they chew the cane 
in the fields. 

If, despite work and heat, fat can 
accumulate from eating sugar, we 
can easily see what sugar and can- 
dies can do to those who are oyver- 
weight, And, as stated before, once 
fat gets deposited in the body it be- 
comes hungry for water which in- 
creases the weight. 

Remember, sugar and starches are 
good foods and everyone needs them 
everyday to give energy for work or 
Play. The safeguard is that children 
should be taught to brush teeth and 
rinse mouth after eating sugar and 
candy. Overweights should cut down 
on sugar and candy as both form 
fat tissue which in turn holds li-

During the hot weather, {tf is now 
the custom !n many factories to 
have tablets containing about a 
quarter teaspoonful of table salt 
beside the water tap or cgoler, and 
workers are advised to take a tablet 
every time they take a drink of 
water. It is loss of salt from the 
tissues that causes heat cramps and 
heat prostration or exhaustion. 

Notwithstanding fhe fact’ that 
salt tablets have for years been 
used to prevent heat among -work- 
ers under heat exposure, According= 
ly Dr. W. L. Weaver, Richmond 
Virginia, reports in ‘Southern 
Medical Journal”, the great. suc- 
cess of vitamin C in preventing 
heat prostration in a cellulose fac- 
tory, It became necessary to repair 
the ventilating system in one large 
room with a temperature from 95 to 
100 F., with 50 per cent humidity 
while 42 workers were employed. 
Maintenance workers were brought 
in to repair the pipes and ducts lo- 
cated near the ceiling. The main 
tenance group was given 100 mg. 
vitamin © dally and the regular 
workers, serving as controls, re- 
gular workers, serving as controls, 
received no vitamin C. However both 
the maintenance workers and the 
employees were given 7 grains of 
table salt and 3 grains of dextrose 
sugar) hourly. 

The maintenance workerg aver- 
aged about nine years older than 
the control group and the main- 
tenance workers performed harder 
physical labor. Because ventilation 
was not good during repairs both 
the temperature was 105 F. and the 
highest humidity 84 per cent. Since 
the maintenance group was working 
next to the ceiling they were exposed 
to temperatures from 100 to 120 F. 

During the 29 days it took to 
finish repairs, not one of the 31 men 
receiving ascorbic acid (vitamin ©) 
showed symptoms of heat illness. 
In the control group of 42 workers 
who received salt only 9 cases of 
heat exhaustion developed, None 
of the cases was severe and only 
a few included muscle cramps. , 

Since the use of ascorbic acid, 
100 mg. daily, began nine years ago 
no cases of heat exhaustion have 
occurred. As we study the above 
figures it is, then good sense during 
hot weather to eat more of the the 
foods rich in Vitamin O-fresh raw 
fruits, grape fruit and lemons, raw 
cabbage, lettuce, tomatoes and to- 
mato juice, strawberries.

SELF-DEMAND INFANT FEEDING 

One of the jokes commonly cur- 
rent js that Mrs. Smith ‘must’ 
have perfect children because she 
brings them up by the book.’ Ab 
a matter of fact this bringing child. 
ren up by the book has saved the 
lives of thousands of children for, 
whereas, before mothers were 
taught proper infant feeding, about 
3 in eyery ten children died at birth 


or during the first year. Today only |, 


about 1 in 20 dies during this per- 
fod, 

The first great gain in extending 
the life spari began with the saying 
of the lives of children by proper 
feeding during their first and sec- 
ond years. 

In the Canadian Medical Associa~ 
tion Journal, Dr. ©. K. Rowan-Legg 
Ottawa, states what we all seem to 
forget is that the child hag an em- 
otional life as well as just the phy- 
sical, and needs more than food to 
keep him healthy and happy. “The 
feeding of infants with a definite 
amount of food at fixed intervals 
neglects the emotional side of the 
child's life. Modern psychiartry 
feels that peace and physical plea- 
sure make a more sound founda- 
tion for a stable personality than 
does too early exposure to strict 
discipline and denial.” 


The Infant 1s born with three 
needs—satisfaction of hunger, com- 
fort, affection. Food should be 
given when it needs it and not 
thrust upon it when it doesn’t need 
it. “When the hunger rhythm or 
time arrives and the infant is giv- 
en food, the amount of crying by. 
the child is greatly reduced, which 
makes life easier for the mother.” 

Your family doctor knows, as do 
most mothers, that infants must do 
a certain amount of crying to 
stretch and strengthen the lungs, 
so that if well fed and comfortable, 
a little crying will do no harm, 


Dr, Rowan-Legg points out that 
some infants because of their 
makeup or personality, need to be 
fed at other than the regulation 


|four hours, and if they are hungry 


at three hour intervals and not at 
four hours, the mother should tell 
this to her doctor or children's spe- 
cialist, who will make the necessary 
adjustments as to amount of food 
and intervals between feedings. 

While infant feeding is the most 
important part {n building a heal- 
thy infant, comfort and affection 
closely follow. ; 

In maternity hospitals where the 
nurses give infant children “cud- 
dling affection” when the mother ts 
too weak to do so, mother and in- 
fant leave the hospital in better 
condition physically and emotion- 
ally.

Lausanne, Switzerland -(NEA) De- 
spite a formal decision to recess 
until the middle of July, negotiat- 
jons that may change the course 
of history in the Middle East con- 
tinue in this picturesque Swiss sum- 
mer resort. For the past nine weeks, 
Arabs and Israelis have been at- 
tempting under United Nations au- 
spices to reach a Palestine seéttle- 
ment, 


For want of a conciliatory ges- 
ture on either side, and talks have 
deadlocked. Arabs and Israelis, as 
well as the Palestine Conciliation 
Commission, are most anxious not 
to break the thread of conciliation. 
Thus informal talks will continue 
here until mid-Jyly, when formal 
negotiations will reopen, 

The broad issues which divide the 
Arabs from the Jews are: 

1, The return of more than 3650,- 
000 Arab refugees who fled Israell- 
held territory during the war. (The 
Arabs estimate there are about 
760,000 homeless refugees,) 

2, The internationalization of 
Jerusalem to assure protection of 
holy places, 

3. Territorial adjustments,

cated by rivalry in the Middle East, 
among Soviet Russia, the United 
States and Great Britain and the 
Vatican because of territorial claims 
and the internationalization of Jer- 
usalem, but also with Washington, 
hitherto its sponsor and chief pro- 
tector.

EASTEND, SASK., --(BUP)- -Four 
men here today were digging ‘at the 
edge of a rayine for bones that 
would turn back the pages of history 
about forty million years. 

They were searching for fossils 
of animals that roamed the prairies 
millions of years after the dinosaurs 
had died out and the great “{niand 
sea which once coyered the prairies 
had receded to the Gulf of Mexico.

WHEAT YIELD MAY BE 
LOWER THAN FORECAST 

This year’s total wheat yield in| 
the United States may be down 
from earlier expectations — but) 
prospects for corn production are 
Surprisingly high. 

That gives you a quick stmmary 
of the July inventory compiled for} 
the Department of Agricuiture by 
its crop reporting board. 

The wheat yieid is estinated new 
at 148 mills. bushels under che} 
June tenth estimate —owing to the| 
damaging work of insects, disease, | 
and iainy weather du ing the early} 
days of the harvest. 

Even so, the crop is expected to 
total one billion, 189 million bush- 
els — the third largest in the na- 
tion’s history. 

That means, of course, that U-S 
Seeretary of Agriculture Brannan 
will have to make a decision, prob- 
ably this week, on 1950 acreage con- 
trols, 

The report on corn is more sur- 
prising than that on wheat... - 
‘The acreage is two per cent above 
what farmers reported they intend- 
ed to plant early last spring. The 
yield is expected to reach the near- 
retord level of three million, 530 
thousand bushels. 

Cotton acreage is given as one- 
seventh larger than in 1948 
Rice sets a new record in both ac- 
reage and production .. . -hay out 
put will be slightly less than last 
year, but last year’s crop set a new 
all-time high.

Winter Wheat in Ontario 

Winter wheat {s a profitable crop 
in Ontario, but {t requires good 
farming practices to yield the best 
returns. No farmer should, be satis- 
fied with a crop of less than 40 
bushels per acre unless he is sure 
he has cone everything that he can 
to produce high yields, says A.G. O. 
Whiteside, Cereal Division, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

Winter wheat should be grown on 
well drained land which is in good 
heart. If wheat is to follow sod, 
ploughing should be done early to 
ensure the complete rotting of the 
sod before seeding time. On land 
which bas been manured or has 
grown legumes, 
150 to 200 lbs, per acre should be 
beneficial, as phosphates are taken 
up by the wheat plant early in the 
fall and assist it to resist winter 
injury. It must be kept in mind that 
the wheat plant needs nitrogen to 


produce high yields. Where this 1s | 
apt to be low a complete fertilizer | 


such as 2-12-6 or 2-12-10 at 250 to 
300 lbs per acre applied with a 
fertilizer attachment is recommend- 
ed. In tests made on farms using a 
2-12-10 fertilizer at 250 labs, per 
acre, no increase to double the yield | 
have been obtained 


Cornell 595 has outyielded Daw- | 


son's Golden Chaff by 2 1-2 bush- 
els per acre on the average for five 
years in tests conducted under the 
auspices of the Ontario Winter

from 7 to 10 different locations 
each year. It has been highly resis- 
tant to lose smut commonly found 
on Dawson's Golden Chaff. Both 
varieties are recommended for the 
main wheat growing areas except 
where the red bearded variety, 
Genesse Reliable in southern On- 
tario may still be favoured. In East- 
ern Ontario where winter condit- 
fons are more severe the extra 
winter hardines of Rideau favours 
this variety. 

Winter wheat is seeded at 6 to 8 
pecks per acre at the end of August 
to the third week in September de- 
pending on the locality. The aver- 
age date for best results is the first 
week of September. Only in the 
southerly part of the province will 
the later seedings be satisfactory. 
The lower rate is recommended only 
for the better soils. The seed should 
be thoroughly cleaned to remove 
weed seéds and small diseased and 
broken kernels, It should be treat- 
ed with mercurial dust to control 
stinking smut and other seed-borne 
diseases. Loose smut ts not control- 
led by this treatment. Where this 
is troublesome, secure seed from a 
crop free from this disease, where 
the hot water treatment can be ap- 
plied this will control loose smut,

FREEZING FRUITS 
AND VEGETABLES 

Freezing fruits and vegetables is 
becoming an increasingly popular 
method of preserving. It is labour- 
saving and foods preserved in this 
Way retain much of their original 
| colour and flavour and their orig- 
|inal food value. 
| Some vegetables freeze better 
than others, Asparesus,’ beans, peas, 
spinach and whole kernel corn are 
particularly good. The vegetables 
usually eaten raw; celery, tomatoes, 
lettuce and cucumber should not 
be frozen. Root vegetables are eas- 
ily stored and should not take up 
valuable locker space. 

Among fruits, berries, sour cher- 
ries and rhubarb freeze well. Pea- 
ches require special treatment to 
prevent discoloration, Pears are not 
satisfactory when frozen. 

Like everything else, there are a 
few “tricks of the trade” in freezing, 
| and these are explained fully in the 
revised printing of “Freezing Fruits 
and Vegetables,” a publication pre- 
pared by the Consumer Section of

$285,000 Party for Perle 


» That’s Conservative Guess at What It Will Cost 
To Set Mrs. Mesta Up in Diplomatic Business— 
But She’ll Probably Spend a Lot More of Her Own 


By DOUGLAS LARSEN 

Washington — (NEA) — Uncle 
Sam is going to finance just about 
one intimate afternoon tea party 
for Perle Mesta when she gets to 
Luxembourg. 

After that, she'll be dipping into 
her own pocketbook — which can 
stand plenty of dipping —if she 
wants to maintain the same party- 
throwing standard which has made 
her the Number 1 hostess In Wash- 

> ington. She'll only be allowed $3000 
for entertainment. 

President Truman hasn't yet an- 
nounced what Mrs. Mest’s salary 
is to be or what size staff she'll 
have. He can set her salary any- 
where from $25,000 to $10,000. 
There's practically no limit to the 
staff he can give her. 

Just what it's golng to cost the 
U. S. Treasury to set Mrs. Mesta up 
in diplomatic business, aside from 
her salary, is hard to estimate. Until 
now, Luxembourg has had only the 
counselor treatment from the U.S 
In diplomatic language, that ain't 
much. And {t has been handled a- 
cross the border from the embassy 
in Belgium 

For the first time in American 
diplomatie history, Mrs. Mesta will 
bring legation-type relations to the 
285,000 Luxembourgers. And that’s 
going to cost considerably more. 
Having a legation in a country ds 
only slightly less than the best the 
U.S. can do, an embassy being the 
tops. 

Tt’s hard to estimate the Increas- 
ed cost of this because the two 
buildings—a palatial home and an 
office building—which will house 
Mts. Mesta and her aides were ob- 
tained by the U. S. in a complicat- 
ed reverse lend-lease deal. The 
best informed experts say that it 
will probably cost well over $1 per 
year per Luxembourger, however, 
for our new relations with them. 
That would make {t more than 
$285,000, a conservative guess.

It has been completely redecorated 
for its new mistress, But, at that, 
they say, 1t isn't quite ag fancy as 
the house she’s been living in in 
Washington which has cost her 
more than $500 a month rental. 

When she takes over, early next 
fall, she will find already on hand 
five American State Department 
employees and eight Luxembourg- 
ers. That includes five clerks, a cook, 
a chauffeur and m# janitress.

The Rome YMCA has 800 adult 
Members and 300 boys, ranging 
from nine to 17 years. Theorettic- 
ally ch,ildren are required to attend 
school until they are 14, but it is 
an open secret that thousands are 
taken from school by their narents 
at the age of ten, and put to work. 
Graziani feels that the Y can do 
much good with these. 

The Y occupies a one-time palace 
which has a large gym; boxing ring; 
a basketball court and softball field; 
several table tennis tables; comf- 
ortable reading rooms; a well-stock- 


ed library with books in English 
French and German; and a snack 
bar. 

Intellectual activities include vis- 
its to museums and Roman ruins, 
confereces, concerts, language clas- 
ses, a stamp club, a camera club 
with its well-equipped lab, a moun- 
tain-climbing club, and a jazz-band 
club. 

Graziani gives great credit to the 
GI's who were here during the war 
for popularizing team games with 
young Italians. It is his ambition 
to train teams in every town and 
village in the country.. 

“The problem of youth,” he says, 
“is as great as it ever was. The 
aim of the Y. M, C. A. in Italy ts 
not only to break down certain ideas. 
carried over from the old regime, 
but also to create a new outlook 
on life for the boys and young 
men.”

Helicopters Would Speed Delivery 


of, Equipment From 


WASHINGTON -(NEA)- Flying 
supplies direct from the factory 
loading platform to the battlefield 
is the latest transportation idea 
under study by the services, 

Here's the way it would work: 

Guns, ammunition, food, first 
ald supplies, even tanks, would be 
packed into detached airplane fuse- 
lages - pods - at the factory. Giant 
helicopters would settle down to 
the loading platforms, attach them- 
selves to the pods and carry them 
to the nearest airporrt. 

Planes designed for the job would 
pick up the pods and fly them 
overseas for delivery to the airport 
nearest the battlefield. 

Helicopters would again pick up 
the detached, packed fuselages and 
deliver them straight to the com- 
bat area. 

This method could get emergency. 
supplies from the factory to troops 
in combat four or five times faster 
than the quickest emergency de- 
liverie; which were made during 
World War IL.

Factory to Front 


‘The XH-16, the giant helicopter 
to fly detachable pods, is now being 
built for the services by the Pia- 
secki Helicopter Corp, in Philadel_ 
phia. Fairchild Aircraft Corp, is 
building the plane for the job, the 
XC-120. The new problem is how 
to make a detachable fuselage with 
interchangeable fittings that can 
be used by both types of aircraft 
‘This is said by Air Force engineers 
to be a relatively simple engineer- 
ing job. 


A third possibility is to make 
the pods attachable to a truck so 
they can moye along highways if 
that should be necessary. 


The Army and Air Force have 
financed the Fairchild project, 
which is aimed at improving and 
speeding airborne operations. It in- 
volves quick delivery of complete 
compact units such as communicat- 
ions centers, first ald stations and 
command posts, as well as supplies 
-An enormous amount of time is 
expected to be saved in the hand.

All three services are financing 
the Plasecki company in the con- 
struction of a huge two-rotor hell- 
copter to use with a detachable 
fuselage, And many large business 
firms are just as interested in the 
idea. The advantage of fast air de- 
livery from the factory to customer 
is obvious. Many cities are also try- 
ing to buy them for suburban air- 
mail deliveries. 

Since the war the Navy and Mar- 
ine Corps have done most with the 
development of the large helicopter. 
It has proved so successful for the 
Navy in rescue and reconnaissance, 
that the helicopter has completely 
supplanted the catapult sea plane 
on all of the Navy’s ships. 


Extensive tests and mock combat, 
by the Marines have shown that 
assaults against beaches with the 
troops carried in large helicopters 
are faster, and cheaper in liyes 
and money, than with standard 
landing craft. 

A big Plasecki helicopter costs 
about $125,000. Its range is about 
250 miles and its speed is a little 
more than 100 miles-per-hour. 


New York Court Reporter Leaves 
His Shorthand Signature All Over

New York —(NEA)—You think 
Kilroy gets around? He’s a piker. 

Scrawled on the Sphinx in 
Egypt are some shorthand hifero- 
glyphics. Translated, they read: — 
Morris I. Kligman. 

Deep in the dungeon of the castle 
of Chillon in Switzerland are some 
ecrawly marks. Like the Sphinx’s 
copy, they mean: Morris I. Klig- 
man. 

In a sweltering hotel on the island 
of Bali, the guest register 1s signed 
with the same shorthand signature: 
Morris I. Kligman. 

Egyptians, Swiss and Balinese 
may wonder who is this Morris I. 
Kligman — that is, if they can read 
shorthand. Actually, the man who 
out-Kilroys Kilroy is a crack New 
York court tenographer, who's de- 
voted his annual three-month vaca- 
tion for the past 19 years, to travel. 

During that time, he's trekked 
1,000,000 miles across five continents 
and through more than 30 countries. 
Wherever he goes, he drops into 
local courts to see fw the other 
half scrivens, and to}leave his wavy 
John Hancock as a!memento that 
Kligman was there. 

At 39, Kilgman fs an official court 
reporter for the U. S. district court. 
Right now, he’s busily writing °50,- 
000 words a day in the trial of the 
11 Communist leaders, 

Court reporters {n other countries 
Jead a different life. In Ball, Klig- 
man discovered his counterpart sits 
on the bench beside the judge and, 


after taking down the testimony, 
instructs the judge what sentence to 
pass, 

A court reporter who can step up 
his speed as fast as 300 words a 
minutes as Kligman often does, must 
keep his hand flexible even while 
holidaying. So he takes along nov- 
els printed entirely in shorthand. 

During one Mediterranean cruise, 
he was sprawled in a deck-chair 
reading a shorthand ‘Robinson 
Crusoe.” The lady in the next chair, 
glancing over his shoulder, wondered 
aloud if that stuff there was Ara- 
bic. 

She wouldn't believe his explana- 
tion that it was shorthand. To 
convince her, and the other spec- 
tators, Kligman got a copy of the 
English yersion of Défoe's novel 
from the ship's lbrary. 

Then, with cocktails bet and a 
committee of three sitting in judge- 
ment, Kligman and the lady read 
the same passages of the novel a- 
Joud—he from his copy, she from 
the regulation one, 

Not only did Klgman convince 
the judges and the skeptical lady 
that he was, indeed, reading “Rob- 
inson Crusoe” in shorthand, but he 
read if faster than she read the 
English. 

This’ feat was nothing to a man 
who has been through what Klig- 
man has. Once, dressed formally, he 
reported a swank Park Avenue se- 
ance, but the spirits weren't in a 
dictating mood.

And today Mrs, Roosevelt's reply

anti-Catholic or anti-any religious 
group. 

And her letter continued in these 
words: “I assure you that I have 
no sense of being ‘an unworthy Am- 
erlcan mother’ ” the final judg- 
ment, my dear Cardinat Spellman,

THOSE GARDEN PLOTS PAY OFF! 

This is the time of year when those back yard 
gardens begin to come into their own and the boys 
who have expended the effort to plant one are begin- 
ning to enjoy the fruits their efforts.. While this has 
been rather a difficult year for gardeners locally, it 
has not been so bad that a fair amount of produce is 
now maturing--some yields being exceptionally good 
despite the drought which retarded growth for weeks. 

There is something definitely tastier about. the 
vegetables grown in our own “back fifty” than those 
we harvest from the nation’s fruit and vegetables coun- 
ters with all due respect to the efficjency of the trade. 
Perhaps it Is because they are fresh from. the cool,- 
moist earth and have lost none of their natural flavor 
through exposure to the rigors of a long trip across 
country by truck or train, a damaging trip usually ex- 
perienced by ‘“‘boughten” vegetables, ‘And, then, per- 
haps it’s because “we grew them ourselves”. What- 
ever the reason for the choiceness of the home-grown 
varieties, it. is an indisputable fact that they do taste 
more like the real thing,, so much so, that the back-- 
breaking effort required to bring them to maturity is 
soon forgotten as we are comfortably refueled by the 
revitalizing energy they provide, 


Others Say 


HOME BUILDING AT HIGH LEVEL 
One can harly help being impressed by the number 
of new homes mushrooming in Orillia this season. 
The local picture apparently is a reflection of the 
whole Canadian scene, for the statistical story is that 
residential construction in Canada has been moving at 
a high pace this year. : 

For the first three months of 1949, it showed sub- 
stantial gains oyer a year in both the number of 
dwelling units completed and the number on which 
construction was started. The number of units com- 
pleted during the quater, estimated by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics at 17,800, showed an increase of 
6,800 over the number of-completions during the same 
quarter last year. The percentage gain amounted to 
54 per cent. The number of units started during the 
quarter increased from 6,700 a year ago to 8,400 this 
year, a gain of 26 per cent. 

All regions of the Dominion shared in the increase 
in the number of units completed during the first 
quatter of this year. Completions in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces more than doubled as Gompared with the first 
quarter of 1948, the total moving up from 496 units 
to 1,160 units.. A marked increase was also recorded 
in the number of units completed in Quebec, the total 
rising from 2,887 a year ago to 4,604 this year. The 
Same was true in Ontario, where completions increased 
from 4,098 in the first three months of last year to a 
total of 6,896 in the comparative period of the current 
year. In. the Prairie Provinces and in British Colum- 
bia, the number of completions increased from 1,899 
to 2,897 and from 2,189 to 2,769, respectively.

Raps Liquor 
Policy In 
Ontario 


Toronto, July 27 (BUP)--The 
United Church of Canada finds 
little to praise in the Ontario 
Government's Liquor Policy. 

Revered Doctor J, R, Mutchmor, 
head of the Board of Evangelism 
and Social Service of the United 
Church, commented today on the 
two-day conference of 34 liquor 
inspectors with Chief Inspector 
G. K. Graham and Commissioner 
Arthur Welsh. 

Doctor Mutchmor said that the 
Liquor Control Board can not 
hope to clean up what he termed 
“Ontario's drunken mess induced 
by the Drew-Blackwell Liquor 
Law of 1946.” 

The United Ohurch spokesman 
said that drunkenness has doub- 
Jed since the Liquor Act was pas- 
sed. And Doctor Mutchmor gald 
that the problem is one of policy 
and not administration. 

He said that the problem should 
be attacked by the Ontario Cab- 
Mnet andthe Liquor Act amended 
to close bars earlier in the evening 
and to prohibit the sale of hard 
liquor by the glass.

(British United Bress), 
George Bernard Shaw celebrated 
his 93rd birthday Tuesday by telling 
friénds that he wil certainly live 
to be 100. 


The day marked a double event 
for Shaw --his birthday and a vic- 
tory over auction sale bargain hun- 
ters, 

It was hard to say which pleased 
the bearded playwright most. 

The auction sale victory tickled 
Shaw because, in his incredible 
career of»more=than 75, years as-a 
writing man, he has become known 
as the most rigidly businesslike of 
all successful authors. 

He is a rich man. His income tax 
is in the highest bracket in England. 
He lives in a large beautifully-kept 
mansion. There are two cars in his 
garage, one of them a Rolls Royce, 

But his eye for a royalty payment 
has neyer dimmed. Anywhere in the 
World where there is a Shaw play 

“being performed, the Sage of Ayot 
St. Lawrence is there in spirit wat- 
ching the till for his share, 

When he moyed out of his town 
flat in-London he decided to sell a 
lot of his books and papers. 

A good estimate of their value 
‘was around 4-thousand dollars. 

That's didn’t satify Shaw. To a 
limited edition of Hamlet, worth 
about 60-dollar he added an 8U0~ 
word essay on the blank leayes in 
the front. Up went the price by. 
400. 


His first edition of Lawrence's 
“Seven Pillars of Wisdom” had an- 
other notation in Shaw’s hand. It

He appealed to other unions not 
to unload or transport what he 
called any “black” cargoes of coal. 
Union tugmen backed his appeal 
by refusing to guide the freighter 


into port. 
The coal stoppage, allegedly 
Communist-led, has crippled a 


large portion of Australian indus- 
try and caused widespread unem- 
Ployment in the midst of a cold 
winter. 


Alarmed --- 


Britain's press is alarmed at 
what it calls “dangerous proposals 
in the United States Congress for 
cutting the arms aid to Europe. 

Many newspapers say. that the 


world-wide Gommunist offensive 
hag not slackened. 
Daily Telegraph says: “A year 


ago the menace of Communism, 
led and organized by Russia, was 
uppermost in the minds of all 


Americans. “Today there seems to. 


be an impression that Commun- 
ism is on the retreat, or at least 
that the danger of a “hot” war 
has receded.” 

The newspaper adds: President 
Truman 1s right in contending 
that {t would be disastrous to 
slacken safety precautions. The 
Communist offensive has changed 
in some respects its tactics, but 
not its strategy.” 

The Telegraph says the Com- 
munist grip on Soviet satellites in 
Central Europe is becoming more 
vicious every day.

A spectacular fire that gutted a 
photographer's studio and threat- 
ened an important Lindsay busi- 
ness block Friday a.m. has caused 
an estimated $6,000 damage.

Russia Makes 
New Peace 
Pact Plea 


Russia has again hinted for a 
peace pact with the United States. 

The plea was voiced by the of- 
ficial Russian newspaper in Berlin 
which speaks editorially only with 
the approval of Moscow. The 
newspaper asked why the United 
States refuses to sign a pact of 
peace with the Soviet Union 

In a front page editorial, the 
Russian newspaper also denounced 
the Atlantic Defense Pact as an 
aggressive military bloc — and 
charged that the alllance is di- 
rected against the Soviet Union. 

This comment is the first Rus- 
aian reaction in Berlin to ratifi- 
cation of the pact by the United 
States Senate. 

The editorial says the Soviet 
Union never threatened or attack- 
ed anyone. And — the Russian 
newspaper says — “It's simply 
laughable” to say that the Soviets 
threaten Italy, France or the Uni- 
ted States. (BUP)

Native Of Victoria County | 
Makes Good On Parliament Hill 


Tm its weekly feature, “man of the 
week” the Montreal Standard re- 
cently played up the life story of a 
native of Victoria County. We found 
it of special interest and you pro- 
bably will too. Here it is: 

In the public mind the name of 
the Department of External Af- 
fairs conjures up visions of diplo- 
mats in striped pants and states- 

ez delivering speeches at inter- 
national conferences. Behind the 
diplomats and the speechmakers, 
however, stands a group of less 
publicized men. They are the ex- 
(perts and scholars who provide 
the Instructions for the diplomats 
and the background upon which 


the statesmen make their de- 
cisions, 
One member of this relatively 


anonymous band {is R. A. MacKay, 
a former Dalhousie University 
professor who now heads the Com- 
monwealth division of the External 
Affairs Department. 

When External Affairs Minister 
L. B. Pearson attended the con- 
ference of Commonwealth prime 
ministers in London in April, Mac- 
Kay accompanied him. During the 
negotiations leading to the entry of 
Newfoundland into Confederation 
(MacKay was the government's 
chief advisér on political aspects of 
the union. For about 18 months be- 
fore the union took place, he de- 
voted himself almost solely to New- 
foundland problems. 

Like many of the other men who 
do the back room jobs for the 
government, MacKay came to the 
public service from a university. He 
had been professor of government 
and politcial science at Dalhousie in 
Halifax for 20 years before enter- 
ing the External Affair, Depart- 
ment on a full time basis in 1947. 

Robert Alexander MacKay was 
born on a farm in Victoria county 
near Lindsay, Ont., on Jan. 2, 1894. 
@ Bevin been required to do farm 

chores throughout his boyhood 
years, young MacKay came to the 
conclusion that there must be me- 
thods of making a living which re- 
quired less of a muscular output. 
After attending local public and 
high schools, he decided to go on to 
the university. 

‘Teacher At 17 

The decision, however, was not 
enough. To earn the necessary mon- 
ey, MacKay took on the job of 
teaching all subjects to 20 students 
in a one-room rural school near the 
village of Woodville. Since he was 
only 17 at the time he started to 
teach, the two-year interlude as a 
schoolmster did not retard his edu- 
ction unduly. In 1913 he entered 
the University of Toronto and head- 
ed toward a degree in modern his- 
tory. 

MacKay’s academic career was 
delayed further when he enlisted in 
1015 as a gunner in the 43rd Bat- 
tery of the RCA. He had been at- 
tracted by the recruiting posters 
which had advised “Join the Artil- 
lery and Ride.” He soon learned 
that only the drivers rode in the ar- 
tillery of the day. He also discov- 
ered that an artilleryman's job con- 
sisted chiefly of Srooming horses, 
polishing harness and cleaning the 
guns. 

The 43rd Battery was in on al- 
most all of the big shows in which 
the Canadians saw action in World 
War I. After going overseas in 
March, 1916, MacKay was at Ypres, 
the Somme, Vimy, Paaschaendule, 
Amiens, Arras - Cambrai. He mis- 
sed Hill 70 only because he happen- 
ed to be sick at the time. 

MacKay describes his promotion 

Dio the rank of sergeant as being 
“solely the result of survival’ How- 
ever, the military records show that 
he was mentioned in dispatches and 
recommended for a commission. He 
wag taking an officers’ training 
course in England when the war en- 
ded, 

Back in Oanada in 1919, he re- 
turned to his studies in Toronto, 
After graduating {n history in 1920, 
he taught for a year at Upper Can- 
ada College. In 1921 he was award- 
ed a fellowship to Princeton, where 
he took the Ph. D degree in 1924, 
Wrote Thesis On Senate 

The subject of hig Ph. D thesis 
was the Canadian Senate. This work 
still 16 referred to by senators in 
favorable terms, possibly Ag a result

brought about by MacKenale King's 
announcement at the time that he 
Was going to reform the Senate. 
MacKay ruefully confesses that he 
put in the word “Unreformed” to 
protect against the status of the 
Senate changing before the book 
appeared, Since today the Senate 
still is unreformed, his caution pro- 
ved to be unnecessary. 

MacKay remained on at Prince- 
ton in the department of politics for 
@ year, then went to Cornell as an 
assistant professor of government. 
In 1927 he wag appointed to the 
chair of the government and politi- 
cal science at Dalhousie. Apart from 
periods spent on special govern- 
ment assignments, he remained at 
Dalhousie until hi; appointment as 
head of the Commonwealth division 
18 months ago. 

In 1937 he was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Rowell-Sirois Commis- 
sion. With the other four members 
of the commission he studied Do- 
minion-Provinclal relations 
the years 1937-40, touring the coun- 
try and listening to briefs of scores 
of organizations, A member of the 
commission’s secretariat recently 
described MacKay as having made 
“about the most solid contribution 
of anyone to the work.” It was Mac= 
Kay who edited the final report 
which the commission presented to 
‘the government. 

During the war MacKay again 
wag called to Ottawa to do special 
work in the External Affairs De- 
partment. This was in 1943 when 
Newfoundland had assumed a new 
significance as a result of the pre- 
sence of about 5,000 Canadian troops 
on the island and the existence of 
Canadian air fields there. As a re- 
sult of this experience, {t was nat- 
ural that he should be brought to 
Ottawa in 1947 on a full-time basis 
when the Newfoundland negotiat- 
ions were getting under way, 
Drafted Briefs On Union 

For more than a year until the 
Newfoundland agreement was sign- 
ed, MacKay ate, lived, and slept 
Newfoundland. He drafted innu- 
™merable briefs on all phases of the 
problems raised by the union, News- 
Ppapermen soon learned that he was 
the man to go to for background 
and his telephone jangled constan- 
tly. Prime Minister St, Laurent pald 
tribute to MacKay in the Commons 
on April 1, the day of union. 

“I feel that all members of the 
public service would also agree that 
special mention should be made of 
the able and devoted service which 
ha, been giyen day in and day out, 
and often far into the night, by Dr. 


R. A. MacKay, of the Department pee 
of External Affairs,” sald St, Lau- Irving Horowitz -- 39-year-old 
manufacturer of women’s under- 


rent. 

In addition to having written a 
number of papers in the fields of 
government and politics, MacKay 
has three books to his credit. With 
E. B. Rogers he wrote “Canada 
Looks Abroad,” a study of Can- 
adian foreign policy; and with S, 
A. Saunders. “The Modern World,” 
an introductory university text on 
politics and economics. The third 
which he edited for the Royal In- 
stitute of International Affairs, is 
entitled, “Newfoundland —Econo- 
mic, Political and Strategic studies.” 

MacKay’, scholarship achieved 
national recognition when he was 
made fellow of the Royal Soclety 
of Canada {n 1944, During 1945 he 
served as president of the Canadian 
Political Science Association, 

In 1924 MacKay married Mary 
Kathleen Junkin whom he had 
known since high school days. They 
have three sons and one daughter. 
MacKay flew back from the Com- 
monwealth conference in London a 
few weeks p~) in time for the grad- 
uation fro) ‘alhouste of his eldest 
daughter, Mary Margaret.

Truman Would Arm Europe

The big question in the United 
States thi, week is President Tru- 
man’s demand for an arms pro- 
gramme for Europe, 

He has asked Congress to ap- 


'|prove a 1-billion 450-million dollar 


programme. 

He says the arms are to help free 
nations of the world make them- 
selves secure against the threat of 
What Truman calls “Communist 
Conspiracy” and the “Massed mili- 
tary might of the Soviet Union.” 

Congress ig highly critical of the 
programme, but the President sent 
a 3-thousand work message arguing 
that the programme ig necessary. 
He says no free nation is safe 
while the Soviet Union maintains 
one of the largest peacetime armies 
in history. 

In unusually strong words, Pre- 
sident Truman says that Russia 
has “Deliberately created an at- 
mosphere of fear and danger” in 
Europe. 

He says that in the face of what 
has occurred in Greece, where 
Communists Rebels are fighting 
the Government, and in Berlin and 
in Iran, the nations of Western 
Europe need American Arms. 

The President says: “These na- 
tions have seen what the Soviet 
Union has done to countries for 
which it professed friendship and 
\ th which it was recently allied. 
“They have observed how a Com- 
munist coup d'etat, can overthrow, 
at one stroke, the democratic lib- 
erties and the political independ- 
ence of a friendly nation,” 

The President did not give de- 
tails of the proposed military pro- 


gram, but the State Department, in, 


an acompanying special report, said 
it would work this way: 

Western Europe members of the 
North Atlantic pact would get 1- 
billion-93-million dollars. Each na- 
tion’s share would be decided later. 

Greece, Turkey, Iran, The Phili- 
ppines and Korea would get 300 
million dollars. 

A special emergency fund of 45- 
million would be created for un- 
foreseen developments. 

The arms would not include any 
atomic information. 

Canada is to be included in the 
arms programme. 

The Dominions is grouped with 
South American Republics and cer- 
taln countries in the near east, 
South Asia and the Far East which 
will be able to obtain 100-million 
dollars ih military aid from the 
United States. 

Canada and the other countries 
will have to agree to pay for the 
equipment and material before del- 
ivery, but they will not be called on 
to tle up their dollars before del- 
ivery is made.

WIZARD PILOT 


All wartime veterans and memb- 
ers of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force were shocked when they read 
the sad news that an ace Australian 
pilot, Charlie -Scherf, died in an 
accident in Sydney recently. 

For Charlie Schert’s daring ex- 
ploits when attached to the Royal 
(Canadian alr force during the war 
are written into the records of air 
Force Annals in bold pint. 

Today members of the R C A F's 
city of Edmonton squadron, with 
whom Scherf flew, are recounting 
tales of his daredevil attacks on the 
enemy, 

Scherf, they said, was a “Wizard 
Pilot.” When’ he left the R OC A F 
he carried with him the D-S-O, D- 
F-C, and bar, and had shot down 
22 enemy planes over Europe. 

Fellows like Gordon Williamson, 
Edmonton radio sports commentat- 
or who was the city of Edmonton 
squadron public relations officer, 
Sald news of Scherf’s death was 
“just like a punch helow the belt.” 

Williamson recailed thac Scherf 
was @ modest fellow. He would just 
as soon play snooker for hours jn 

@ine early morning instead of going 
to bed after a hard night's flying, 

He wa, a determined, scientific 
combat pilot, and on ona occasion, 
Williamson said, he destroyed an 
enemy plane without firing a shot. 
This was done by chasing the enemy 
so relentlessly that he became des- 
perate and crashed his aircraft into 
the ground, . 

High in the memories of Scherf's 
Edmonton flying mates 1s the story 
of how the Australian fighter ace 
obtained permission to fly on a “48” 
with the Edmonton: squadron after 
he had left Jt with a tour completed 
and) sayen planes to his credit. 

Scherf, who was a squadron Jead- 
er, told his mates on his return 
that the "48" would be his last trip. 

@So he went out and downed five 
aircraft in one sweel. That's not 
the end, though. He made three 
“last trips’. And got a 15 enemy 
plane to boost hig total to 22, 

Another Scherf epic involves 
himself and a Vancouver pilot, 
Squadron Leader Howle Cleveland, 
They went out and destroyed the

“Russia Would Lift Curtain 


Long Enough To Get Trade 


(British United ress) 

The Russians apparently are 
willing to lift the tron curtain long 
enough to get in some trade with 
the Western democracies, 

The Soviels have shown for some 
{ime a desire to boost trade with all 
the Western countries, and at the 
moment, they're in the midst of 
trade talks with Britain, France 
and Italy. 

Only last Monday, Premier Stal- 
jn had a half-an-hour talks with 
the new British Ambassador to Rus- 
sia, Sir. David Kelly. Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky and 
British Minister Jeoffrey Harrison 
were present, and the conversations 
are sald to have taken place in a 
good atmosphere. The talks are 
largely regarded as having been a 
prelude to negotiations to expand 
trade between Britain and Russia. 

Britain would stand to profit con- 
siderably by increased trade with 
Russia. Her present dilemma is cau- 
sed by the necessity of buying such 
a large volume of goods from the 
dollar area countries --the United 
States and Canada, Some of those 
goods, notably agricultural products 
might well be obtained from Eastern 
European countries in the Soviet 
orbit. 

The Russians also seem anxious 
to Increase their trade with the Uni- 
ted States. On July 4th, Admiral 
Alan G. Kirk, United States Am- 
bassador to Russia, presented his 
credentials to Nikolai M. Shvernik 
(Shyair'anik), president of the So- 
viet Union Shvernik took the op- 
portunity to tell Kirk that Russia 
was prepared to receive with inter- 
est any United ‘States proposals 
designed to broaden trade between 
the two countries. 

America’s Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson promptly answered that 
the United States had placed no re- 
strictions on trade with Russia be- 
yond halting shipments of materials 
with a war potential. He suggested 
that Russia show her sincerity by 
lifting her own export restrictions- 
for instance the restiction of man- 
@anese. Acheson's reply seemed to 
indicate that the United States 


would co-operate in any sincere ef- 


fort to boost trade with Russia, but | 


that {t wanted a more concrete of- 
fer, 

One trade barrier between East 
and West already has been lowered 
-A couple of wecks ago, a trade 
treaty between Poland, Russia's 
largest satellite, and the Western 
zones of Germany, was announced. 


Russia's anxiety to boost trade | 
with the West {is easy to understand | 


There is increasing evidence that 
the Molotoy plan, formed to coun- 
teract the Marshall Plan, has not 
brought the promised prosperity 
either to Russia or its Satellites. So- 


viet industrial production, though | 


apparently increasing, still is instif- 
ficient for Russia’s own needs, let 
alone the needs of the predomin- 
antly - agricultural Satellite nat- 


fons. Trade with the industrial west | 


has become a must. 

The West also has a lot to gain by 
increased trade with Russia. Wes- 
tern Europe is largely industrial, 
and could well use the farm pro- 


| ducts-of the East, It only remains 


to be seen whether the details for 


boosting East-West trade can be | 


worked out with Russia. 

The chances are they can -- be- 
cause the Soviet Union has been 
showing a more conciliatory atti- 
tude toward the democracies for the 
past six months. First there was the 
agreement to lift the Berlin block- 
ade. Then there Was the four-pow- 
er meeting in Paris in June, in 
which Russia demonstrated a con- 
siderably more amiable attitude 
than in the past. Next there was 
the agreement by Russia over a 
peace treaty for Austria, which 
now {ts being worked out in Paris. 
And finally, thére was the cordial 
reception recently given the United 
States Military Governor for Ger- 
many, John J. McCloy, by the Rus- 
slans. 4 

None of this, of course, means 
that Russia is softening her funda- 
mental attitudes. But it does in- 
dicate that all is not rosy behind the 
fron curtain --that Russia is willing 
to lift it just enough to get a little 
much-needed trade with the west.

WINNIPEG, MAN. ---(BUP)--- 
While Canada {ts known throughout 
the world for her productive capac- 
ity in wheat, produce, and lumber, 
until recently relatively little in- 
terest had been shown in her pot- 
ential of] resources. : 


But officials in Alberta have op- 
enly predicted that Canada’s oll 
production would soon change the 
picture of the national economy of 
the country.

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Q. How can I remove grass stains? 
A. Rub the garments with molas- 
ses, roll up for an hour, and then 
wash in warm water and soap suds. 
Q. How can I revive the colors 
in a faded garment? 

A. Use a little vinegar in the rinse 
water after laundering and it will 
help revive tha colors. 

Q. How can I change white shoes 
that have become too dirty to clean 
to a nice brown? 

A. By rubbing them over with a 
mixture of 20 drops of saffron,-and 
two tablespoonfuls of olive oil; two 
applications are necessary for pro- 
per color, 

Q. How can I remove tarnish from 
copper or brass articles? 

A. Put some fine salt into a sau- 
cer. Dip into it a cut lemon. Rub 
on the metal. The acid will remove 
the stains. 

Q. How can I tle packages securely 
so that the cord will not loosen? 

A. When tying packages that are 
to be mailed, dampen the cord be- 
fore winding around and tying up 
the parcel. It will shrink and hold 
the package much tighter for the 
journey. 

Q. How can I clean delicate laces? 

A. By squeezing them through 
skim milk, to which a little bluing 
has been added. Then stretch and 
dry them between cloths over a 
turkish towel. 

Q. How can I avoid the strong, 
unpleasant taste when preparing 
turnips? 

A. Peel the turnips, then cut just 
as if there were a core in the center. 
Discard this part, and there will be 
no strong taste. 

Q. How can I keep flour paste for 
any length of time? 

A. Chop up a few cloves as fine 
as possible and add them to the 
paste. This will preserve it and keep 


Q. What is the proper way to cook 
green corn? 
A. Do not cook green corn longer 
than twenty minutes in boiling wat- 
er. The kettle should not be covered. 
It is twice ag tender if the shucks 
are left on, 
Q. How can I faciliate the removal 
of paraffin from a jelly glass? 
A. The best method is, when mak- 
ing jelly, after filling the glass, lay 
a strong piece of string about six 
inches long over the top, Pour the 
paraffin over the cord and let har- 
den. When the jelly is to be used 
the paraffin will slip out easily by 
taking hold of each end of the 
string and pulling. 

Q. How can I remove furniture 
scratches?

But just in case you're a weekly 
Ppicnicker and a little tired of plain’ 
frankfurters by now, here are a 
couple of suggestions for dressing 
them up. 

The first idea for a fancy grilled 
frank will work better if you use 
an outdoor grill, instead of hold- 
ing them over the flames with a 
fork or a stick. 

First get home big dill pickles 
and slice them very thin length- 
wise. 

Then cut a deep lengthwise slit 
in each frankfurter and spread it 
with mustard, Lay in the slice of 
dill pickle, and wrap the frank 
with a thin strip of bacon. Hold 
the bacon in place with a wooden 
toothpick. Broil the wrapped 
franks until the bacon is thor- 
oughly done,

MONDAY HOLIDAYS IN 
GREATEST FAVOR 

The recent announcement to the effect that the 
next session of the Dominion parliament may consider 
having all legal holidays fall on Monday hasn’t 
brought forth any howls of protest--in other words 
there doesn’t seem to be much opposition to the 
idea. Fact of the matter is that it would seem to have 
a whole lot of merit. 

In the first instance everybody likes a holiday and 
since certain legal holidays are going to be observed 
anyway, why not observe them at a time when they'll 
do the most good to those enjoying them. When, then, 
would seem to be the most logical time to take these 
legal holidays? Wouldn’t it be on Monday, since by 
this method the working man would get two days rest 
hand running? 

In the second instance the day of the mid-week 
holiday seems to be about over. This for various rea- 
sons, not the least of which is the confusion which 
midweek holidays create in certan lines of business. 
The continuity of the work-day week is completely 
disrupted and this results In an undesirable effect on 
production in industry. 

No doubt there will be some who will oppose the 
idea but the majority of businessmen and women are 
sick and tired-of the muddle which occurs every time 
a holiday occurs other than on a Monday: 


WHY CAN'T WE DO 
SOMETHING RIGHT HERE? 

Every time the subject of housing is brought up 
our thoughts are directed to a very successfully. car- 
ried out housing development in Minnesota .and we 
wonder why something of a similar nature couldn't 
be worked out here. 

In that mid-western-state a group of individualy 
in need of housing accommodation banded together 
to do something about it. And do something they did. 
Their combined purchasing power effected great sav- 
ings in cost of raw materials and when their homes 
were completed they were economically much better 
off than as if they had purchased: custom-built homes 
or had undertaken to be purely individualistic in their, 
efforts. 

This idea would seem to have more merits than 
_Meets the eye and it is rather difficult to see why 


people in every community would prefer to have. ‘‘the 


government build their homes and own them, rather 
than build and own them. themselves on a united or 
cooperative enterprise basis. 

People in Lindsay who need housing might, be 
surprised at what they could achieve, by a united 
effort. It is possible that they might even get con- 
cessions from the municipality equivalent to those 
being offered goyernment-sponsored house-building 
agencies, all of which would make their outlook con- 
siderably brighter than as if they were entirely “on 
their own.” p y 

It’s only an idea and while it has been successfully 
carried out in other parts of the world, there may be 
reasons why it wouldn’t Work here. However, it 
would at least seem to merit some thought . . especial- 
ly if people are really serious about the need for 
housing. ; 


THE PEOPLE WON’T BE ABLE 
TO KEEP IT UP 

For a long time now the people of this country 
have been very patient in the matter of rising food 
prices. They have tolerantly regarded the trend as 
inevitable following a war and they have been assisted 
in meeting the demands of the times by moderate 
wage increases. There has been a certain, amount of 
grumbling but on the whole the consumers have been 


very good natured about it all. However; there is a- 


limit to what they can’ cope with and this limit ap- 
pears to have been reached in the matter of food 
prices. Unfortunately it would seem that the end 
is not yet of the producer and the processor can get 
their way but it would be better for all concerned if 
a liberal dose of common sense was applied before 
the “straw that may break the camel's back” is 
heaved on. 

The time has come for the producer and processor 
of food to realize that the consumer can only buy 
what he can afford and that there is an ultimate limit 
to what he can afford. They must realize that every 
industry doesn’t possess a continuous demand for its 
products which the producer of basic foods is blessed 
with. This means that there will be slack periods, 
when, depsite all his efforts, the industrialist will be 
powerless to boost his employees wages further, or 
even keep them fully employed. Slackening off in some 
industries is already noted, it may spread to others,, 
and if it does, the producer and processor of basic 
foods will be face to face with the fact that the big 
consumers, those in industry, cannot keep up with 
their demands for higher and higher prices. If they 
would realize this in time the bubble may not break 
with such a resounding smack as it may do otherwise.

There is a tendency, in the event of pedestrians 
being struck and either killed or injured by motor ve- 
hicles, to place the blame on the motor car or truck 
driver as a matter of course. This is in many cases 
unfair to the motorist. It is true that there are cases, 
and many of them, in which the driver of the vehicle 
is found guilty of negligence or carelessness in such 
accident cases, but in just as many instances, the mo- 
torist has been freed from all responsibility. 

As one observes pedestrians on city streets, break- 
ing all the rules of safety in traffic, taking their lives 
in their hands by the manner in which they try to 
make their way through heavy vehicular traffic, one 
is compelled to feel that the pedestrians are very 
slow in realizing that they, too, have responsibilities 
for preventing accidents. A great deal is said about 
the carelessness of children on the streets, and the 
necessity of teaching them safety habits, but at the 
same time it is noticeable that adults are just as prone 
to court danger in crossing streets as are children.

Eleciric Treatment For Depression 

When it was found that many 
patients suffering with deep de- 
pression were cured of their symp- 
toms by undergoing insulin shock, 
it was a great step forward in the 
treatment of mental symptoms. 
Then followed metrazol shock which 
was found less dangerous than in- 
sulin as far as broken bones was 
concerned. 

Finally came electroshock in 
which the patient is given an 
electric shock lasting a fraction of 
a second which not only gives bet- 
ter result, but is not as much fear- 
ed by the patient as is insulin shock 
and metrazol shock. In _ electric 
shock the patient has no memory 
of the shock, does not have to have 
injections into a vein, and is never 
conscious of what is happening to 
him. 

In the natural enthusiasm of 
psychiatrists as to the great value 
‘of electric shock, Drs. Nathan Savit- 
sky and William Karliner, New York 
City, in “Medical Clinics of North 
America,’ remind physicians that 
before the discovery of the shock 
treatment, more than half the pa- 
tients in mental institutions were 
cured by the regular institution 
methods. They suggest, therefore, 
that psychiatrists make allowances 
for the many patients who would 
get better without shock treatment 
and not put patients through shock | 
if they can be cured by other meth- | 
ods. In a series of 200 cases, these 
physicians gave shock treatment in

One great advantage of giving | 
patients electric shock treatments 
in the physician’, office is that the | 
patient and his family are quite | 
willing to go to the physician's of- 
fice where they would not go to a 
mental institution which they feel 
carries the stigma of insanity in the 
family. “The relatively low cost of 
office treatment and the availa- 
bility of members of the patient's 
family for supervision are addition- 
al advantages.” It has been found 

that patients receiving electroshock 
treatment in the office respond bet- 
ver than do patients in hospital. 

In previous articles on shock 
treatment it was stated that where 
the patient or his family have a 
say in the kind of shock, they pre- 
fer, the great majority prefer elec- 
troshock treatments. In the above 
Series, ninety-six (49 per cent) re- 
covered with five or fewer treat- 
ments. Each of the 200 cases were 
given between 8 and 9 treatments, 
One case recovered after one electro 
shock treatment. 

When we remember that these 
cases were not improving under the 
usual method, of treatment, we can 
understand why electroshock treat- 
ment is considered superior to any 
other known forms of treatment, 
for depression.

Goiter 

In the movies it 1s usually the 
surgeon, not the physician, who is 
the hero saving life by a skillful 
operation. He has to know the hu- 
man body, every nerve, and blood 
vessel in order to plunge inside the 
body to repair the damage which 
may or may not have been located 
by X-rays or other methods of ex- 
amination. Very few surgeons op- 
erate until a physician has made a 
thorongh investigation, which, to- 
gether with the signs as recogniz- 
ed by the surgeon. assures the sur- 
geon that an operation ig necessary. 

J a few years ago, Jn cases of 
the severe type of goiter -enlarge- 
ment of thyrold gland in neck, ex- 
treme neryousness,, trembling hands 
-reyéd heart beat, bulging eyes --the 
visual treatment was an operation 
te remove most of the gland or 
%-vays --to destroy the gland. In 
miicder cases, rest and small doses of 
iodine was the treatment. 

What is the treatment of the 
dangerous type of goller today: Be- 
fore operation medical treatment is 
first tried in many cases, using the 
new drugs thiouracil, propyl-thiou- 
racil, radioactive iodine, and oth- 
ers, There is no question but that

The great value of this drug is 
that even if operation becomes ne- 
cessary despite the use of propyl- 
thiouracial the patient ts in better 
condition to withstand operation. 
Today usually the physician not the 
surgeon gets first chance to treat 
the patient, Through treatment ov- 
er a number of weeks the ‘metabo- 
lism rate (rate at which body pro- 
cesses work) may be lowered to, or 
nearly to, normal, If the patient ts 
doing well under medical treatment 
-operation may or may not be per- 
formed, the decision resting with 
the physician. 

However, notwithstanding the 
great improvement brought about 
by rest and these new and old drugs 
(Lugol's solution-iodine), there are 
many cases in which all or part of 
the thyroid gland must be removed 
by surgery. Thus removal gives im- 
mediate relief from the usual symp- 
tom, of the seyere typé of goiter 
rapid heart, nervousness trembling 
and bulging eyes.

The Importance of Dental Research 
It has been interesting to watch 
the progress of the dental profes- 
sion in their endeavor to have equal 
standing with the medical pro- 
fession in the armed forces. Today 
it is admitted that due to the ex- 


| cellent work done by our dentist in 
| World Wars I and II, governments 
| are making the standard of physi- 


cians and dentists as of equal rank. 
One of the reasons the dental pro- 
fession is standing high is the 
research work being 
done by: dentists in nutrition. In- 
stead of merely removing teeth 
or fillfng teeth, they, they are able 
to tell their patients about the foods 
that will build strong teeth. By pre- 
venting decay and building strong 
teeth the armed forces, as also 
civilians, are enabled to do their 
daily work without loss of time from 
infection and pain. It was Osler 
who stated that more sickness be- 
gan in the mouth than elsewhere. 
in the body. 

Some idea of the standing of the 
dental profession in the United 
States is seen in the establishment. 
of a National Institute of Dental 
Research under authority of an Act 
of Congress. This Institute will be 
in the National Institutes of 
Health at Bethesda, Maryland. It 
will haye equal status with the al- 
ready established. National Cancer 
-Heart Institutes and Institute ot 
Experimental Biology and Medicine, 
This new Institute will conduct a 
broad attack on dental diseases and 
related diseases of the mouth. 

It is gratifying to know that re- 
search dentists will now spend their 
full time in warding off diseases 
of the mowth, which are the most 
common ailments of mankind.” 

In various communities physi- 
cians and dentists are conducting 
surveys, ome of which will extend 
for as iong as ten years, trying to 
find what is the best plan to use in 
preserving teeth by fluoride; whe- 
ther the fluoride should be applied 
to the teeth directly or whether it 
should be placed in Public water 
supplies. Thus dentists are like phy- 
sicians in trying to prevent diseases 
of the teeth.

What has made difficult the ty- 
ing of tonsilitis with its streptococ- 
ci organisms is the fact that the 
patient whois usually fully recover- 
ed from his throat infection has 
probably forgotten it before the 
symptoms of rheumatic fever ap- 
pear. “The silent period of some 
days to three weeks following the 
throat symptoms ts one of the char- 
acteristic features of rheumatic fe- 
er”. It is easily understood that af- 
ter full recovery from the throat 
symptoms followed by a couple or 
three weeks free of any symptoms 
the development of rheumatic fever 
is assured to have no connection 
with the tonsilitis or other throat 
infection. 

Dr. Kerr and other research phy- 
siclans believe that these strepto- 
cocci, the organisms found in the 
throat infection, not satisfied to 
rest after the throat attack during 
the period when patient is apparent- 
ly recovering, attack the body de- 
fences and prevent them from com- 
bating these streptococci or throat 
organisms which cause rheumatic 
fever, This renders harmless the 
defence fighters of the body. 

Once tonsilitis or other throat in- 
fections occur removal of tonsils is 
advisable.

Treatment is Bursitis by X-ray 

It is surprising to find so many 
casés of bursitis of the shoulder 
joint among young and middle aged’ 
men and women, Bursitis is an in- 
flammation of the lining of a bur- 
Sa, & bag of water placed in joints 
in which great pressure is often us- 
ed. 

In bursitis of the shoulder the in- 
dividual finds that-he can only use 
his arm in one direcf{on, not usually 
sideways or oyer his head without 
pain, Sometimes calcium (lime) ac- 
cumulates within the bursa or bag 
resulting in a stiff joint, 

I have spoken before about the 
various methods of treating bursitis- 
injections of alcohol, use of dia- 
thermy, X-rays and surgery. Some 
months ago I wrote about a few 
cases of bursitis successfully treat- 
ed by X-rays, A further series of 
cases, 361 in number, Is worth re- 
cording, 

In the “Virginfa Medical Month- 
ly,” Drs. Fred Hodges and Randal 
A. Boyer report the results obtained 
in the X-ray treatments of 361, cases 
of butsitis, 200 in the shoulder, 7 in 
the hip, 4 in elbow, and 1 in wrist. 
The symptoms were relieved in 80 
per cent of the acute cases, relief 
being obtained in those cases where 
there were deposits of calcium. 

In another series of 87 cases of 
bursitis the shoulder symptoms were 
relieved in 80 per cent of the acute 
cases (cases where symptoms were 
percent), in 82 percent where symp- 
toms had “been present for weeks, 
and in 33 per cent where {symptoms 
had been present for months or 
longer --chronic cases. It is in the 
old or chronic cases that most phy- 
sicians and surgeons recommend the 
use of surgery which gives best and 
permanent relief. 

However, Drs, Hodges and Boyer 
recommend that in the old or the 
chronic cases a series of X-ray 
treatments be given before surgical 
treatment is tried, Patients are 
Warned that pain may be even more 
severe aftre first treatment but 
may be geatly relieved after the 
second and following treatments, 
While under the X-ray treatment 
the Joint Is moved in all directions 
to the extent of the ability of the 
patient to withstand the pain. 

While surgery is still consider-

THE PSYCHIATRIST MAY NOT 
BE NEEDED 

Although physiclans know that 
at least half the patients consult- 
ing them have no organic disease 
they also know that these patients 
have symptoms or they would not 
consult physicians. It is for this 
reason that physicians today, in- 
cluding the patients consulting 
them regularly, make a physical 
examination to determine if some 
physical or mental cause is respon- 
sible for the symptoms of which 
the patient complains. 

Until recently when a patient 
complained of various symptoms 
and the physician could find no 
physical cause, he often told the 
patient that since there was no 
organic or physical causé, there 
was nothing to worry about, This 
is often enough to satisfy the pat- 
fent, but when the explanation 
does not remove the symptoms, 
some patients will consult other 
physicians in an effort to get rid 
of the symptoms. 

Since so many symptoms are 
caused by emotional disturbances 
and because patients hesitate ab- 
out consulting the mental spec- 
jalists (psychiatrists) , physicians 
are now studying these patients 
carefully and do not. refer them 
@s soon or as readily to the psy- 
chiatrist as in the past. They are 
carefully studying the symptoms 
for which no organic or structural 
condition 1s to be found in the 
organ (heart, stomach, liver, gall- 
bladder), from which the symp- 
toms seem to have their origin. 

Where the emotions are upsett- 
{ng the regular working of ar or- 
gan, the physician, from his new 
studies of physiology (the work- 
ing of the body processes), explains 
to the patient how his emotions 
can Increase or decrease his dig- 
estive juices, the movements of 
the stomach, gallbladder and in- 
"testines, the regularity or irreg- 
ularity of the heart beat. The same 
relationship is reflected in skin 
when overactive, moist or under- 
active and dry. 

When the patient recognizes 
how his make-up or personality is 
the cause of his symptoms, he is on 
his way to recovery. If he fails to 
Bet results the physician knows 
and the patient realizes that a 
Psychiatrist should be consulted

Ontario Farmer, Are Plagued --- 
First No Rain And Then Army 
) Worms 

Ontario farmers are really hav- 
ing it Lough this year, They no soon- 
er got a little rin to break a parch- 
ing drought when along came a 
new threat to their crops. And any 
threat is serious now that the farm- 
ers have lost an estimated one hun- 
Gred million dollar, --about one- 
tenth of their expected crop income 
=because of dry wéather. 


The main bad boy of the new 
threat to Ontario crops is the army 
worm. Only none of the farmers 
who haye seen them ever refer to 
one worm --they’re coming in mil- 
Nons. 


The worms appear to be moving 
north as the grain crops ripen, 
Hundreds of acres of grain have al- 
ready been destroyed, The wornis 
eat the beads of grain and leave the 
stalks --and they've left whole Sields 
strippéd in Ontario's Perth and | 
Huron counties. 

Those are the main districts af- 
fectéd. But the worms are also in 
half a dozen other counties 
smaller numbers. And farmers in 
the Sudbury district are possibly the 
most worried. They say the invasion 
there has caused damage ‘hat’s 
really serious.

Farmers are fighting back in the } 
main inyasion area --the two hun- | 
dred square mile district around | 
Shelburne, Ontario, The farmers 
there are using the poison balt re- 
commended by Dominion and Pro- | 
vincial authoritiés. And they have | 
the opinion of the authorities that | 
if the bait is used right it will keep 
the army worm drive from becom- 
ing really out of control. 

The treat being cooked up for 
the worms is a mixture of paris | 
green, bran, molasses and water. 
And farmers around Shelburne have 
called all available help to, spread 
the potent stuff. 


However, there may be trouble 
getting enough of the old reliable 
joug killer --paris. green. It's the, 
most effective antidote for the army | 
of worms, And there has been such | 
a run on supplies that they've given | 
out in some districts. In fact, about | 
the only place where paris green 
is available now is Burlington. 

An Ontario Agricultural college 
professor has given one reason for 
the rapid disappearance of paris 
green stocks. Professor H. W. Goble | 
Says the demand for the poison has | 
been dropping off in recent years. 
And dealers haven't been stocking | 
up as they used to. There are two 
substitutes for paris green- white 
arsenic and sodium arsenate. But 
they are Also running low. It looks 
like it may be a battle to see which 
gives out first --the army worms 
or the poison, | 

Besides the army worms a new 
menace hag popped up to turn the 
farmers’ hair gray. 

Tohacoo and turnip crops in 
Southern Ontario are being de- 
stroyed by aphids, In fact, the | 
aphids have pretty well finished the 
job in one county --Perth. The tur- 
nip crop 1s a really important one 
in about eleven counties of On- 
tario. Farmers took in about eighc 
million dollars on it last year, But 
they say their yleld this yéar will | 
be only a fraction of that. 


The turnip-growers are particu- 
larly worried about their United 
States market. It’s taken them quite 
a while to build it up. But now the 
market is a good one --the United 
States buyers took three million 
bushels of the turnips --or rutabagas 
as they.call thern below the border-- 
last year. And Ontario growers are 
afraid they'll not be able to produce 
that many if the aphids keep up 
their dirty work. 

The plant lice are hard to kill be- 
cause they work from the under- 
side of thé leaf and escape the best 
part of any spray. Some fields have 
already had to be plowed under and 
réplanted. 


Experts say the long drought had 
a lot to do with the aphid trouble, 
They say the aphid eggs had an ex- 
tfa good chance to hatch in the hot, 
dry weather. 

Besides the damage they're do- 
ing to the turnip crops, the aphids 
Have been testing their eating ap- 
parafug on cabbage in Waterloo 
county. And tobacco growers are 
worried about their spread into 
Elgin County. 

For many of the tobacco men haye 
had to replant their crops once this 
year already. The first young shoots 
couldn't take the drought. 

All in all, it looks like just about 
the toughest year Ontarfo farmers 
have had in quité awhile. And in- 
dications are that it's going to hit 


Canada’s Agriculture Scientists 
Report on Torr ef Britain Farm 
Lands 


A seyen-man group of Canada’s 
leading Agricultural scientists has 
just wound up a two-months’ tour 
of Britain, 


They've been trying to find out 
hew people do things in Britain 
thesé day .... how farmers across the 
water are making out under strin- 
gent postwar conditions ... and how 
Britain's farmers are going about 
recovery. 

Here’, their, verdict. 

Professor J. C. Berry -- He's the 
Director of Animal Sciénce at the 
University of British Columbia 
summed up the mission's impres- 
sions this way --"We're very fayor- 
ably impressed.” He figures that 
British farmers are more careful a- 
bout the way they handle soil. 

Professor G. N. Tuhnke --the 
Dean of Research in the Ontario 
Agricultural College --Agreed with 
tim, 

“Farmers in Britain," he said, 
“look on livestock, crops and soils 
as an inter-related triumvirate, 
They have a deep respect for the 
importance of preserving soil fer- 


| tility.” 


He said in this connection that 
we in Canada aré now giving much 
more thought to the samé subject. 
And --when reporters asked the 
mission for their views --he recal- 
led the brief Agricultural Insti- 


| tute of Canada put out the other 


day about it. Canada, of course, has 
the additional problem of soil eros- 
ion -- one that isn’t found in Bri- 
tain. 

Doctor K. Cox, the principal of 
Nova Scotia's Agricultural College 
said he’s most impressed with what 


| he called the degree of concentra;

As Doctor Cox put it, “In Canada, 
we have pockets of farming on good 
land in between tracts of not-so- 
good Soil. But going along English 
roads you have an unbroken suc- 
cession of weill-farmed fields.

Lindsay 
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What About World Government? 


Fear of Atom, Soviet Threat 
Are Boosting Global idea 


) BY S. BURTON HEATH 
NEA Staff Correspondent 
NEW YORK -(NEA)- Fear and 
worry are driving the non-Soviet 
world toward the {dea of a United 
States of Europe, or perhaps, a Uni- 
ted States of the Atlantic Democra- 
cles. 

Fear of an atomic war and worry 

~ about how Soviet aggressiveness can 
be contained, are stimulating de- 
mand for what ts called “world goy- 
ernment,” and at the same time are 
forcing tts advocates to concede that 
they may have to settle for less than 
they want. 

‘The moyement ‘or “world govern- 
ment” no longer is confined largely 
to idealists, visionaries, theorist, 
intellectuals, college professors, 

J journalists. Increasingly !t is attrac- 
ting hard-headed businessmen and 
politicians, who have become con- 
yinced that the international situ- 
ation needs something the United 
Nations hag not been able to pro- 
vide. 

In recent months, the Atlantic 
Union Committee has emerged as & 
potential melting pot for a lot of 
influential persons who had been 
trying to reach the same goal - 
world peace through international 
unity - by roads that led off in very. 
different directions. This committee 
is headed by former Supreme Court 
Justice Owen J. Roberts, and has, 
as vice-presidents, former War Sec- 
retary Robert P. Patterson and 
former Assistant Secretary of State 
Will L, Clayton. 

It is bending its first efforts to 

e) getting Senate ratification of the 
Atlantic Pact. Then it proposes that 
President Truman call a convention 
of official representatives of the 
Atlantic Pact sponsors, to see if they 
can work out a plan for “a federal 
union of the Atlantic Democracies,” 
modeled on the federation by which 
the 13 colonies created the United 
States of America. 

This i, the “world government” 
plan of Federal Union, founded by 
Clarence Streit before. World War 
TL. Streit and his associates realize 
that the framework for such a Un- 
fon would have to be worked out by 
@ process of give and take. Al-

though they have ideas how it could 
be done, their immediate goal is 
merely to get the Atlantic Pact de- 
mocracies — maybe with the addit- 
jon of others like Sweden and Swit- 
zerland, Australia and New Zealand 
—to sit down together. Then a fed- 
eral union could be worked out that 
would help keep the peace and 
solve some of the more pressing ec- 
onomic and social problems created 
by the war, the atom bomb and the 
Kremlin. 

Federal Union is one of two ma- 
jor groups working in this’ country 
for “world government.” It wants 
an international federation with a 
government, but, for the present it 
does not want the whole world in 
The other principal group is United 
World Federalists, headed by Cord 
Meyer, Jr. which claims 35,000 
adult and 7400 student dues payers 
compared with Federal Union's 
5000. 

United World Federalists want 
the whole world, including Rus- 
sia, to get together, but they do not 
want a government in the sense 
that Federal Union does. They 
would like to revise the United Nat- 
ions charter, to make the UN a su- 
per-government but limit its goy- 
ermental power for now to those re- 
quired to prevent war. 

Federal Union is convinced that 
no federation that includes com- 
munist and fascist totalitarian goy- 
ernments can succeed. United World 
Federalists are conyinced that no 
actual government, going beyond 
the prevention of war, that includes 
several different nations, can suc- 
ceed at present. 

The philosophies of the two groups 
are far apart. Yet Will Clayton, vice- 
president of the Atlantio Union 
Committee which backs the Federal 
Union idea, was until recently on 
the National Advisory Board of U 
WF. Mrs. Robert, Low Bacon still 
is. Such men as book club president 
Harry Scherman, Douglas Fairbanks 
Jr. Episcopal Bishop Henry W. Hob- 
son, are in all three movements - 
Atlantic Union, Federal Union, Uni- 
ted World Federalists.

If that should happen there would 
be in one camp, working for U. S. 
leadership toward a federal govern- 
ment covering the world's democra- 
cies, a lot of pretty practical men 
have demonstrated ability to get re- 
sults.

Almost a year ago a bureau was 
established in Rome under the 
Foreign Office.

This office has some 1700 em- 
ployes all over the country. They 
include some of the country’s smar- 
test writers and propagandists 
They are trying to get across the 
story of how the “Piano Marshall” 
can help them —trying to create 
interest and co-operation in put- 
ting the plan across. 


“Tt is not an easy job, in a coun- 
try where illiteracy runs as high as 
40 per cent in the south, 14 per 
cent in the north,” says G. de Mar- 
zio, a member of the committee 
of the Technical Office for the Pro- 
paganda of the Marshall Plan. 

“The story has to be told simply 
but vividly. It must attract and 
keep the interest of men, women

Big Air Lines Watching 
Short-Haul Experiment

Was NEA — Daily air 
passenger, freight and mail service 
to almost every town in the U.S, 
with a population of more than 
5000 may be in the offing as a re- 
sult of a new operation by airline 
that once carried only mail and 
freight, All commercial airlines are 
carefully watching the new experi- 
ment, 

The busy short-haul line is All 
American Airways, which {s now es- 
tablishing commuter service to 52 
small and medium sized cities in 
seven eastern states. Populations of 
these communities range from 5000 
to 50,000. Routes connecting more 
than 40 of them with the big met- 
ropolitan centers haye been in op- 
eration for several months, and 
most are increasing business dally. 

The longest single hop is 36 min- 
utes. The plane {is only on the 
ground two minutes at each stop. 
Steps are carried In the plane to 
save the time of wheeling up a 
ramp. Two round trips daily is the 
minimum service planned for each 
city. No food Js served on the plan- 
es, and the fares average slightly 
higher than comparable pullman 
rates. 

The planes are redesigned two- 
engine DO-3's. They can carry 24 
engine DO-3's They cann 24 passen- 
pass,, 500 pounds of mail and 535 
pounds of freight, and cruise at 180 
ya.p.h 

The new service had to do a job 
of educating the people on the 
henefits of flying. At first most of 
All American's passengers were per- 
sons who never flew before, An in- 
creasing number of passengers now 
are women going shopping in the 
hig cilies and businessmen who have 
to m irregular trips,

are those who have transferred

Architect-Builder Duo Finishes First 


With $7750 Service

Seattle, Wash. — (NEA)— A con- 
test that began quietly here more 
than a year ago may set a national 
pattern for solving the housing 
shortage riddle. It’s a contest with 
all winners. 

To stimulate the building of low 
cost dwellings, architects and bull- 
ders organized e voluntary informal 
building “regatta.” Seventeen teams, 
each composed of an architect and 
a builder, entered the race to build 
the best type of “‘service” home that 
modern planning end building can 
produce, 

The “service” home is one that 
costs little but has all the conven- 
jences that the modern family re- 
quires. 

Architect Edward Baar and buil- 
der Maury Setzer, the first team to 
cross the finish line, completed a 
20-house project in suburban Seat- 
tle which has set a high mark for 
the remaining teams to shoot at. 

On 60 x 135-foot lots, the homes, 
were designed to maintain individu-

ality and spaciousness. Baar and 
Setzer realized that the American 
housewife is immediately hostile to 
the wartime housing type of de- 
velopment. In order to avoid stan- 
dardization, they used a flexible 
pattern. Changing the location of 
one room varies the appearance of 
the houses, without increasing the 
cost of construction, 


Materials were selected for util- 
ity and beauty. 

“We used economy grades of 
lumber where the finer grades 
would be an extravagance,” said 
Setzer, ‘Economy, or service grad- 
es of lumber have a few knots in 
the wood, but are strong and dur- 
able,” 


Assembly line methods and mod- 
ern building techniques helped keep 
costs down. Windows doors and

“By eliminating the closet doors, 
we were able to save enough mon- 
ey to furnish the completed house 
with a washing machine at No extra 
cost,” Baar explained. « 

Baar worked with window and 
glass manufacturers for several 
weeks to design a window that 
would be original and offer view 
possibilities. 

“We've just started,” he said. “Al- 
though our houses sell for $7750, we 
want to build a better house at a 
lower price. The service home, with 
refrigerator, heating unit and wash_ 
ing machine, sells for $48.06 a 
month. The cost must be lowered.” 

“The service home is still an ex- 
periment,” Setzer pointed out. “In 
another year, the other teams will 
have made more progress. What we 
have learned here can be used by 
architects and builders throughout 
the country.” 

Baar and Setzer have selected the 
housewife as the final authority 
on the efficiency of their houses. 
They have asked for suggestions 
from buyers, and incorporated some 
of the recommendations in con- 

“After all,” they said, “We're 
building homes, not Just houses.” 


italian Boys Towns Lead Orphans 
Back From Misery to Self-Respect —

SANITA MARINELLA, Italy (NEA) 
—There are seven Boys Towns in 
Italy aow, and 50 smaller centers, 
which together are caring for 20,000 
walfs salyaged from lives of desti- 
tution, misery and petty crime. Of 
them all Santa Marinella is para- 

dise. 

Its center is an old villa standing 
in a palm-dotted garden on the 
Mediterranean 45 miles outside of 
Rome, near the historic Civitavec- 
chia, Its alleys are gay with flow- 
ers. Its dining hall, assembly room 
and dormitories are bright and 
cheery, with ceiling and walls dec- 
orated in approved Italian style. 


The general impression {s that of 
an expensive summer camp, It 1s 
far from the bombed out old home 
for working criminals that Monsig- 
nor John Patrick Carroll-Abbing 
and Father Antonio Rivolta were 
handed early in 1945. 

Monsignor Carroll-Abbing, an 
Irishman who has been in Italy 
since 1930, 1s best known as “the 
Monsignor of the Shoe Shine Boys.” 
It i; to him that a newcomer, dis- 
turbed by finding a pathetic waif 
asleep in a doorway a few feet from 
a luxury hotel will be sent.* 


When the war passed over south- 
ern and central Italy it left thou- 
sands vf orphaned, maimed, home- 
less children. The smaller ones were 
taken in by charitable institutions. 
The older drifted to the larges cit!- 
es, or followed the Allied armies jn 
thelr slow drive up the coast, By 
dav they indulged in thieving or 
evei more unfortunate activities, 
earning three times as much as the 
average honest worker. At night 
they slept in archways, railway sta- 
tions, or the public gardens. 


Monsignor Carroll-Abbing and 
Father Rivolta decided to establish 
a center where self-dicipline, self- 
government and self-responsibility 
would rake the place of the disci- 
pline normal to orphanages and re- 
formatories. 


“We started in Rome in the win- 
ter of 1944 with about 100 boys,” 
Monsignor Carroll-Abbing says. 
“Qur first ‘Shoeshine Hotel’ was 
asement of a bombed-out 
ol. We got*fireman’s cots, and

This experiment was so success- 
ful that, in a few aonths, the villa 
here was offered. During the war 
Jt had been occupied by Italian, 
German and Allied Armies. Tt was 
badly damaged. When the Monsig- 
nor first saw it, 20 homeless fami- 
Mes were living there. The only va- 
cant space was the great heam-roof- 
ed hall, with gaping holes tn wal 
and roof and without doors or win- 
dows . 


The boys moved im August of 
1945. Somehow they got through the 
first cold winter. The other tenants 
Moved out The »oye repaired and 
whit 41 barns, set up schoo}- 
re id dormitories, 


The boys elect their mayor and 
their governing assembly by secret 
ballot. They discuss and decide 
problems at daily meeting, and criti- 
cize themselves and their fellows. 
They try culprits before their own 
elected judge. 


“Tt, is remarkable how these boys 
respond to the new enviornment,” 
says Father Rivolta. “Many had 
grown up in conditions of inde- 
scribable squalor and filth, Yet they
